But we are only in a slight degree 
avery slight degree—filled with a feeling of satisfaction as to what has been 
accomplished hitherto. With heavy hearts we were compelled at first, owing 
to lack of the necessary means, to restrict the accommodation provided tor 
60 beds to one-third of that number. Even to-day we are only able to use half 
the number of beds provided. _ And this in spite of the great helplessness 
of our brethren in the Holy Land, in spite of the great lack of medical 
assistance, in spite of general poverty, and in spite of the fact that num- 
berless poor siek coreligionists knock—unhappily in vain—on the doors of 
the hospital which was founded and erected for their benefit! The first 
step on the path of active philanthropy has been taken; shall we stop half- 
way ? Shall we be passive witnesses of the iissions stretching out their 
arms to catch the most. unfortunate of our coreligionists ? Every Jew must 
consider it his bounden duty to further our great charitable work. All must 
contribute by donations, subscriptions, or endowments to support our 
Schaaré Zedek Hospital in Jerusalem, dedicated, as it is, to the poorest of 
the poor, to our helpless sick coreligionists

EXTRACTS FROM THE VISITORS’ BOOK. 


The Hospital premises were visited on November 5th, 1902, by Prince 
Adalbert of Prussia, accompanied by Capt. von Ammon, Midshipman von 
Cappelai, and Dr. Nenninger, Naval Staff Surgeon of 8.M.S. “ Charlotte,” 
who wrote :— 

I wish the splendidly equipped Hospital a beneficent activity. 

On January 26th, 1902, the Hospital received visits from Mehmed Djevard, 
the Governor, Herr E. Schmidt, the German Consul, Joussuff yia Alkalidy, 
Deputy for Jerusalem, Said Housseny, Mayor of Jerusalem, Mahmud 
Sadik, Secretary of the Government of Jerusalem, and Dr. M. Hesse, 
Dragoman of the Chancellory. 

The German Consul wrote on December 20th, 1901:— 

The new German Jewish Hospital, in view of the poverty of the Jewish popula 
tion of Jerusalem, will supply an appreciable want. By their indefatigable labours 
towards the accomplishment of this philanthropic work, the members of the Com. 
mittee and their representatives here have rendered imperishable services. I have 
more than once had an opportunity of convincing my-cif of the scientific and up-to-date 
equipment of the Hospital, and now that the opening ceremony is close at hand I 
invoke God's blessing on its activity. 

The Consul wrote again on January I4th, 1905:— 

With especial satisfaction I have noticed the beneficent activity displayed by 
the Hospital ** Schaaré Zedek’’ during the scarlet fever epidemic, which has pre- 
vailed for some months! For, as far as my knowledge goes, none of the other Jewish 
hospitals affords the possibility of receiving the patients im isolation wards, and thus, 
as far as possible, preventing the further spread of the disease. I should like to 
seize this opportunity to express my conviction that the Schaare Zedek Hospital is 
of great benefit to the numerous, but chiefly poverty-stricken, Jewish population, 
and I can, therefore, recommend the Institution to the support 


and interest of 
wider circles. 


Dr. E. Buhl, Deputy-Consul, wrote on October 15th, 1902:— 

The wishes and expectations which I expressed on a visit several years ago to 
the Hospital, which was then in the course of erection, have been fulfilled, if not 
exceeded, by the present Hospital Schaareé Zedek. Besides being a blessing for a 
great population, it is, at the same time, the most beautiful hospital in Jerusalem, 
and, in architecture, equipment, and management, evidence of German ability. 

The Austrian Consul-General wrote on April 23rd:— 

I have been over the New Jewish Hospital Schaaré Zedek with great interest, and 
have gained the impression that the Institution corresponds to all the demands which 
can be made of a modern hospital. It is very regrettable that this (so far as I, a 
layman, am able to judge) splendidly managed institution is financially too weak to 
be able to admit the number of patients for whom accommodation is provided. 

Mr. John Dickson, the British Consul, wrote on November 5th, 1902 :— 

It was with much pleasure that, through the kindness of Miss Landau and Dr. 
Wallach, we had an opportunity of visiting this fine Hospital, and we could not but 
express our admiration at the spaciousness of the building, and its construction on 
the most approved modern principles. The cleanliness of the establishment, and the 
arrangements for the comfort of the patients, reflect the greatest credit on its founders 
and those who are in charge of it, and we heartily recommend the charitable work of 
the institution to those who wish to help the suffering Jews of this city. 

A number of medical men in Jerusalem wrote on January 29th :— 

We, the undersigned physicians at Jerusalem, having had an opportunity of 
visiting the New Jewish Hospital Schaaré Zedek, at Jerusalem, managed by a col- 


-league, Dr. M. Wallach, have been very much impressed by the good organisation 


of this beautiful institution, from the point of view both of general and hygienic equip- 
ments. In consequence, we feel bound to express, in the name of humanity, our very 
great thanks to the members of the Ceiitral_Committee who, by their incessant efforts, 
have erected this great monument of philanthropy in a city like Jerusalem. We 
emphatically declare that this institution was indis»yensable for the well-being of the 
Jewish population of Jerusalem in view of the fact that the number of beds hitherto 
available in the hospitals of our city is insufficient for the number of the population. 
We, therefore, hope that all beneficent persons will make it a sacred duty to 
support and assist this work so that the new hospital may develop for the great 
benefit of the sick of the city, as well as for the honour of mankind. 

Dr. L. Sternheim wrote on the 22nd of Ab, 5662:— 

After having visited the most important hospitals in the principal cities of 
Europe, I was very glad to find in Jerusalem in the Hospital Schaaré Zedek an 
institution that ranks with the most beautiful and best sealested of modern times. 
It is very much to be regretted that so splendid an establishment, and in view of 
the great distress one that is so absolutely necessary, only possesses the means of 
using a fourth of the accommodation. The traditional benevolence of our core- 
ligionists will surely speedily take measures to enable the Institution, which 
does credit to Judaism, to continue its beneficent activities in the fullest 
measure. The self-sacrificing and self-denying work of the Central Committee, as 
well as the devoted and painstaking labours of the Chief Physician, Dr. M. 
Wallach, and of the Manager, Herr Jonas Marx, deserves the highest recognition. 


Dr. Adolph Stern, Staff-Surgeon in the Austrian Army, wrote on the 
27th March, 1905:- | 

The good reputation both of the management and of the equipment of the 
widely-known Hospital, Schaaré Zedek, extends all over the world. I had the good 
fortune of personally convincing myself that this institution is, in the best sense of 


the word, a model, for I found in it advantages which, to my regret, are lacking 
even in many hospitals in Europe. 


Dr. Alfred J. Hesse wrote 

Coming from Mount Sinai Hospital, of New York City, I was interested to see 
the Hospital! provided for the Jews of Jerusalem. ] Was surprised and most pleased 
to find them having a general hospital up-to-date in every respect, substantial, airy, 
spotiessly clean, and in charge of most competent and enthusiastic medical attendance.

EXTRACT FROM THE DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Accompany me in imagination one morning to the waiting-room of our 
Hospital, where patients are waiting to be attended to. Fifteen, twenty, 
and often more are in attendance. (This is not the ordinary hour for. out- 
patients; these number many more). Some of those present are helped with 
nourishment. They are merely starving. Merely! But many are very ill. 
They have not been able to come to the Hospital on foot, and have spent the 
last para which they possessed on their journey. Think of our position. Our 
Hospital is. so full (30 patients may not o exceeded), that only three can be 
admitted, and among the patients there are 12, whom, even when in health, 
it is dangerous to send back to their insanitary dwellings, where they can 
obtain no medical treatment. How difficult iwis to decide whose illness and 
poverty is to be relieved first, how serious the responsibility, knowing all 
the time that we have room enough for these 12, and that we can take 60 
patients instead of 30, the double number costing barely fifty per cent. of the 
present total outlay! If our well-to-do coreligionists were to see these 
things with their own eyes I feel sure that we should speedily receive the 
necessary means for taking the full number of patients.

At 
Bialystok, a frightful massacre of Jews by soldiers occurred in the early 
days of August. The outbreak on this occasion was exceptionally barbarous, 
and the casulty list proportionately heavy. Ekaterinoslav and Kertch also 
took a hand in the grand campaign, though the Town Council of Kertch sub- 
sequently condemned the disgraceful behaviour of the authorities during 
the riot, and compensated the Jewish sufferers. The long record of Jewish 
massacre wound up appropriately with a Kishineff outbreak during the 
dying days of the old year. 


Such is the gloomy history of anti-Jewish outbreaks. The pogroms 
of 5665, engineered, encouraged, or connived at by the guardians 
of public order, form the most damning indictment that could be 
written of the Russian bureaucracy. It is pleasing, however, to 
recall that one of the characteristics of the year’s bloodshed was 
that the Jews no longer submitted to be slaughtered meekly, like 
sheep. Under the leadership of the Bund they banded together in 
many towns for self-defence. Unfortunately, the attempts of the Jews to 
protect themselves are always liable to lead not only to assault by the 
officials, but to the arrest of the defenders by the police and a general 
indictment of Jews. Thirty-six Jews were prosecuted during the year as 
a result of the Homel riots in the year 1903, their conduct being repre- 
sented as an organised attack on ‘‘ native’’ Russians. The grim irony o 
the business was enhanced by the glaring partiality of the Court. 


Russian Jews at the Seat of War. 


It is a bitter reflection that while Jewish blood was being shed by 
police-incited hooligans at home, Jews.were fighting the battles of the 
fatherland in Manchuria in enormous numbers. The work of the Jews in 
the Far East was acknowledged in the highest quarters. ‘' His Imperial 
Majesty has been pleased to express to the Jewish deputation which waited 
upon him at Odessa his satisfaction at the fact that Jews are bearing their 
share in all the trials through which the Russian people is now passing.”’ 
So ran an official telegraphic report, which went the round of the Russian 
press in December, Thereport was said, on trustworthy authority, to have 
been the result of a confidential statement from the seat of war tothe Tsar, 
to the effect that more than :}0,000 Jews were under arms, and a dispro- 
portionate number of Jewish doctors on service. That Jewish soldiers and 
Jewish doctors were sent to the Far Eastin remarkably large numbers.there 
cannot be any doubt. Our own correspondent estimated the number of 
Jewish soldiers at the front in December at 33,000, or eight per 
cent. of the Manchurian Army, although, according to the Census 
of 1897, the Jews form only 415 per cent. of the entire population. 
A correspondent of the Times, who accompanied the Russian head. 
quarters, actually calculated that about ) per cent. of the private 
physicians ordered to Manchuria were Jews. Notonly were these doctors 
compelled to abandon their practices to their orthodox competitors, but, 
according to the TJ'imes correspondent, while all officers received upon 
appointment a fall year’s allowance in advance, besides travelling expenses, 
the Jews received nothing, and were even debarred from obtaining decora- 
tions or other distinctions. ‘' They complained bitterly of this,’’ he adds, 
‘* but did their duty none the less.’’ How well the Jewish troops did their 
duty may be seen from the report that as many as 2,000 Jewish soldiers were 
killed at Liao Yang, and a much larger number at Mukden. The wounded 
Jewish soldiers, as soon as they recovered in the Moscow hospitals, 
were sent back to the Pale of Settlement. The Russian law 


did not tolerate their residence in Moscow, for the city was outside the 
Jewish zone, 


The MirskKki Dream. 


Meanwhile, however, the Reform movement was gathering strength, 


and the Jews, throwing themselves into the struggle, drew from it hopes 
of a new and better era. The opening days of 5665 found the Russian Jews 
speculating eagerly on what looked like the coming triumph of decent 
Government. The excuses for this mood were the issuing of the Imperial 
Ukase of the 4th September (New Style), and the appointment of the 
Liberal Paince Sviaroro_k-MIRSKY a8 Minister of the Interior, in succes- 
sion to the murdered De PLenve. Generally speaking, the Ukase, which 
was issued at the end of 5664, left the mass of Russian Jews entirely unre- 
lieved. The advent of SviAToroLk-Miask! awakened greater expectations. 
His appointment was hailed with enthusiasm. As Governor-General of the 
Wilna, Kovno and Grodno Provinces, his rule had been exceedingly 
beneficent, so far as the Jews were concerned. When his promotion was 
announced, a deputation of Jewish notables, headed by the Crown Rabbi of 
Wilna, and including the renowned Kovner Rabbiner, presented him with a 
Scroll of the Law and a touchingly worded address, which told of their ‘‘ deep 
gratitude ’’ for his ‘‘ spirit of humanity, of right and of justice,”’ 
and their hope that his ‘“ enlightened and humane activities” 
would thereafter find greater scope. The Jews of the three provinces also 
founded scholarships in the Prince’s honour, and accompanied him in great 
numbers to the station, whence he set out on his high and difficult mission. 
The Prince, in reply to the address, spoke of solving the Jewish question 
surely, if slowly, telling the deputation that the Jews would receive 
justice. It soon became apparent, however, that what he called his position 
**at the source of justice by the side of His Imperial Majesty ’’ was a very 
difficult one. Intrigues against him were set on foot by reactionary Court 
cliques. The very outrages perpetrated against the Jews were pointed to 
by their instigators as a proof of the danger of the policy of emancipation to 


the Jews themselves, as well as of the weakness of the Prince's rule. A 
see-saw of hope and despair went on week after week. At one moment 
came the report that the Prince had beaten his opponents, and that the 
Tsar had resolved on the removal of Jewish restrictions. At another the 
Jews were plunged intw gloom by a warning of the Minister that Jewish 
equality was for the time impossible, and by his failure to prevent the anti- 
Semitic excesses. As the year wore on the SviAToroLk-MIask! dream 
faded more and more, until it vanished altogether with the Minister's resig- 
nation and his retirement into privacy. 


The Rescripts. 


The hopes of Jewry, however, were by no means quenched. At 
Christmas came a Rescript from the Tsar to his Ministers, embodying a 
scheme of reforms which the Council was instructed to inquire into. Clause 
(6; of this document was reported in the usual sources of information to have 
commanded ‘that ‘‘ the laws dealing with the rights of communities and 
persons belonging to heterodox and non-Christian confessions should be 
submitted to revision.’’ The Ministers duly reported on this Rescript, upon 
which the optimism of some Jews had fastened, and made certain recom- 
mendations. These produced another Imperial Rescript (on April 30th), in 
which the recommendations were approved and the Senate was instructed to 
embody theminlaw. Thesecond manifesto abolished the religious restrictions 
imposed on a number of the Christian sects, such as the Old Believers and 
Roman Catholics, as well as on Mohammedans and Buddhists, but, to the 
consternation of the Jewish population, the Jews were ignored. The 
apparent contradiction between the two Imperial deliverances was attributed 
at the time to a mis-translation of the Christmas Rescript. Clause 6 of 
that document was said to refer to the revision of the laws dealing with 
‘‘heterodox and non-Christian confessions’’—a phrase which was 


thought to include the Jews. But the clause, as repeated in 
the Minister’s report, did not use the equivalent of the 
words ‘‘non-Christian.’’ In the German version the clause relates 


to fremden Bekentnissen,’’ or, in French, confessions ¢étrangéres,’’ 
and these, in Russia, are not non-Christian faiths, but forms 
of Christianity alien to the Greek Orthodox Church. Hence, it was 
explained, the omission of all reference to the Jews in the second 
Rescript. The only objection to this explanation lies in the fact 
that the manifesto of April 30th abolished the religious restrictions 
imposed on Mohammedans and Baddhists, as well as on the dissentient 
Christian sects. In one respect the April manifesto has brought relief to 
the Jews. Olause 3 permitted converts to the Orthodox religion to return to 
their old faith if they chose, and many Russian Jews, some of them men of dis- 
tinction, have seized the opportunity to throw off their Marranism and return 
to the religion of their fathers. Apart from this relief, Jews still continued 
to draw hope from the Imperial manifestoes. The Ministers recommended 
that the detailed treatment of other questions arising under Clause six of 
the December Rescript should be referred to a special commission, at which 
representatives of all religions affected should assist. It was possible, they 
believed, that the Jewish question would be considered by that Commis- 
sion. Moreover, Clause 7 of the December Kescript ordered a revision of 
the existing ordinances limiting the rights of foreigners and of natives in 
certain territories of the Empire, and this, it was thought, with some 
reason, must refer to the economic grievances of the Jews of the Pale. 


Jews and the Duma, 


That the Liberal elements of the Empire were strongly in favour of Jewish 
emancipation was evident on all hands. In the fight for Reform Jew and 
Gentile were standing shoulder to shoulder. Quite apart from the 
revolutionary agitation of the ‘‘ Bund,’’ the Jews, it will be remembered, 
occupied prominent positions among the Liberal party at the capital. They 
took part in the famous deputation to M. Witte on the eve of the 
massacre of January 22nd. The chief organs of the refurmers at St. 
Petersburg were either edited or largely written by Jews; and the 
solidarity of Jew and Christian was attested not only by the Jewish 
conference at Wilna, in April, which adopted the resolutions of the 
Zemstvo Congress, side by side with a demand for Jewish rights, but by 
the constant passing of resolutions at Zemstvos and other Liberal 


gatherings, calling for Jewish enfranchisement. Nor were Jews 
backward in asking for their rights. The Conference at Wilna 
was one example of their growing courage. In January they 


sent a deputation to M. Witte, asking for political rights and 
for relief from their intolerable position. The Minister, it is important 
to note, expressed his sympathy with these demands, and his readiness 
to assist in their realisation, while pointing out that the formidable 
obstacles in the way could not be immediately removed. Leaders 
of Russian Jewry presented a memorandum on Jewishwrongs, drawn up by 
the most distinguished Jewish publicists and jurists, to the ministers who 
considered the Imperial Rescript of lecember. Many Jews passed 
beyond this mere petition of rights. At St. Petersburg a meeting, 
presided over by Baron Horace GinzuurG, was held in the synagogue on 
June rd, and a strong resolution was carried declaring that the proposed 
exclusion of Jews from the benefits of the expected Constitution would be 
an unexampled outrage. In Poland meetings of protest were held, 
processions of Jews marching to the synagogues with red flags, and coming 
occasionally into collision with the troops. But in Prince SviaroroLK- 
MIRsKY’s successor—M. BuLtyGin—the Jews had found no friend. 
BULYGIN came from a bad ‘school, having been assistant to the 
anti-Semitic Granp Doxe Sgraios (whose assassination was one of the 
memorable events of the year), during his Governor-Generalship of Moscow. 
He showed by his anti-Jewish decrees that he had fully imbibed the 
traditions of his former master. If there was any room for doubt as to his 
attitude towards the Russian Jews, his proposal to exclude them from the 
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new constituent assembly (or Duma) was sufficient to set it at rest. This 
proposal has, however, been ruled out. The Jews are not to obtain civic and 
economic emancipation—that question is to be left to the Assembly—but 
they are to have the right of electing and being elected to the Doma. _iIt 
is at this point that the history of the Russo-Jewish year breaks off. The 
reference of the Jewish question to the Duma is a matter for great regret, 
since the constitution of the Assembly, drawn as its members would be 
mainly from the easily led peasantry and the anti-Semitic landed gentry, 
might easily be exceedingly hostile to the Jews. If the Dama ever meets 
it will perhaps be very soon plunged into violent strife over the 
question of Jewish enfranchisement. Tho case of the Jews will 


have to be fought mainly by their friends of the Reform 
movement, so far as the latter manage to secure election; for 
the Jewish population will only be able to command four 
seats, while, owing to their being excluded from the land in 


the provinces, and the failare of many of them to to reach the 
propérty qualification in the towns, they will be able to exert but a very 
slight influence upon the other electoral contests. The only source cf 
satisfaction to be found in the arrangement is the fact that the Jews have 
not been excluded from the benefits of the new Constitution. In its way 
this marks a great step inadvance. The Jews have now icquired a good 
leverage for the securing of civic rights. It seems incredible that their 
political enfranchisement can long exist side by side with civic servitude, 
Their abilities, and many virtues—never more strikingly exhibited than in 
the campaign of the Warsaw Jews last Spring against the traders in vice 
entitle them to the fullest equality with their Christian fellow-citizens of 
other creeds ; and it may be supposed that this truth was forcibly borne in 
upon M. Witre—probably the coming President of the Cabinet—by the 
Jewish bankers who pleaded with him in America. Atall events, the 
eminent Russian statesman is said to have given them authoritative 
assurances that the condition of the Rassian Jews will speedily be changed 
for the better. The probability that the passport restrictions hitherto in 
force against non-Rassian Jews will shortly cease to operate shouldappreciably 
accelerate that devoutly desired consummation. The lead in this matter 
has been taken by the State Department of the United States, encouraged 
by a committee of members of the House of Representatives ; and stimulated 
by the action of both parties in the country—not the least powerful factor 
being the attitade of President Rovseveir, as disclosed in his letter of 
acceptance of the Presidential nomination. 


In the meantime the poverty. of Russian and Polish Jewry deepens. 
In Poland, indeed, the emigration of Jews during the year assumed record 
dimensions, a sixth of the Jewish population of some towns leaving their 
native land for foreign countries. 


No Improvement in Roumania. 


Turning to the second plague-spo}t of ..ewry—the Kingdom of Roumania 
—one finds that little or no improvement is to be registered. The Kina 
received a Jewish deputation at Jassy in October, and manifested much 
interest in the fate of his unfortunate Jewish subjects. ‘‘ Everything,’’ hetold 
the deputation, ‘* will slowly improve.’’ Uniortanately, the Royal will is one 
thing and the will of Governments another. Hopes were indeed entertained 
that the fall of the Sroornnpza Ministry, and the coming into power of the 
Conservative Party, would bring relief tou Jews. Tho Conservatives had 
never made the ‘‘ Jewish question "’ a leading part of their programme, 
though, in former years, they had been driven to anti-Semitic legislation 
by political exigencies. The Party had always been on friendlier terms 
with Jews than the absurdly miscalled ** Liberals;'’ and they were practi- 
cally pledged to the removal of some of the Jewish educational disabilities. 
Yet nothing came of the new hope. In spite of the Berlin Treaty, just eleven 
Jews managed to cut their way through the network of exclusiveness which 
bars the way to nataralisation. Eloven Jews naturalised! And even that 
is one less than the numbor in the preceding session. On the other hand, 
people are being expelled from their old homesteads in the villages of 
Northern Moldavia. Business men are being blackmailed. Ard the 
inciters of anti-Jewish disorders are allowed carie blanche. Side 
by side with, and largely as a result of, this state of pclitical 
and economic ostracism, there exists a condition of acute distress, 
resulting in increasing Jewish emigration. An official return, 
issued last January, showed that no fewer than 41,754 Jews left this petty 
State of persecutors during a period extending from the beginning of 189) 
until the Ist of October, 1904. The Jewish Colonisation Association alone 
contributed in 1904 to the emigration of 2,321 persons, besides facilitating 
the journey of 1,630 others. When it is considered that many of the 
emigrants are capable workmen, the folly of the Roumanian Government's 
attitude towards the Jews can be reaclily imagined. 


German Anti-Semitism. 


One regrets to find that Germany, with all its educational proficiency 
and intellectual movement, still remains badly tainted with anti-Jewish 
prejadices. As the Allgemeine Zeitung des Judentums remarked last 
January in its review of the past year (which it described as a very painful 
period), the equality of German Jews in public life exists de jure, but 
not de facto. 

How very much truth there is in this lament of the German Jewish 
journal may be seen from the events of the past year, and particularly from 
the debates in the Reichstag. The discrimination practised against the 
Jews in jadicial and army matters has come frequently before public 
notice during the year. In the Prussian ‘* Abgeordnetenhaus”’ 
the Minister of Justice had to submit to an interpellation on the 
jadicial question ; and the gentleman who raised the debate (Herr GyrLinc) 
stated that in twenty-five years not half-a-dozen Jewish judges had been 


promoted to the position of ‘‘ Oberlandesgerichtsrat.’’ ‘* When a man like 
Count Picxter,”’ said the speaker, ‘' could find supporters of a journal 
entitled etter aus der Judennot ; when some members of a Reichstag party 
never failed, in and out of the House, to give vent to their anti-Semitic 
spleen, and at a meeting of the ‘ Verein deutscher Studenten,’ in the very 
presence of royalty, had the audacity to speak of the good-bye to be given 
to Jews, it behoved them to give emphatic expression to more enlightened 
sentiments.’’ The Ministers’s only reply to this indictment was that the 
appointment of oflicials was the prerogative of the Crown. But, as Justizrat 
CAsseEL showed during another debate in tho following month, whatever 
the prerogative of the (‘rown a Minister is responsible to the country, 
and must bo called to account when necessity arises. To the attack of 
Justizrat CAssEL, who accused him of a systematic violation of the cor. 
stitutional principle of religious equality, the Minister (Dr. Scuinsrept) 
did not, so far as we have heard, condescend to reply. German military 
anti-Semitism has come in for similar exposure during the year, and the 
Minister of War, Herr v. KinemM, was severely heckled in the Reichstag. 
The Minister, in this case, while disclaiming religious prejadice, actually 
confessed that in repeated instances he had been unable to secure equality 
of treatment for Jews. This barbarous spirit has even been carried into 
the schools, for in May, Professor Dr. Hetuwic, a teacher of high reputa- 
tion, called the attention of the Berlin Town Council to the fact that in 
a number of high grade private schools for girls Jewish pupils were, cn 
principle, not admitted. The egregious Count Pickvrere has added bis 
quota to the performances of anti-Semitism during the year. 
PickLerR’s charlatanism has latterly taken the form of attacks, 4 la Don 
Qaixote, on harmless women and agricultural machines, exploits for 
which he was fined by a Court of Law. At one time it was announced 
that he was about to honour this country with a visit, but so far he has not 
put in an appearance. Meanwhile, he announces, like the Algerian anti. 
Semite, Max Régis, his intention of givingup his propagandaon the ground 
that his efforts are not properly appreciated. But little attention need be 
given to this announcement. To the onlooker in other lands it would seem 
that there is all the less justificaticn for the barbarous theories of the anti- 
Semites, seeing that the Jews of Germany are a decreasing community, 
relatively to the whole population of the country. One little fact, however, 
of more hopeful importance ought not to be omitted in reviewing the 
history of German anti-Semitism. . In Brunswick, there died during the 
past year the organ of the anti-Semites, the Deutsche Wochenzcitung. The 
Emperor, too, still continues friendly to Herr Batuix, the Director- 
General of the Hamburg-American Line, bestowing on him recently the 
Star of the Order of the Crown of the Sacond Class—the first occasion on 
which a Jew has received this high decoration. 


Light and Shadow in Austria-Hungary. 

The Empire cf Austria-Hungary’ exhibited the usual alternations 
of intolerance and liberty during tho past year. In July, an anti- 
Jewish riot occurred at Przemysl, but it was suppressed by the energy of 
the police. Saveral cases of forcible abduction of Jewish virls and their 
incarceration in convents have occurred of late in Galicia, though in 
every case the girls are said to have beca restored to their homes owing 
to the intervention of the authorities. The forces of intolerance have, 
however, largely gathered around the Shechita question. Some five or six 
years ago a committee was appointed by the Lower Austrian Diet to 
consider the Jewish method of slaughter. The report of this committes 
was published during the past year, and recommended the Government 
to forbid the professional slaughter of animals not previously stunned. 
This report was in entire disagreement with that of the Commis- 
sion appointed by Count TAArre, at the instance cf the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. The anti-Semites, however, who 
are more actuated by a desire for the discomfort of Jews than 
the comfort of bullocks, ware rot discouraged by this fact, In 
November last, the Lower Austrian Diet adopted a motion requesting 
tho (Government to prohibit Shechita unless animals were pre- 
viously stunned. The Diet further passed a motion asking the 
City Council of Vienna to prohibit Shechita in the places within its 
jarisdiction. This action produced a great sensation in Jewish circles. 
Needless to say, the anti-Semitic City of Vienna required no pressure to 
carry out the suggestion made to it. The Council resolved that no animal 
should be killed according to the Jewish method in the municipal abattoirs. 
At the end of May the notorious anti-Jowish Burgomaster of Vienna, Dr. 
Luecer, without any previous warning, issued a notice that on the Ist June 
the killing of animals according to Jewish rites would cease in all the 
slaughter-houses in the city. The order was soon annulled by the 
Governor of Lower Austria, who also annulled the resolution of the Council, 
his action being confirmed bythe Minister of the Iaterior. We may be sure, 
however, that we have not seen the last of this ludicrous spectacle of anti- 
social prejudice masquerading as sensitive humanity. In the legal sphere, 
too, a good deal of discrimination is still exercised against Jewish talent. 
Some nine months ago, the irrepressible Lurcer sought to add to Jewish 
difficulties by instigating a boycott of Jews. ‘‘ Do not buy from Jews,’’ was 
the advice he gave. There is sume reason for believing, however, that this 
unscrupulous agitator is not the unchallenged power he once was in the 
Austrian capital. The celebration of his sixtieth birthday last October was 
sadly marred by the Social Democrats, whom Lvgcsr had deeply offended. 
The demagogue Bargomaster had, on that o2casion, to be satisfied witha 
long Latin blessing from the Pope, and the congratulations of the Bishop 
coadjator and other high ecclesiastical dignitaries. 

Another side to this picture is provided by the election of no 
fewer than twenty Jews to the new Hungarian Chamber cf Deputies 
(a reduction of one as compared with the number in the fravious 
Chamber). Other honours were conferred on prominent Jews of the 
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Empire; while, in contrast to the practice in Germany, Jewish officers 
received important promotions. The co-existence of Liberal sentiments 
with the coarsest forms of racial and religious prejudice presents a 
curious study in contrasts. One can only hope that the march of time will 
give the victory to the forces of progress and enlightenment—a victory 
over which no-one would rejoice more than the aged and royal statesman 
who still perseveres in his thorny mission. There is little to note in the 
domestic affairs of Austro-Hungarian Jews. During the year an organisa- 
tion known as the Jewish Colonisation Society was formed in Vienna with 
the object of promoting the colonisation of Palestine, The community 
suffered a severe blow by the death of B\Anon NATHANIEL pe Roruscuinp, 
who during the year had, with customary munificence, given two million 
kronen for the extension of the Rothschild Hospital in Vienna. By his 
will this splendid philanthropist left a million sterling for charitible pur- 
poses. In November last a new Jewish Girls’ Orphanage was inaugurated 
in Vienna out of funds bequeathed by Faavu Cuantorre Lea Mesorts- 
I1zeLes, Another big Jewish gift that deserves mention is the legacy of 
over a million kronen bequeathed by Herr Moses Ensriicu to the com- 
munity in Buda-Pesth, of whose Chevra Kedisha he was the President. 


Turkey. 

In Turkey the Constantinople Seminary has been the subject of an 
unsavoury «uarrel between the reactionary Grand Rabbin on the one 
hand, and the Central Consisitory and the Seminary Directors on 
the other. In the end the Consistory won the day, but the incident was 
significant of the struggle still going on in some countries between the 
forces of cbscurantism and enlightenment. Unfortunately, the Jews of 
Adrianople have suffered a serious disaster through an immense conflagration, 
which destroyed 1,500 Jewish houses, and 13 synagogues, and rendered 
10,000 Jews homeless. The disaster occurred in the early days of the 
present month, and there is sore need of help. A more pleasant fact in 
Turko-Jewish history during the past year is to be found in the cuntinued 
good favour in which the Israelite population is held by the Sultan, ag 
evidenced by the appointment of one of its members—-Herrk GALiwski, the 
chief engineer of the Anatolian Railways—to be Commander of the 
Medjidié Order. 

Church and State Abroad. 

In France, the political outlook for Jews would seem to be an improving 
one ; and the estrangement from Russia, coupled with the en/ente 
cordiale with Liberal England, should tend still further to secure their 
position. The day when the French nation was swept by anti-Jewish hurricanes 
appears to be over, at all events for the present. There are still traces of 
the bad old days. Thus, ‘‘the traitor Dreyfus’’ is without the full 
rehabilitation to which he is entitled, although the demand for revision is 
apparently under consideration. Moreover, judging from the revela- 
tions made in the Chamber of Deputies last November, the prejadice against 
Jewish officers in the Army, if it is dying at all, is dying very slowly. 
On the other hand, it would be unfair to overlook the important 
promotions which Jewish oflicers obtained during the year, one of which 
gave French Jewry a General of Brigade, in the person of Colonel 
MARDOCHIE VALABKEGUr., The emancipation of Algeria from the anti- 
Jewish curse also went a step further during the year; the election 
of financial delegates for the colony last December resulting in 
the total defeat of the anti-Semites. The discomfiture of the 
Jew-baiters in Algeria, indeed, was at one time rumoured to 
have been completed by the capitulation of their erstwhile leader (Max 
Rrois) to the charms of a fair Jewess. Whether this poetic triumph 
over our enemies was anything more serious than a journalistic squib 
has not been ascertained. But the spirit of the rulers of France 
remains progressive and humanitarian. ‘* As long as I have a breath of 
life,’’ said President Louner to Jewish deputations at Bordeaux last April, 
‘*T will continue to preach toleration and respect of all opinions, political 
and religious, and peace among all citizens. It is the only way by which 
our country can maintain the position it occupies in the world.’’ There 
are observers in France who believe that the danger to the Jewish com- 
munity there comes rather from within than from without, and that it lies 
more in the religious indifference of the younger generation than in the 
frothy writings of anti-Jewish prints. Unhappily, this situation, if it is 
correctly reported, is likely to be aggravated by the Bill for the Separation 
of Church and State. At the moment of writing, this measure—the most 
important incident that has occurred during the year in relation to French 
Jews—has already passed the Chamber of Deputies; and according t» 
indications it will be adopted in its existing form by the Senate, and 
will come into operation on the Ist of January next year (the date 
fixed for the coming into force of the English Aliens Act). The Bill was 
not promoted as an anti-Semitic measure. It is part of legislation directed 
against the endowment of churches by the State. But it affects our 
French coreligionists in many important respects. It deprives the Rabbis 
and Cconsistorial assemblies of their former official character. This mears 
the weakening of authority and the promotion of disorganisation. So far as 
the Kabbis are concerned it means that they will, in the future, no longer 
receive payment out of the State coffers. This latter consequence is 


. modified in the early period of the operation of the Bill, and ought not to 
press with full force upon the community until 


some time has 
elapsed. But it has been calculated that the effect of the suppression or 
reduction of State salaries will be a loss to French Jews of some 200,000 
francs a year. Thelossis rendered more serious by the provision which forbids 
the communities to receive legacies. Already the majority of the Jewish 
communities in France experience great difliculty in making both ends 
meet, and several of them, comprising from thirty to forty families, will be 
unable to preserve their present religious organisation. In the course of 
its passage through the Chamber, the Bill lost some of its harshness. 


Under the measure, in its original form, the Jews, for instance, like the 
Christians, would have had to pay an annual rent for the use of their places 
of worship. This objectionable provision has now been removed. But the 
Bill remains a matter of no little import to the Jews of France—a community 
which also suffered a severe blow by the death of Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild. 

Among the countries where Jews have won perfect liberty, Italy still 
maintains her fine reputation. In the course of interviews which 
he granted to several LKabbis, her high-minded monarch gave 
further indications of the esteem in which he holds his Jewish 
subjects. Side by side with this royal goodwill may fittingly be 
mentioned the fact that at the General Election, which took 
place in November, no fewer than thirteen Jewish candidates 
were returned--a remarkable figure having regard to the small number of 
Jews in the country. The Jewish deputies in Italy are, indeed, a constantly 
increasing body. The reconstruction of the Italian Ministry led to the 
withdrawal of Signor Lvuzzartri, the able Jewish Minister of the Treasury. 
In Holland and Denmark, the Jews arein the happy position of having little 
or no history during the past year. The communal life in each case went its 
placid way undisturbed, though one should not overlook the appointment of 
Mr. E. BE. VAN RaAtre to the post of atch Minister of Justice, and the 
re-election of Henr Txuter as President of the Danish Folkething. Another 
Dutch Min‘ster, Captain Comex Stuart, would appear by his family name 
to be of partly Jewish descent. One wishes that such countries as Morocco 
and Persia could be placed in the same category with these States. In Persia, 
the Jews of Djarum have been subjected to heavy extortions by the Governor, 
who, having first impoverished them, proceeded to imprison the Ranrni and 
the leading lay-Jews when they were no longer able to satisfy his demands. 
The Jewish community of Shiraz has also been subjected to persecution. In 
Spain, the movement for the restoration of the Jews to the country 
attracted some notice during the year, and the condition of the 
small Jewish community of Seville, who are in straitened circumstances 
and compelled to receive their education at the hands of Protestant 
missionaries, was referred to the Executive Committee of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. In spite of the enlightened efforts already referred 
to, it looks as if much water is destined to flow down the Manzanares 
before Jewry goes back to the scene of its greatest glory—and its greatest 
tragedy. 

Transatlantic Jewry. 

The feet of the wandering Hebrew are directed, not to the declining 
countries of the old world, but to the vast areas of the new world. It is to 
the United States and Canada, and, in an increasing degree, to the 
Argentine, that the lodestar of Jewish destiny points. Into the United 
States, in particular, the flood of Jewish immigration continues to pour, 
sweeping away the obstacles erected by the legislature, and breaking all 
past records. With a general immigration that comprises a million souls 
every year, no surprise need be felt at the constant attention directed to 
the subject by American publicists and politicians. Mr. SARGEANT, the 
Commissioner General of Immigration, has written in favour of restrictions, 
and a conference has teen called on the subject by the 
National Civic Federation; while a mild sensation was produced 
by @ favourable report from a Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on a Bill introduced by Mr. ApAms, of Pennsylvania, limiting 
the number of immigrants in any one year to 80,000. The United 
States has not yet reached saturation point. There still seems to be room 
for immigration on a considerable scale ; and it is to the concentration of the 
Jews in vast Ghettos rather than to the volume of immigration that attention 
may more reasonably be given. Thus, of the enormous number of Jewish 
immigrants that were admitted in the year ended June 30th, 1904—105,220 
—as many as 68,693 went to the State of New York, and 11,691 to the 
State of Pennsylvania. Against this evil, however, a decentralisation 
movement is in progress. 

Meanwhile the existence of a vast Jewish population in the States has 
inevitably given rise to soms animus. It would be strange if 
even in that ‘‘sweet land of liberty’’ so great a Jewish aggre- 
gation passed entirely without hostile attention, especially when we have 
regard to the presence in the country of large numbers of immigrants from 
anti-Semitic centres in Europe. Occasionally one hears of hooligan attacks 
on Jews; or of infernal machines, and threats of destruction, sent to pro- 
minent members of the community. At one time it is a comic journal 
(Life), which persists in its anti-Jewish attacks, with the result that its 
critic is excluded from forty-seven places of amusement by Mr. CHARLEs 
FRouMAN, one of the heads of the so-called “ Israelitish Theatrical Trust.’’ 
Upon another occasion we find the State Librarian of New York (Mr. 
MELvitLe Dewey), acting as the “leading and guiding spirit’’ of a 
corporation which owns a club from which Jews are rigorously excluded, 
Leading Jews protest against this connection, and «demand the 
offender’s dismissal from office. He is censured, and though not 
dismissed, he retires, according to a later report, from his 
office. In the meantime, the incident produces ugly anti-Jewish 
references in the American journals. L'Affaire MELVILLE Dewey is an 
illustration of the social prejudice that is harboured, to a considerable 
extent, againstthe Jews in the United States. But it would be a mistake 
to attach too much importance to what Mr. Oscar Srravus has called ‘‘ a 
remnant of stimulating social prejudices.”’ During the year now ended, the 
Jews of New York have been celebrating the 250th anniversary of the 
settlement of their community. They can look round with pride on the 


enormous progress achieved by their own and the rest oi the American 
Jews during the two-and-a-half centuries that have elapsed since that day, 
and set against the petty peccadilloes of racial spite the splendid stand of 
America for Jewish rights. The position of influence and power secured by 
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American Jewry was attested by the remarkable interview which M. 
Witte granted to the Jewish bankers, while the world looked on with almost 
wondering interest. In thecourseof the year there have rot been wanting 
evidences of Jewish success and progress. Mr. JuLios M. Maver was 
elected Attorney-General of the State of New York, and the re-election 
of another Jew (Judge Maver Sotznercer) as President Judge of Common 
Pleas in Philadelphia was endorsed by both political parties. We have 
alse seen the town of New Orleans electing one Jew (Mr. Moses SALe) as 
Circuit Judge, and another (Mr. Martin BagurMAn) as its Mayor. 
These and similar incidents may reatonably be taken as tokens of the real 
America, and the real American attitude towards the Jews. 

To Jews in other lands the situation and the growth of American 
Jewry are factors of immense significance in the political position of the 
race. But of no less importance is the influence of the eleven or twelve 
hundred thousand United States Israelites on Judaism, the religion. 
In this respect one notices with gratification the continued endowment of 
Jewish study, the latest gift consisting of the foundation of a College by 
the late Moses Drorsir for the study of the Bible and Hebrew literature, 
But still deeper interest will be aroused by the latest tendency of the 
Reform movement. American Reformers have apparently come round to 
the view that the attempts to sanctify the Sunday, as against the historic 
Sabbath day, have failed; and we now find them undertaking an elaborate 
campaign for the preservation of the Jewish Sabbath. 


Greater Britain. 

In the Britain beyond the seas, the daughter-lands with the most 
numerous Jewish settlements are the various South African Colonies, 
Here the tendency of the Jews to scatter into different cities is a striking 
phenomenon, the dispersion, no doubt, following the lines of commercial 
movement. A number of our coreligionists have now settled at the 
Victoria Falls, and a few have gone ahead to Kalomo in the 
far north of Rhodesia. The dispersion, or expansion, of the 
community, is illustrated by the opening of a new synagogue at 
Roodeport in February of this year, and the efforts that are being made 
to open a synagogue at Fordsburg (a Western suburb of Johannesburg). 
New synagogues, indeed, are constantly being consecrated in various towns of 
South Africa, Johannesburg alone possessing six or seven. To protect the 
interests of the Jews of Cape Colony, a Jewish Board of Deputies was formed, 
This body, with the able Mr. Advocate ALEXANDER at its head, has not 
been idle during the year, and the Government undertook to submit to it 
for investigation and report al! applications by Jews for naturalisation. 
That the Jews of South Africa suffer under no serious disabilities, social or 
political, may be inferred fromthe appointment of Mr. H. LiperMan to the 
Mayoralty of Cape Town—the first time a Jew has occupied this position— 
_and the election of Mr. GracuMANN and Mr. GoLpMANN to 
seats on the Johannesburg Town Council. In October last the synagogue at 
Kimberley was visited by the Eart and Counress Roserrs and their 
daughters. 

In Australasia the record for the year contains little of remarkable 
interest. Projects for sending Jewish emigrants to those distant parts are 
proposed from time to time, but nothing practical ever results, Australia 
being apparently outside the orbit of Jewish emigrational activity. The 
result is that the Jewish population does not grow at any great pace, 
though to this end the grave prevalence of intermarriage must also be 
greatly contributing. In connection with Australian Judaism one recalls 
the far from encouraging report of the Brisbane Congregation referred to in 
our columns last October. On the other hand, one reads with pleasure 
of the rapid growth of the Congregation at Perth (Western Australia). 
At Melbourne a movement has been in progress for the erection of a Jewish 
College; while at Sydney the Rev. F. L. Cowen, the well-known ex- Minister 
of the Borough Synagogue, has now an opportunity of proving his mettle 
in the interests of Australian Judaism. In the political sphere the Jews of 
the Commonwealth have quite held their own. The Hon. Isaac A. Isaacs, 
K.C., has been prominent as the organiser of the alliance between the 
Protectionist stalwarts and the Labour party. This clever barrister has. 
been appointed Attorney-General in the new Commonwealth Cabinet, 
and some admirers look forward to the time when he will hold 
the post of Premier of the Commonwealth. Again, a coreligionist, Mr. 
Matrnew L. Moss, has been appointed Minister without portfolio in the 
new West Australian Government, and will also superintend the Crown Law 
Department. In New Zealand the Jews won several interesting 
municipal successes, Mr. Arrucr M. Myers being elected Mayor of 
Auckland, and Mr. MaAvurice Connex, Mayor of Palmerston. A great 
increase of the Jewish population is taking place in the 
Dominion of Canada, which is now on the crest of a wave of splendid 
prosperity. Jewish immigration into the Dominion received a considerable 
impetus at the time of the influx of Russian reservists. Montreal alone 
has 15,000 Jewish inhabitants and a dozen synagogues ; Toronto and 
Winnipeg have at least four congregations ; while new Jewish communities 
are springing up in all parts of the country. It is gratifying to see that 
the Jewish colonies—the Hirsch and the Qu’ Appelle—are progressing 
admirably. The Baron de Hirsch Institute, by its work among the immi- 
grants and its educational labours, is doing much to straighten the immi- 
grant's path in this wonderful country. 


The East African Proposal. 

From a review of the world’s Jewry one passes naturally to a considera- 
tion of the year’s record of Zionism, the world-wide Jewish political move- 
ment. In point of the number of adherents, Zionism appears to exhibit no 
falling-off. The reportofthe Actions Committee, read at the last Congress, 
still dwelt joyfully on the picturesque ubiquity of the movement which 
extends over so many latitudes and flourishes among such varied peoples. 
In England a new Society, the London Zionist League, was brought 


into existence for West London. The record number of twenty-two 
States were represented at Basle last summer, nearly 10 delegates from 
extra-European countries attending the Congress. How has the great 
force of enthusiasm behind the movement been employed during the year ? 
To a large extent—almost entirely—it has run to waste in 
barren strife over the East African project. In England and in 
Russia controversy ran high between the supporters and the opponents of 
the proposed colony. It was only towards the end of 1904 that progress 
was made with the project. The expenses of the Commission of Inquiry 
were obtained—almost entirely from a non-Jewish source—and in December 
the Commissioners, Major A. Sr. Hit. Ginvons, Professor ALrrep KAtser 
and Dr. Witacscu, left for East Africa. By June they had returned and 
their report was published. The report was unsatisfactory. Professor 
KAtser and Dr. Witeuscit condemned the agricultural possibilities 
of the area cf settlement, while even Major Ginpons, whose 
judgment was the least unfavourable, only thought that there was a 
possible opening for from fifteen to twenty thousand working settlers, 
in addition to about a thousand families who could engage in cattle 
breeding. The result of the unfavourable report was that the Greater 
Actions Committee, meeting at Vienna at the end of May, resolved to 
recommend to Congress the abandonment ofthescheme. This recommenda- 
tion came, in due course, before the Extraordinary Congress at Basle in 
July. Mr. ZANGWILL proposed the acceptance of the British Government's 
offer of a settlement in East Africa, subject to the supplementing or 
replacing of the Guas N’gishu site. The discussion which followed led to 
a somewhat turbulent scene. But ultimately the Congress agreed to reject 
the East African colony, while thanking the British Government for its 
offer, and expressing the hope that its good offices would be available in 
carrying out the Basle programme. The Actions Committee, however, had 
been loth to see the scheme dropped, and it had appointed a Committee to 
confer with other Jewish bodies with a view to determining whether 
it was advisable that the settlement should be undertaken by 
these organisations. The Jewish Colonisation Association and 
the Alliance Israélite Universelle refused to attend the Con- 
ference, owing to the unfavourable nature of the report. A 
number of well-known individuals, such as Lord RorrscuiLp 
and Mr. CLAtpe Monteriorr, Mr. Leonarp Conen, Mr. I. SeniGmMan 
and the Cuter RAnei also declined to attend. The Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion appears to have been the only body to accept the invitation, though 
it expressed its hostility to the investment of the colony with political 
autonomy. A gathering of Jews from the Midlands and North of Englani, 
which was held at Manchester later on, determined to cal! a conference of all! 
the principal provincial Jewish institutions on the East African proposal. 
With the publication of the report, however, this conference seems to 
have been abandoned. The cold reception given to the Kast African 
suggestion has apparently led to the relinquishment of the conference, 
The Zionist Congress. 
East Africa may therefore now be considered a lost hope, unless the new 
body which Mr. ZANGWILL has formed—the Jewish Territoria! Organisation 
should succeed in obtaining a new concession. Mr. LYTTELTON announces 
that the Colonial Authorities have ceased to reserve for Jews the tract of 
land which was offered through Mr. GREENBERG, while he expresses the 
Government's readiness to entertain future well-considered proposals. Mr. 
ZANGWILL’s Organisation ’’ has, as its object, ‘‘the procuring ofa territory 
upon an autonomous basis for those Jews who cannot or will 
not remain in the lands in which they at present live.’’ The rejec- 
tion of East Africa was part of a general policy pursued by the 
Congress. That policy was summed up in te first paragraph of the resolu. 
tion dealing with the colony. It ran :—‘’ The Seventh Zionist Congress 
declares : the Zionist organisation stands firmly by the fundamental principle 
of the Basle programme, namely, ‘the establishment of a legally-secured, 
publicly-recognised home for the Jewish people in Palestine,’ and it rejects 
either as an end or as a means all colonising activity outside Palestine and 
its adjacent lands.’’ The resolution of (‘ongress marked the definite victory 
of the Palestinian Zionists over the section known as the Territorialists, 
which was willing to undertake colonisation in districts outside Palestine. 
The Memorandum and Articles of Association of the Jewish Colonial Trust 
were, at a first special meeting, altered accordingly to prevent the Trust 
from extending its operations into lands beyond Palestine and its adjacent 
lands. This definitive move received a check at the meeting of the share- 
holders held in London for the necessary confirmation of the alterations, the 
meeting separating without the confirmation taking place. The result is 
that two fresh mestings must be held. Meanwhile, the victory of the Palestin- 
ians led, as we have already seen, to the creation by Mr. ZANawit. ofa 
Territorial Organisation, separate from the Zionist movement. 
The report of the Jewish Colonisation Association on its own Pales- 
tinian operations was not very inspiriting. Several of the colonies 
were badly hit—by scourges of various characters. But Mr, 
Dickson, the English Consul for the Jerusalem district, spoke hopefally 
of the progress of Palestine. Trade, he said, was increasing, 
railways were stirring the country into life, shipping was augmenting in 
tonnage, and banks were multiplying in number. In this prospect of future 
prosperity the Palestinian Zionists resolved at Basle that they would have 
a share, thus, at one and the same time, accelerating the economic redemp- 
tion of the Holy Land and pegging out claims for themselves on its soil. 
This determination was embodied in the resolution of Herr Ussiscukin and 
Dr. MArMoreEk, pledging the movement to exploration, the promotion of 
agriculture and industry, the acquisition of concessions in Palestine, 
etc. The resolution also pledged the Zionists to reject every ‘aimless, 
unsympathetic, and philanthropic colonisation on a small scale which does no¢ 
conform to the first point in the Basle programme.’’ This work in Palestine is to 
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go on *‘concurrently with political and diplomatic activity.’ It is also 
to go on irrespectively of whether the Zionists do or do not obtain 
n charter. Mach speculation had taken place in regard to the leadership. 
It had origically been suggested by the Greater Actions Committce that 4 
triumvirate should be instituted, consisting of Dr. Norpav, Professor Dr- 
Waenone and Herr Wotrrsouxn, Dr. Norp iv, however, fuund himself 
unable to accept his nomination, owing to severe illness. The resulting 
situation is that the Smaller Actions Committee, appointed by Congress, 
has chosen a l’resident in the person of Herr Wo.rrsonn. Bat no official 
leader has been elected. Positively, the Seventh Congress achieved | ttle or 
nothing. The most that is claimed for it is that it cist outthe Territorialist 
heresy, and started the work afresh. Dut it is clear that the end of the year 
»660 sees Zionism no nearer its goal than ia the preceding year. The 
great leader is gone. The territorialist dificalty has probably been 
scotched rather than killed. And so far as its main political purpose is con- 
cerned, Zionism continues the not very encouragir-¢ exercise of ** marking 
time.’’ To all intents and purposes the real leadership has now passed to 
Herr Ussiscukix. It remains to be seen wiat this gontleman—a man of 
obvious ability—will do with the movement. | 


Immigration. 

Tae domestic life of Anglo-Jewry, as distinct from racial affairs in 
general, has been less full of incident and varying interest 
than the inter-racial record. The central feature of the year's 
events has been the progress maie, or rather the  re-action 
begun, in the matter of immigration; tkovgh, having regard to 
the origin of the immigration movement, the subject would appear to 
come as aptly under the category of general Jewish events as under that 
of domestic Anglo-Jewish affairs. True to his numo2rous plede>s, the 
Prime Minister has contrived that an Alien Immigration Bill has become 
the law of the land. For the first time in her history, Great Britain bas 
joined the circle of nations who look with a jealous eye upon the Jewish 
strangers entering their gates; and that act of retrogression alone would 
suffice to make the past year a year of note in the far-fong «ons of 
Jewish history. 

Before the Aliens Bill was introduced, the immigration movement had 
taken several disturbing shapes. In December, for instance, the war in the Far 
Kast caused an irruption into London of a large number of Jewish and ron- 
Jewish military refugees. The incident wore perhapsa more pic! ures«usaspect 
than thedraband gloomy recordsof Jowish wandoriogs usually present; and 
it was rendered memorable by the spontaneous system of popular relief 
which sprang up, almost like an act of wizirdry, among tho Jews; of the 
East End, In its subscquent stages, substantial help was forthcoming from 
the Russo-Jewish Committee and the usual private sources, whose identity 
every Jew can guess, and, under the direction of the Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter, whose rota was strengthened by specially elected representatives 
fron the Jewish Board cf Guardians and the Ru:so-Jewish 
Committee, the bulk of the immigrants were helped to emigrate 
to Canada, Argentine and the United States. In the meantime 
a concerted attempt was being made by the various Jewish organi- 
sations to regulate the emigration from Eastern Europe. A_ confer- 
ence, convened by the Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden and the German 
Grand Lodge of the Independent OrJer of B'nei Brith, wis hold with thig 
purpose at Frankfort on the 4th and 5th of December. The Conference, 
which was attended by 104 delegates, was a representative ore, and 
incluced gentlemen sent by the Zionist Actions Committee. As a 
result of the proceedings it was resolved that cvery country should adopt 
measures for supervising from country tocountry the immigration from Eastern 
Europe ; that an office should be established with its head-quarters in Berlin for 
the purposecf affording ioformation which would be available forthe various 
organisations, and that periodical conferences should be held to discuss 
questions affecting immigration from Eastern Europe. It was furtter 
determined, in view of the unfavourable prospects for immigrants in Eogland 
and America, to contribute by every means towards the improvement of the 
situation of the Jews of Eastern Europe in their native countries. It was 
also stated that emigration to Eogland and America would be strongly 
discouraged. How far this elaborate organisation has got into working 
order, and what it has achieved, we do not know, but an account of the 
work done will no doubt be furnished in due time. 

Meanwhile, the usual full head of steam was being raised in the 
interests of the Aliens Bill. In December, Mr. CnuamMu-rtaIn made a 
speech in Limehouse, in which he approved of Restriction, but added a 
sympathetic reference to Dr. Herzu and the Zionist project. In the month 
of January came the Mile End election, in which, after an clection in 
which the aliens question played the chief part, the Restrictionist candi- 
date (the Hon. Hf. L. W. Lawson) secured election, by a vastly decreased vote, 
against his Jewish opponent (Mr. B.8.Srravs). In the same month a series 
of violently anti-alien articles appeared inthe Standard newspaper from the 
pen of aspecial commissioner (Mr. R. 1. Sueranp), and the controversy which 
arose, as a result, between that writer and the Jewish Chronicle will stil) 
be within the recollection of our readers. 


The Aliers Act. 

Parliament was opened on February ]4th, and the Kina's speech duly 
announced the coming introduction ofan Aliens Bill. Itwas not until Apri! 
18th that the Bill was actually introduced. When the measure was pub- 
lished it was seen that its provisions were of a less drastic and offensive 
character than the Bill of 1904. They enacted that immigrants were only 
to be landed at ports where an immigration ollicer was stationed, and were 
to be refused admission if that officer, after an e*amination made in com- 
pany with a medical inspector, adjudged the .. to be undesirables. An immi- 
grant was to be refused as an ‘‘undesirable’’ (1) if he could not show that 


he had in his possession, or was ina position to obtain, the means of decently 
supporting himself and his dependents; (2) if he was a lunatic or an idiot, 
or owing to any infirmity appeared likely to become a charge upon the rates 
or otherwise a detriment to the public; (5) if he had been sentenced ina 
foreign country for a non-political crime within the meaning of the Extradi- 
tion Act of 1870; or (1) if an expulsion order under the Act had been made 
in his case. Any immigrant who was refused admission to land, or the 
master of the ship which brought him, was to have the right of appeal to 
the immigration board of the port, which was to consist of three persons 
having magisterial, business or administrative experience. Power to expel 
aliens already here was granted in respect of (a) any immigrant convicted 
of felony or misdemeanour, or other offence, for which imprisonment could 
be imposed without the option of a fine; ())) any alien who within twelve 
months of his entering the country, and three months from the time at 
which proceedings are taken, has been in receipt of parish relief or been 
found wandering without ostensible means of subsistence or been living under 
insanitary conditions due to overcrowding; or (c) any alien who has been 
sentenced in a foreiga country for a non-political crime within the meaning 
of the Extradition Act, 1870. The expression *‘ immigrant ’’ was defined as 
an alien steerage passenger who was to be landed in the United Kingdom . 
and an immigrant ship as a ship which brought to the United Kingdom more 
than twenty such passengers. By way of satisfying the outcry against 
limiting the traditional right of asylum, the Bill laid it down that an 
immigrant who proved that he was seeking admission to this country 
solely to avoid prosecution for an offence of a _ political 
character, was not to b> r2fased admission on the ground merely of want of 
means, or the probability of his becoming a charge on the rates. This, in 
itself, was an advance on the previous Bill, which made no such provision 
for the protection of political refagees. In other respects, the measure 
showed a falling-off in violence. It omitted, for instance, the proposal for 
the creation cf prohibited areas wherein no aliens were to be allowed to 
reside, as well as the *‘ ticket of leave clause,’’ which required the immi. 
grants to inform the police cf all changes of address during their carly 
years of residence in this country. But the objections, on principle, to 
this class of legislation still applied. It pressed harshly on the poor and 
the religious refagee, it was a dangerous concession to racial prejudices, and 
it threatened the prosperity of trades in which alien industry has played 
a fruitful part, as well as the great shipping interests already exposed 
to severe competition from the German lines in practical alliance with the 
German authorities. Farther, it was based on wholesale mis-statements as 
to the numbers and character of the Jewish immigrants ; and it was proved 
to be costly and unworkable in practice. 


Jewish Criticism. 

The Bill was not proceeded with till May 2ad, when it was read a 
second time in the Hlouse of Commons, after a single day's debate. The 
poard of Deputies drew up an analysis of its provisions, which was sent to 
every member of Parliament. A number of amendments were also drawn 
up, dealing, among other things, with asylum for religious refugees, and 
the right of appeal, on the part of rejected or expelled aliens, to the 
King’s Bench Division. All but one of the Daputies’ amendments were 
already being proposed by various members of the lower House. In order 
to bring about the acceptance of these proposals, this journal initiated a 
movement, the object of which was to secure support for them by means of 
representations by Jews to their respective members. The movement was 
very widely taken up, and sympathetically received by members of Parlia- 
mene. A meeting of protest was also convened in the Jewish Working 
Men's Club, presided over by Mr. SrvuAnr M. SAMUEL, who, together with 
Mr. Mavcrice Levr, actively opposed the Bill in Parliament. 

On June 27th the Committee stage of the Bill was reached ; and was 
subsequently completed by a drastic application of the closure. Ino their 
hurried scamper through Committee the clauses underwent little change, 
The Board of Deputies’ amendments received scant respect, and it was only 
in a very grudging spirit that the Prime MINisTEr consented to the 
amending of the provision relating to refugees, which now reads :— 


But in the case of an immigrant who proves that he is seeking admission to this 
country solely to avoid prosecution or punishment on religious or political grounds, 
or for an offence of a political character, or persecution, involving danger of imprison- 


ment or danger to life or limb, on account of religious belief, leave to land shall not be 
refused on the ground merely of want of means, or the probability of his becoming a 
charge on the rates. 

Even this amendment may hardly prove adequate to the necessities of the 
case. The Bill, having passed the lower House, was rushed through the 
Ilouse of Lords without alteration, and received the Royal assent on the 
day of the prorogation of Parliament. The Act does not come into force 
until January Ist, }9J6. It is a curious coincidence that the later stages 
of its parliamentary career coincided with a decline in the number of immi- 
grants landing in the Uuited Kingdom. Its passage through the Commons 
was also rendered unusually interesting by several references on the par' 
of the Premier to the position of the Jewish community. On the secon: 
reading of the Bill, Mr. Balfour strongly repudiated the charge of anti- 
Semitism levelled against the framers of the measure, and denounced the 
ill-treatment of the Jews as a disgrace t> Christendom. In Committee, the 
Prime Minister repeited this denunciation, but went cn to make the 
remarkable statement that ‘‘a state of things could easily be imagined in 
which it would not bé to the advantage of the civilisation of the country 
that there should be an immense body of persons who, however pat riotic, 
able and industrious, however mach they threw themselves into the 
national life, still, by their own action, remained a people apart, and 
not merely held a religion differing from the vast majority of their fellow- 
countrymen, but only intermarried among themselves.’’ This re-actionary 
dec'aration, which brought the Prime Minister of Great Britain into line 
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with some of the most ill-natured and least intelligent of Jewish critics, 
necessarily attracted considerable attention and increased the repugnance 
to a measure which had to be supported by such a plea. 

Inthe waning days of 5655, the Anclo-Jewish commuoity began prepara- 
tions for the celebration cf the 250th anniversary of the re-admission of 
the Jews into England. It is to be regretted that this interesting and 
significant function, held within a few weeks of the ecming into force of 
the Aliens Act, should also be conducted with the echces of Mr. BaAt- 
Four’s ugly declaration still ringing uncontradicted in the ears of the 
celebrants. Nor can one forget, in writing the summary of the past year, 
that in December last the party which Mr. BaLrogr leads celebrated with 
great fervour the centenary of its great Jewish leader, Disrakst, a states- 
man who would hardly have countenanced the maxims of his successor in 
relation to the people from whom D1sratui himself sprang. 


Ireland, Sunday Closing and Shechita in England. 
The history of the year is an illustration of the difficulties 

dangers which wait upon the promulgation of such 
doctrines. In Limerick, the boycott of the Jews, set on foot by Father 
CaEaGu, has not been withdrawn, and recent prosecutions showed that 
the Jews are still subject to attack. The Curer Seoattary ror IneLanp 
has stated in Parliament that thirty-seven members (or about 25 per cent.) 
of thesmall Jewish community have left the city since the priestly agitation 
began. Mr. Bionp, the President of the Congregation, was driven from 
his former business into a trade which cost him his life. 

The Sunday closing question was raised in the course of the year, 
ani’ should prove to the leaders of public thought how necessary 
it is to be guarded in their declarations on matters of religious 
faith, in view of the many causes of religious differences already 
existing. This Bill for the enforcement of Sunday closing threatened 
serious injury to the Jewish stall and shop-keepers in the East End, to whom 
the Sunday market is a matter of great importance. It was intrcduced into 
the House of Lords by Lord Avesury, and referred to a Select Committee 
of Peers. Several meetings of protest were held. The Board cf 
Deputies also intervened, and the Chairman (Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C.), 
as Wellas Mr. H. S. Q. Henriques and Mr. B.S. Strats, gave evidence before 
the Committee. The Board suggested several amendments in the Jewish 
interest, which were duly accepted. The Bill, however, never reached 
the Lower House, having been finally defeated in the Lords, on the motion 
to go into Committee. The defeat of the Sanday Closing Bill not only 
saved many Jews from great hardship, but preserved, in the Sunday 
market, a unique and far-famed feature of the East End Ghetto. 

A third question of religious difference, about which something has been 
heard during past years, is the question of Shechita. The condemnatory 
report of the Admiralty Committee did not lead to any public action. But 
the Jewish public bodies concerned wisely decided not to ignore the attack 
which had been made. The Shecheta Board invited the Board of Deputies 
to take immediate steps to obtain ‘‘eminent physiological and expert 
opinions ’’ with regard to the Jewish manner of slaughtering. The Board 
of Deputies accepted this duty, and appointed a Committee to deal with 
the question. The opinions of the experts who were consulted constitute 
a triumphant vindication of Shechita, as the ‘‘ommittee’s report (published 
in -July) demonstrates. The report was sent to the members of the 
Admiralty Committee and various other bodies. All these questions con: 
stitute so much inflammable material, in the presence of which statesmen 
should refrain from gratuitous emphasis of Jewish religious separateness. 
Having mentioned Mr. BALrour’s somewhat doubtful utterance, one ought 
also to re-call the highly sympathetic language of Mr. Lyrretron, the 
Colonial Secretary, in acknowledging a Zionist intimation refusing the 
East African offer. ‘* Any endeavour,’’ said Mr. Lyrre.ron, *‘ toameliorate 
the condition and raise the status of the Jewish people will always com- 
mand the sympathy and goodwill of the British Government.’’ 
declaration is in full accordance with the fine British traditions cf the past. 


Deputations and Institutions, 

Two foreign Sovereigns on Visits to this country were presented with 
addresses. One of these was the KinG or PorivuGAL, who visited Kinu 
Epwarp in December, and the other, the KING oF Spain, who came ona 
similar errand in June. In both cases it was the Sephardic Congregation 
who presented the address. A quasi-politicsl event of great interest 
was the unveiling last March by EArt Roperts of the memorial at the 
Central Synagogue to the Jews who died in the South African campaign. 

On its non-political side, the community has begun 
and healed old ones; it. has’ strengthened’ existing bodies, 
though (somewhat curiously), it has created hardly any fresh 
organisations. It has dined its favourite institutions into financial! health, 
celebrated jubilees, fought the conversionists, and generally kept to the 
old level of communal activity. And beneath the fret and struggle of com- 
munal life, the process of growth and expansion went silently on. 
It is interesting to refer to the inauguration of a novel body, not confined 
to this community, and with a promising title—‘*The Friends of Jewish 
Freedom.’’ The society was created last December at a meeting over 
which Sir HArky JounsTon presided, but what it has accomplished in its 
corporate capacity we do not know, no reports having been published. 

The year opened with an ugly collision between ‘‘ orthodox’’ and 
Socialist Jews in Princelet Street, Spitalfields. The incident, which was 
- all the more regrettable in that it occurred on the Day of Atonement, led 
to police-court proceedings. It was followed by a further disturbance at 
Leeds, in which knives were freely used. Fortunately, these disgraceful 
quarrels have not since been repeated. It is more pleasing to turn to 
other manifestations of Jewish energy. In the case of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association there has been a determined effort to infuse fresh energy into

new quarrels,

the institution, and ircrease its philanthropic cutput. The cffort arose 
out of the unsatisfactory financial condition into wh'ch the Association has 
drifted ; and the discussion which ensued was complicated by the demands 
of Manchester members for more extensive political action. In the end, 
the Association appointed a Special Committee to inquire irto the best 
way of increasing itsmembershipand revenue. The Committeemade a series 
of suggestions to this end, which were subsequently adopted. Unfor- 
tunately, the Anglo-Jewish Association was not the only body to meet 
with stormy weather during the year. 


The Jewish Board of Guardians also found itself in heavy 
financial seas; and to meet its perpetually rising deficit a special 
emergency fund had to be raised. The Jews’ Free School 
made an appeal for help in the re-construction of part of the 
school building, and the community responded’ handsomely with 
£15,000, The Jewish Religious Education Board, which had 


to ask for £16,000, received £12,600. 
increased support was sought was 
brated its jubilee last December. 


Another institution for which

And the shadow of fresh appeals hargs 
over the community. In other directions we have seen welcome signs of 
activity. The working lads’ and men’s club movement, for instance, 
stowed continued vitality. In February, a new club for working ‘mcn was 
opened in the West Central district. In the following June, the Hutchison 
House Club for Working Lads was opened; while in the previous 
September, a club for the old boys of the lads’ clubs was founded. Tho 
communal attention was largely directed to the question of specifically 
Jewish hospital accommodation. A proposal to establish a Jewish Nursing 
Home in Leeds asa memorial to the late Ir. Herz. led toa good deal of dissen- 
sion. In Manchester, ourenergetic coreligionists finally succeeded in carry- 
ing through their project for the foundation of a Jewish hospital, and the 
institution was opened in November. It is interesting to note that the fine 
new Jewish wards at the London Hospital were iniugurated 
on November l4th, while new Jewish wards were consecrated at the 
Brompton Ilospital in March. A gap is also being filled in the commucal 
organisation by the formation of an Industrial School for Jewish Girls. 
Apart from this and the cther small! additions already mentiosed, it will be 
seen that the formation of new charitics and institutions has been 
on a very meagre scale during the year. For this, no doub’‘, 


the heaviness of the burdens already borne is largely to blame. But the 
slackness miy also pvssibly be due to the feeling, which found 
expression in the ccurse of the year, that we have arrived at a stage 


in communal development when what we require is less the creation of 
new institutions than the re-arrangement of the old. The provinces, too, 
appear to be developing a very natural impatience with the over-concentra- 
tion of power in the Metropolis. Provincial Jewry is increasirg in num- 
bers. Manchester and Leeds have doubled their numbers in the last nino 
years, and possess to-day as many as 27 and 13 congregations respectively, 
while Glasgow, too, has progressed greatly. The time is coming when, in 
the interests of the whole community, there will have to be a more even 
distribution of power between the capital and the rest of the ccuntry. 
Religious Questions. 
The religious record of the year has been a not uninteresting one. 


Upon several occasions the young and - energetic Federation has 
figured prominently. Thus, in the early part of the year the 
Shecheta Board eontered upes a_ species of poultry-killing rate- 


cutting war with the Machziké Hadass, a war which bad really been 
challenged by the reductions in charges made by that body in a yard 
which was particularly objectionable, on account of its proximity, to the 
Jews’ Free School. Later on these hostilities gave way to a pleasing 
reconciliation, which had the effect of reuniting the Machziké Hadass 
with the general body of the community, and healing an unfortunate 
schism in our ranks. ‘The orthodox dissentienits undertook to join the 
Fedération, and the effect of the understanding arrived at was to :ender 
the authority of the Shecheta Board and the Ecclesiastical Authorities par- 
amount. The Federation, together with its President (Sir SAMUEL MONTAGO)» 
proved a valuable unifying medium in this matter. Later on they figured 
in asomewhat different réle. At theend of February they carried a resolution 
which set forth that, as an orthodox body, the Federation could no longer con- 
tribute towards a Jewish Education Board, who had elected fer twocf their 
leaders gentlemen who had openly denied the fandamental principles ct 
Judaism. The gentlemen referred to were those two acecmplished 
and religious Jews, Mr. Moareriore and Mr. 
ABprawHAMs. The action of the Federation was entirely gratuitous, for, 
whatever the views cf the gentlemen to whom they objected, they had 
never attempted to foist them either on the Board or the classes. ‘The 
contribution, however, was withdrawn ; and the Federation is now directing 
its attention towards assisting the Talmud Torahs, with probably beneficia 
results to those bodies. The differences between ‘‘ Liberal ’’ and Ortho- 
dox’’ Judaism, of which this incident was, in a sense, an illustration 
have rather tended to lose their intensity cf lato than ctherwise. An 
indication of the more conciliatory feeling abroad was given when 
the Curr Raunt and the Rev. C. Z. Maccony attended the memorial 
servico at the Reform Synagogue for the late Mr. Mocarva. 
The controversy originally aroused by the creation of the Jewish 
Religious Union raised barely a ripple on the surface of the 
communal waters last year; and tie Union was allowed to go 
its way in p2ace. A religious dispute, which has alternately 
slumbered and broken out afresh during the year, was the perennial differ- 
ence with the conversionist movement: In September last, the lay and 
spiritual chiefs of all the orthodox Jewish bodies issued a solemn 
warning to Jewish parents against the machinations of the missionaries 
but the propaganda has since gone on unchecked, resultirg, at timer, in 
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regrettable unpleasantness. A Committee has been inquiring into the 
best way of checkmating it, and the report of this body will, no doubt, 
be duly taken into consideration. One way of accomplishing the purpose 
in view is the starting of more lads’ and girls’ clubs, and Children’s 
Happy Evenings, and this plan, as we have seen, has been 
followed in the course of the year. Another consists in the extension of 
children’s services, a course that was adopted by the United Synagogue 
Council, which agreed last October to subsidise the Sabbath 
afternoon children’s services at the Hambro’ Synagogue. But it is on the 
efficacy of Jewish teaching that one must, in the long run, rely for com- 
bating the conversionists, and it is therefore pleasing to note the 
formation of a new Talmud Torah in Mile End last November. 


The Synagogues. 

Additions have been made to our London houses of worship. One of 
these was the synagogue at New Cross, which was opened in the month of 
March, and constitutes the second built under the Associate Synagogue 
scheme. ‘Ine second was the synagogue at Brondesbury, which was opened 
in the following month, after more than four years’ financial spade-work. A 
new temporary synagogue was opened in Poplar in June. A project has been 
broached for establishing a much-needed place of worship in Bethnal Green. 
In the provinces, a new synagogue was recently opened at Stockport, and the 
foundation-stone of a new synagogue was laid at Bradford. The -Jabilee of 
the Central Synagogue, which was celebrated in May, re-calls fifty years of 
continuous progressinthe history of Anglo-Jewry. The problem of recon- 
ciling with complete liberty among non-Jewish surroundings has 
not been solved during that period, and little was done during the year just 
ended to advance the solution, The reported abjuring of their indifference 
to religion by Jewish working men is a reassuring symptom, while the 
recent closing of Aria College offers an opportunity of strengthening Jews’ 
(‘ollege, and proportionately improving our religious organisation. 

In London, the Rev. H. M. Lazarts, B.A., of Jews’ College, was appointed 
Minister of the new Brondesbury Synagogue. The only other London 
appointment of importance is that of the Rey. M. Ros.NsacmM to take the 
place of the Rev. F. L. Conen (now in Sydney) at the Borough Synagogue. 
In the provinces the Rey. I. Rarra.ovicn, of Merthyr, was elected Minister of 
the Liverpool New Hebrew Congregation ; the Rev. J. Rosenzwei«, of Bangor, 
was appointed Ministerand Reader of the Belfast Congregation; Mr. HYMAN 
GoopMAN, of Jews’ College, received a call to Hanley ; the Rev. Dr. SaMcet 
lDyArcHes, of Leeds, to Sunderland; and the Kev. B. N. Micuétson to 
Newcastle. Another student of Jews’ College—the Rey. |. DAaNGLow—was 
elected Ministerot St. Kilda (Melbourne). In connection with the religious 
affairs of the community, one may legitimately refer to the literary move- 
ment. The Union of Jewish Literary Societies held its annual meeting in 
June, protracting the usual proceedings by way of solatium for the omission 
ofthe (hautauqua gathering. Mr. Locien Wor has been succeeded in the 
Presidency by Sir Puitir MaGnves, who it is to be hoped, will check any 
tendency to decadence, if such exist, as some critics say. The Jewish His- 
torical Society, whose new President, (vice Mr. IsnagL AnrRABAMs)is Dr. H. 
GOLLANCZ, has not been idle during the year. Not only has it begun 
arrangements for celebrating the 250th anniversary of the admission of 
the Jews to England, but it is also taking part in connection with the Usiion 
of Jewish Literary Societies and the Maccabzans in the preparations for 
the holding of an exhibition of Jewish history, life and art in Whitechapel, 


The Honours List. 


Our coreligionists have had their usual share of honours and distine- 
tions during the past year. The Birthday Honours list contained the 
names of two Jews—Baron Hersert pe STERN and Mr. Istpore SrieLMANN. 
The former gentleman was created a baronet and the latter a knight. Sir 
Tstpone SrieLMANN's well-won honour was particularly gratifying to his 
coreligionists. Another distinction given to a Jew was that of the Com- 
panionship of the Star of India, bestowed on Mr. Hermann M, Kiscu, a 
brilliant ex-member of the Indian Civil Service. 

In municipal life, a Jew, Mr. J. M. Levy, was elected Mayor of 
Hammersmith, and the Freedom of Manchester was conferred upon his 
namesake, Mr. B. W. Levy. A similar honour awaits Mr. Alderman HArt, 
of Canterbury. Theelection of Miss ADLER, daughter of the Cuier Rast, to 
the membership of the Education Committee of the London County Council 
should not beoverlooked. Theelection, as was remarked at the time, was ‘‘a 
proper tribute to her qualifications for the position.’’ In other distinguished 
walks of life, Jews have maintained their position during the year. In 
the dramatic sphere, in particular, we have noticed with pleasure the 
brilliant career of Mr. Atrrep Surro, who at one time during the year 
enjoyed the almost unique distinction of having three plays running 
simultaneously in London. In the philanthropic world the reputation of 
Jews has lost none of its lustre. In particular, one re-calls the 
kindness of Mr. Epcar Sprayer in coming to the rescue of the unfortunate 
poor of Needham, who lost their savings through the failure of a Penny 
Bank. It is, perhaps, not to be wondered at that when a Christian gentle- 
man (Mr. BawbEn) resolved recently to dispense £100,000 in charity, he 
entrusted the distribution to the Jewish banker and philanthropist. 


The Death Roll. 

Death has laid a heavy toll on the Jewish people, both here and 
abroad, during the year. In England it has robbed us of Mr. F. D. 
Mocatta, whose life, dedicate to the communal weal, will remain for ever 
a sacred memory. FrepERic Davip Mocarra, with his genius for philan- 
thropy and his passion for good, was the finest type of the strenuous Jewish 
idealist, and will go down to posterity as one of the greatest ornaments 
of Victorian Jewry. Another noteworthy death was that of Mr. REvuBEN 
SAssoun, an Elder of the Portugueso Synagogue, who was also closely 


identified with the Anglo-Jewish Association. A man of courtly 
demeanour, affability and kindaess, he retained to the last the close friend- 
ship of the Kina. Serious loss was also sufferec during the past year 
through the death of Danren Marks, a wan of singular kindness of heart, 
geniality and gentleness, who rose from humble origin to a prominen' position 
in the financial world. DANren. Marks was one of the remarkable band 
of English Jews who have divided their life between finance and philan- 
thropy. The Stock Exchange in Jewish charity and statesmanship might 
form an interesting chapter in the history of our commmnity. Another 
member of this valuable. body, who passed away during the year just 
closed, was Mr. MANUEL C'ASTELLO, one of the oldest *‘ Elders”’ of the 
Sephardic Congregation. Mr. CAsTeELLo, who was one of the pioneers of 
Stock Exchange expansion, took an active part, not only in the work o| 
his own congregation, but in tho general affairs of our community, and 
was a kindly and upright Jew. A noteworthy death during the year o66., 
was that of Mr. Haim Guepatti. Me. GoepAtLa was born in the year 
of Waterloo. His great age had forced him to retire from active life long 
before he passed away, so that at the actual moment of his death he lingered in 
the Jewish mind only asa picturesque memory. Yet Mc. GUEDALLA in his time 
played many important parts. He was the nephew of Sir Mosts MontreriorE — 
an interesting link with the heroic past—and co-operated with that eminent 
philanthropist in his efforts in the Holy Land and Morocco. He it was, 
too, who obtained permission from Marshal Pain for the ews to return to 
Spain. Anglo-.lewry is also the poorer for the loss of Mr. Aatiga Linno, 
an unassuming gentleman who laboured for the welfare of the 
Sephardic community; and Litonet Van Ovey, long a quiet and 
ucrobtrusive force in the community, but not the less a_ force 
of the first order. He was distinguished not only on account 
of his membership of an honoured family, but by reason of his 
own valuable services to the community in the religious, educational and 
social spheres. Among Provincial Jews there diced EpwArp BEHRENs, 
a gencrous contributor to education and other philanthropic causes in 
Manchester, and Beanarp Couen, J.P., an able and respected member 
of the Bradford community; while among the other noteworthy deaths of 
the past year were those of the distinguished publicist, ALtxis KRACTssE ; 
the unhappy genius, Simeon SoLtomon ; the admirable worker among East 
End charities, Mr. Harris MArks; and M. Atruonse Harroa, the dis- 
tinguished teacher, translator and writer, who lives in his pupils and 
descendants. A number of admirable .Jewesses have also passed away, 
among them Mrs. C. Mrs. Lours DAvipson, Mrs. 
Henay Jesse., and Mrs. F. D. Mocarra, who died within a few 
months of her lamented husband. Abroad, the death-roll has been 
long and distinguished. ‘he most prominent foreign jew who passed 
away during the year was Baron ALrnonss ve Roruscuitp, cf Paris, a 
great power in the political, financial and philanthropic world, and one 
who maintained to the uttermost the splendid traditions of the great 
house to which he belonged. A few days after the passing away of 
Baron Atruonse, the Rothschild family suffered another bereavement 
by the death of Baron NATHANIEL DE Rotuscuttp, of the Vienna branch 
of the house. Baron NATHANIEL was a brother of the late Baron Fexrvi- 
NAND Roruscui.y, and was noted for his profus3 charity, as well as 
his patronage of art and sport. The ranks of Jewish scholars on the 
Continent suffered many losses in the past year. Among others whoso 
deaths deserve notice was the encyclopzedic Professor BAxt; Chief Rabbi 
KAYSERLING, Of Buda Pesth, whose erudition was of world-wide repute, 
and found fruitful expression in many valuable works; Grand Rabbin 
Asrroc, of Belgium, renowned for his diverse attainments and kindness o! 
heart; M. Marcet Scuwon, great in science, as in literature; Rabbi 
MicueLt Mayer, of Paris, a man of fine and engaging character; Ur. Max 
Hiinscu, the distinguished German Jewish, social and political economist, 
and member of the Reichstag ; Recror Wetss, of Vienna, whose vast scholarship 
and remarkable command of the holy language aided not a little in fostering 
the modern revival of the love of Hebrew; Lron Brunscuweia, a leadl- 
ing avocat of Nantes and a_ writer on Jewish and _ philosophical 
questions; HerMAN Straus, who was recognised as the first jarist in 
Germany; Professor Jcues Orrert, the brilliant French savant ; Signor 
MAssARANI, a@ member of the Italian Senate, and a versatile writer on 
many subjects; Hlerr Atpert Coun, of Berlin, an eminent antiquary who 
made remarkable discoveries as to the early popularity cf Shakes- 
peare in Germany; and M. Leo Errera, a profound student and 
a champion of the Jewish people. In the more active walks of life a great 
personality has passed from among us in the person of General Orro- 
LENGHI, the famous Italian ex-Minister for War and Commander of the 
First Army Corps, who took a warm interest in all movements for the 
advancement of the Jewish race and religion. A notable Jew, whose 
strenuous career flickered out almost unnoticed, was CAMILLS. Dreyrus. His 
defence of the Jews against anti-Semitism caused him to take part in several 
duels, in one of which—fought with M. Dromonr—he was severely 
wounded, CAMILLE Dreyros was not the only Jewish journalist of 
note to pass away. In New York, the East side had to lament 
the loss of Mr. Sarasoun, the founder of the Jewish Daily News, 
and an ardent worker among the poor Jews of the great American 
city. Two respected correspondents of this journal, Herr WILLY 
BAMats and M. Satomon Levy, have also died during the year. Herr 
BAMBUs was the editor of a monthly journal, Zerubabel, and Secretary of 
the Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden. M. Levy, who was a staunch 
champion of the Jews, had received several decorations from different 
Governments. Yet another Jewish journalist of mark who died last year 
was EmMiL Coun, the publisher of the Berliner Volkszeitungy. Many Jews 


who passed away in the course of the year which has just ended had won 
recognition in various spheres, 


In France there died M. Henagi Livy, a 
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distinguished painter ; in Russia, the creat philanthropist, Lazin Baopsky; 
in Germany, Consul A. M. Simox, the founder of the famous Agri- 
cultural School at Ahlem, and Herr Morirz Exsrirrer, a former Minister 
of Finance of Baden; in Austria, Herr SaLomon Kony, a talented 
Jewish novelist ; and in the United States, Mr. Moses A. Dropsim 
an afdent educationalist and Mr. Meyer GcuGGENNEIM, a generous donor 
of charity. A word of remembrance must also be given to two 
honoured Jews in the Britain beyond the Seas—Mr. Joseru Ezexten, who 
worked unceasingly for fifty years for the advancement of that out-lying 
branch of the race, the Beni Israel; and Sir BexJAMIN Bens imin, twice 
Mayor of Melbourne, sometime member of the Legislative Council of 
Victoria, and for many years President of the Melbourne Hebrew Uongre- 
gation. 

The death roll is a long one, but the sap in the old tree shows no 
signs of exhaustion. New men arise to replace the departed, and our race, 
unworn by centuries of trials and strife, renews its youth once again in 
this new year 5666, M2309 ANIA. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The New Year messagcs 
from distinguished in 
many lands, which we print 
in our present issue, will be read with profound interest. They are 
typical of the men who wrote them, as well as of the circumstances in which 
the Jewish race to-day finds itself. The Rev. S. A. Adler, in a New Year's 
Reverie, printed in another column, asks jestingly why Jews do not “ join 
merry hands around the Great Synagogue at midnight on Ellul 29th, and, 
imitating our Scottish friends at St. Paul's Cathedral, ecstatically sing the 
New Year in to a Hebrew version of‘ Auld Lang Syne,’ or, better still, * Hatik- 
vab.’’’? ‘The answer is that, even if the .'ewish New Year were not a time 
of deep religious contemplation, the condition of our people would not 
permit of a public revelry. With the glare of revolution stealing 
towards the Kussian Pale, and the night of intolerance in other countries 
hardly melted into dawn, we are in no mood fora street song. We have 
more serious workin hand. We have a religion to preserve anda race to save ; 
and even the alleged sardonic humour of the Jew will not pérmit what Mr. 
Zangwill calls the Tvkia Gedolah of our persecuted brethren to be answered 
with the refrain of Auld Lang Syne. As many of our messages remind us, 
the Kussian problem is the most urgent and grave that faces the Jewish 
race. We are all praying with Lord lothschild that the New Year may 
bring ‘‘ peace and comfort to one and all, with the blessing of civil and 
religious liberty."" But when this hope, characteristic of the 
family that has fought so gallantly for Jewish rights, has been 
realised, other difficulties will remain. The Kkussian problem is 
not, as Dr. Singer says, the only problem of importance. We have still, in 
Dr. Gaster’s words, to oppose a _ vitalising internal power to the 
disintegrating influence of the surrounding world. We have still to keep 
the ancient faith, accustomed to the rude stimulus of martyrdom, strongand 
sound in the religious Capuas of the western world; for with Jews, peace 
hath her dangers no less renowned than war. We have still our local 
obligations (as Ir. Adler reminds us). But above all we have our racial 
duties, and we fervently trust that the year now ended has brought us 
twelve months nearer to the grand Pan-Judaiec Congress, of 
which Professor Israel Gollancz speaks in his New Year's 
message a Congress at which Israel will be able to adjust its bearings 
and consider in council its world-old and world-wide tasks. It is in the 
hope that the coming year will materially advance this great purpose 
that we wish our readers, and all Israel, a happy New Year. 


The approach of New Year is 
once more exercising its mag- 
netic force upon the community 
of Israel. For some weeks past, as the summer has waned and holidays 
have drawn to their close, the signs of religious awakening have been 
multiplying themselves. ‘To-morrow—this ‘evening already--synagogues 
will be thronged with devout worshippers anxious to resume their discarded 
responsibilities, and once more to put themselves in touch with the duties 
of their faith. An article in another column on the Theology of the New 
Year traces the history of the various beliefs which, in the course of

centuries, have gathered round its central feature of the blowing of 


the Shofar. Our present-day celebration of the Day of Memorial 
is unquestionably the outcome of a gradual evolution of ideas. 
In the Law of Moses the first day of the seventh month was 
merely a day of blowing of trumpets. It owes the _ position 
to which it afterwards attained as the Jewish New Year and the 
Day of Judgment to its proximity to the Day of Atonement. The Rabbins, 
in their wisdom—a wisdom even more justified by the logic of feeling than 
by the logic of their interpretation of the particle }’—extended the sphere 
of the day of annual expiation to include the commencement of the years 
and the intervening days. The result was the institution of ‘‘the ten 
days of penitence,’’ with all their sacred associations which have come to 
exert so powerful an influence upon the religious character of the Jewish 
people. The value of such a period is quite independent of any question 
as to when the world was created, or of the belief in a heavenly assize 


held on a particular day. All divisions of time are necessarily artificial. 


Bat for Jews the Fast of Tishri will always mark the solemn commencement 


And its affinity to the Day of Atonement having been established by the 
game authority, no critical enquiry into its origin can weaken the hold 
which it possesses on the religious imagination. Like the Day of Atone- 
ment, the New Year, with its moving liturgy, calls the worshipper before 
the tribunal of his own conscience. In bidding him reflect on his past 
career with all its shortcomings and neglected opportunities, it becomes a 
Day of Judgment in the fullest sense. In the resolutions of an amended 
life which it demands it guarantees the truest life, and thus inscribes the 
spiritual fate which the following Day of Atonement will seal. Thus, 
figuratively if not literally, every Israelite may regard himself at this 
season as summoned to appear in judgment before his Maker, and to 
render an account of his actions by which the future will be shaped for 
good or ill. What Judaism has set itself to do at this season is to arrest 
the flight of time, and make it yield up some of its precious lessons to the 
thoughtful mind. 

The eyes of the fool, says 
King Solomon, are in the 
ends of the earth, and now it 
seems that the same can be predicated of that compound of folly and 
wickedness, the anti-Nemitic propaganda. From an account given bya 
New Zealand correspondent, and published in our news columns, it will be 
seen that the anti-Semitism he describes as existing in that colony is the 
exclusive possession of a ‘* Third Party,’’ which numbers four persons all 
told. We know from experience in other countries that ‘‘ third parties °’ 
and *‘ fourth parties’ which can boast a membership of four, are not too 
scrupulous in their choice of language and objects of attack. An Ishmaelite 
party in search ci popularity is. always exposed to the temptation 
of making cheap capital out of an attack on the descendants 
of Abraham. But it is regrettable to find such tactics pursued in a colony 
like New Zealand, which, one had hoped, was sufliciently distant to be 
free from the theories of the Luegers and Drumonts. In the present instance 
the anti-Semitic New Zealanders received a dignified and courageous 
rebuke from a distinguished .ewish member, and it is to be hoped that he 
will carry the people of New Zealand with him. Regrettable though it be 
to find an anti-Semitic party, however small, in a British legislature, 
we should be sorry to exaggerate the importance of the New Zealand 
anti-Semites. We are told that the ‘‘ Third Party’’ are endeavouring 
to discredit the Seddon administration, and it is possible that they are seek- 
ing to do this by formulating the same charges of philo-Semitism which the 
enemies of M. de Witte were fond of preferring against him. Mr. Seddon 
has on more than one occasion expresse:| the warmest friendship towards 
Jews. In the course of several interviews with representatives of the

' Jewish Chronicle he has made his cordial feelings perfectly manifest. He 


has had many Jewish colleagues in the course of his interesting career, and 
has always been glad to avail himself of their assistance, both in pclitical 
and social work. On his return from the Coronation festivities in London 
he extolled the patriotism of the English Jews, adding that it was 
equalled by the Jews in New Zealand, among whom he counted 
many friends. We do not believe that the people of New 
Zealand are likely to account this broad-mindedness asa sin. ‘The Jews, 
as Mr. Seddon has pointed out, are a ‘ desirable ’’ and * law-abiding ’’ 
class who have performed their part in building up the colony. ‘* lew or 
Christian,’’ said the famous Premier, ‘‘ it is all the same with us.’’ ‘The 
honours which Jews have won in New Zealand— witness the well-known 
members of the Legislative Council, Sir Julius Vogel and Mr. Shrimski— 
are evidence that Mr. Seddon correctly represented popular feeling. Only 
recently, two Jews were elected respectively Mayor of Auckland and 
Mayor of Palmerston. We believo these honours are more typical of the 
real New Zealander than is the anti-Semitism of the ** Third Party.’’ 

The meeting of the 
Zemstvo Congress’ in 
Moscow is an event of 
the utmost importance. The Congress is fully representative. It is a 
veritable Kussian Parliament, and its influence and power are admitted by 
the Kussian Government itself, which has not forbidden its assembling, 
The Congress has enormous significance for the ltussian ews, for it is upon 
the disposition and weight of its members that Jewish hopes largely 
depend. Happily the telegraphic account of the proceedings at Moscow 
leaves no doubt as to the attitude of the Congress. The resolution which 
was carried called upon ltussian Liberals to attempt to ‘‘ enter the Duma in 
as large numbers as possible, for the purpose of forming there 
a united group, with the object of obtaining the guarantees for 
personal liberty and equality outlined in the resolutions of pre- 
ceding Congresses. In these words we once more have it 
unmistakably laid down that the primary object of Kussian Liberals ig 
** personal liberty and equality.’’ What is it but ‘* liberty and equality ”’ 
for which the Jews of Russia are clamouring? ‘The |’olish members of the

Congress declared that no matter who was elected to the Duma, he would 


not fail to make the voice of the oppressed heard. And they went on to 
declare that the Jews, |’oles, Lithuanians and other oppressed nationalities 
placed all their hopes on the Duma. It is diflicult to exaggerate the 
importance of these declarations, which mean that the Jews of Russia 
have now won allies of great power in their struggle for free- 
dom, allies who are determined to press their claims from the 
vantage point of the Parliamentary tribune, and who find 
themselves at the head of a_ great political movement. In 
person, and through the mouth of devoted colleagues, the claims of Russian 
Jewry, fortified by the participation of the Jews in the reform movement, 
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Nassia and the world will be fixed. They will become part and parcel of 
the reform movement, receding with it, or advancing with it to victory. 
This is the great ** new fact,’’ which the past year has produced in [tassia. 


Ia these circumstances we 
are exceedingly glad that 
the Congress resolved not to 
countenance the policy of boycotting the Duma, which was advocated at 
previous meetings, but totake part in the coming elections to the assembly. 
The Congress recognised that the Dama, utterly imperfect though it is, may 
be turned into an effective instrument for the extortion of a 
real constitution. As the resolution said, ‘‘electoral assemblies, 
uniting a great part of the social forces of the whole Empire, 
may serve as a rallying point and support for the general movement for 
the attainment of political freedom.’’ There is an additional reason why 
Jews should rejoice at the resolve of the Congress. The Rassian Govern- 
ment has determined that the question of Jewish civic emancipation shall 
be relegated to the decision of the Duma. It is obviously to the interests 
of the Rassian Jews that their friends at the Congress should be repre- 
sented as strongly as possible in the Duma. If the Liberals are not able 
to command a majority in this assemblage, it is at least desirable that 
they should be as numerous as possible, for the greater the number of 
voices raised in favour of the Jews, the more difficult will it be for the 
bureaucrats to declare a hostile vote to be the final and irrevocable 
decision of the Russian people in regard to the Jews. It is a matter for 
congratulation that the liberty-loving elements in the Empire are likely to 
be allowed afree hand in the electoral struggle. According to Mr. Stead, in 
his fascinating article in Taesday’s Times, new laws granting freedom cf 
association and public meeting, as well as a new law for the |’ress, arein pre- 
paration. Jl’rofessor Miliukoff, the great Liberal leader, is confident that 
the elections will be conducted without interference, and in this opinion he 
is, to some extent, supported by General Trepoff, who has the power to 
make his wishes good. This should give the philo-Jewish elements in the 
country. the fullest opportunity of success that is possible under existing 
conditions. (Generally, the Dama marks the opening of a new era in 
ktussian Government. Even the lKussian bureaucracy will find it 
hard to go back on this nascent revolution. Mr. Stead, with 
characteristic ardour, takes an extremely cheerful view of the outlook. 
He describes himself as full of radiant hope. Those who would fain continue 
in the old course will be compelled, however reluctantly, ‘** to persevere on 
the rugged upward road, which will enable the nation to escape from the 
valley of the shadow of death in which it is wandering aimlessly to-day.’’ 
Perhaps, we may add, they will be driven up the rugged path by the dread 
scourge of famine, which before now has made internal revolations. The 
Dama, says Mr. Stead, is the Magna Charta of the liberties of Rassisa. Let 
os hope that it will also make ths year 5655 a golden ono in the annals of 
Rtassian Jews. 


Preparing for the Duma. 


An important corre- 
spondence is published 
in another column be- 
tween Mr. Zangwill, 
in his capacity of President of the Jewish Territorial Organisation, and Mr. 
Lyttelton, the Secretary of State for the Colonies. ‘‘In view of the 
formation of an international body to go ona with the scheme,’’ Mr. Zang- 
will had asked that the site proposed for the Zionist East African Colony 
should not be otherwise disposed of before he had had an opportunity of dis- 
cussing the question with Mr. Lyttelton. The reply of the Colonial 
Secretary was that he had already informed the Commissioner 
for the East African Protectorate that the land need no longer be 
reserved. In taking up this negative attitude he was influenced 
by the belief that the Territorialist secession would no$ ‘* assume 
important dimensions,’” as well as by the inference drawn from 
Mr. Zangwill’s own letter in the Jimes that the land was not suitable for 
the purpose in view. In a further letter, Mr. Zangwill hastens to assure 
Mr. Lyttelton that his Organisation has now gathered fresh and powerful 
recruits from ‘‘all classes of the Jewish people in every country,’ though 
he makes no reference to the suitability of the East African soil. The 
important part of the correspondence, however, is contained in the 
sentence in which Mr. Lyttelton deals with the future schemes of 
colonisation. The Minister states that the withdrawal of the East 
African proposition ‘*‘will be no obstacle to the consideration by His 
Majesty's Government: of any well-considered proposals which you may 
hereafter feel yourself in a position to make.’’ To this generous offer 
Mr. Zangwill replies that he hopes to avail himself of the opportunity to 
lay before the Colonial Office ‘‘a Territorial scheme which may be found 
acceptable by His Majesty’s Government.’’ It is thus possible that before 
long another opportunity will be presented of creating a Jewish settlement 
under the British flag. Mr. Zangwill’s promptness in setting to work is 
certainly commendable. A due meed of gratitude must also be given to 
Mr. Lyttelton and the Government for their readiness to assist the Jewish 
people in the solution of their grave difficulties. Mr. Lyttelton’s promise 
is in full consonance with the friendship expressed in his letter to Mr. 
Greenberg, and will be deeply appreciated not only by British Jews but 
by our race throughout the world. We hope that any feasible scheme 
upon which the Jewish Territorial Organisation and the British Govern- 
ment may agree will receive the earnest and practical consideration which 
such a proposal would merit. 

The career of M. Cavaignac,

racial strife. A man of considerable ability and great ambitions, this well- | 


known statesman goes down to history in company with the band of con- 
spirators that made and perpetuated the Dreyfas infamy. Aspiring 


to play a great ro‘e in [French destinies, he is chiefly known to 
the world as the politician who caused the walls of France to be 
placarded with an abominable forgery. Like Dreyfus himself, 
he was broken on the wheel of pseudo-patriotism—the perpetrator 
and the victim of a great wrong. It says something for thea 
blindness of the passions aroused that, even after the exposure of 
Colonel Henry's machiaations, M. Cavaignac still persisted that Dreyfus 
was guilty. Bat his sturdy perseverance in error was unavailing. His life 
closed in failare and obscurity. The moral of this blighted career, 
and, indeed, of the whole of the discreditable Dreyfas episode, is 
miain for all men to see, and a warning to those on either side of the 
Channel who might feel tempted to coquette with anti-Semitism. It 
is comforting to think that the lesson has not been lost on [France . 
herself, for though Drevfus still awaite his rehabilitation, the Nationalist 
party, at whose head M. Cavaignac placed himself in the hour of his over- 
throw, has suffered eclipse, while even Algeria has renounced its anti- 
Semitic folly. Let us hope that other lands now a prey to the anti-Jewish 
cult will yet be reclaimed to civilisation.

We must endeavour to 
strengthen the ties that bind the metropolitan to the provincial com- 
munities. We must make our schools, our Talmud Torah and Religion 
Classes, and our Theological College worthy of the sacred purpose they 
have to serve. The new Beth Hamedrash must become a living and loving 
centre of religious, moral, social, and intellectual work. May our Heavenly 
Father grant health and strength to young and old, to persevere in labours 
for the good of our fellowmen, despite difficulties, disappointments, and 
even failures. “He giveth power to the faint and to them that have no 
might He increases strength.” 

The Haham. 

I do not presume to be the bearer of any message, nor do I believe that 
your readers are anxrous ior any message. On the contrary, the character- 
istic trait of our modern Jewish life is impatience with messages 6ld and 
new; they are allowed to pass unheeded. Is not everyone his own oracle, 
and have not each and all discarded the belet in any inessage from which- 
ever quarter it may come? A retrospect at the close of the year seems to 
me more appropriate, a short summary of the philosophy of this year of 
Jewish history might perchance be more cominendable. No doubt, we are 
standing too near to the events of last year in order to pass an unbiassed 
judgment. This, of course, 1 must leave to the future, but just because we 
are standing in the very midst of events, every one of us inay formulate his 
own individual appreciation. It claims no more than to be a personal 
echo, a mere reflex of current movements. These must needs leave a 
different impression on differently constituted minds, and those who have 
learnt to see things in an historical perspective may anticipate to a 
certain extent the judgment of history. I do not believe, then, to be far 
wrong when I declare this year to have witnessed a distracted Jewry. The 
community, as well as the whole’of the Jewish race, have shown an 
unexpected want of cohesion, of unity of mind and purpose, in grappling 
with the serious crisis with which they are conironted from within and 
from without. I need not go into details. The community has 
shown itself unnerved, disheartened, frightened to face the gather- 
ing storm with a heightened feeling of self-reliance and _ hope. 
Grave problems are agitating the Jews all the world over, 
and where are the leaders in Israel? Nowhere has a voice been 
heard that could command respectful attention, .and obtain’ willing 
obedience. Even our much-vaunted Jewish optimism has failed us. We 
turn more and more to the financial means of salvation, expecting from 
them what righteousness, self-respect, justice, and humanity could not 
achieve. I may be seeing things pessimustically, but those who have once 
lived in an earthquake are best able to judge the nature of the rumbling 
noises beneath. Whichever way we turn, the same spectacle meets our 
eye, the same subdued whisper strikes our ear, the same seli-complacency 
blinds us to the true aspect of things. The causes are not far to seek. They 
lie quite near at hand. Our old gold is being exchanged for small brass 
coin of modern currency, the principles which lay at the bottom of our 
religious and national life are being fast discarded, not to be replaced by 
other principles.as true, as strong, as everlasting as those of former ages, 
now forsaken and forgotten. The moral fibre has been weakened; to the 
disintegrating influences of the surrounding world we have not opposed any 
vitalising internal power; instead of fountains of living water we have 
digged to ourselves dry pits. . 

However gloomy the retrospect may be, there is no cause for 
despondency. It is only a phase through which we are passing. The gold 
is again being separated from the dross. When the need is greatest, God's 
help is nearest. Israel is not an orphan, and the guardian of Israel 
neither sleepeth nor slumbereth. Help and salvation is sure to come from 
an unexpected quarter, for those who look to His salvation. Oh, how much 
could we not do had we only a united mind! After having been lost among 
the nations we began to find ourselves again; we would raise ourselves 
again in the sight of the nations to be God's own chosen people. It is 
high time that we began to be proud of our glorious past and worthy of a 
still more glorious future. 


Grand Rabbin Zadoc Kahn (Paris). 

Of all the Jewish ena which I read—and they are many—none 
interests me more keenly than the Jewish Chronicle. I do not say this in 
order to pay compliments to the paper, though it merits them in every 
respect, but in order to show with what sympathetic, even passionate, 
attention I follow the movement of Jewish life in England, and, above all, 
in London. In Nr of your country, one can well speak of Jewish life,

The lofty teachings of our religion are the firm bulwarks which have pro- 
tected this soil for thousands of years against the onslaught of foes and 
the ravages of time. All else is but quicksand which nowhere and never 
can give a foothold.

You ask me to send you a short Rosh Hashana message “ either refer- 
ring to the work of the past year, or that to which Jews ought to bend them- 
selves for the coming year.” Being of the opinion that “the dead should bury 
their dead.” I am rather inclined toward “ looking forward than backward.” 
The great and really only problem of importance before the house of Israel 
is the Russian problem: on its solution it is our duty and interest to bend 
all our mental energy and spend our financial surplus. Let us be frank: 
nothing is “doing” within the confines of American and West European 
Jewdoms.

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 
Sir,—There is one point in Mr. Wolfe Miller's admirable article on 
Phases of Zionism to which I would like to.draw attention. He states that 


when Dr. Herzl's “ Judenstaat " appeared “ official Chovevi Zion offered 
determined opposition to the new leader.” This is not correct. The 


“ Judenstaat” did not deal with Palestine at all; it was, if anything, an 
advocacy of Territorialism. It was a cry of “anywhere” out of tne terrible 
position in which most of the Jews find themselves. When he 


changed his position and advocated Palestine we were his sup- 
porters, insisting only that pending the obtaining of the necessary 
political recognition practical work of colonisation should be con- 
tinued. It was upon this latter stipulation that the breach occurred. 


I had an interview with Dr. Herzl at the Albemarle Hotel, and I urged him 
to use the great power he undoubtedly possessed to effect some practical 
results while working to secure the politieal objects which he prized so 
highly. I told him that to attempt to put the roof on the edifice before the 
foundations were properly laid was foredoomed to failure; that our object 
should be to get more and more Jews engaged in agriculture in Palestine, 
and that when we had thereby established a claim to political recogni- 
tion it would be much more easy to obtain it. With the great power he 
had behind him, with the experience and organisation which we possessed, 
with the “J. C. A.” at our back, as we then had, we should have been 
invincible. But, no. Philanthropic Zionism, as he styled our efforts, must 
die, it is the great hindrance to Political Zionism. I urged him that ours 
was not philanthropic Zionism; that we had the same aims as he had, but 
we wanted to do practical work, and thereby arrive at the goal, but he was 
obdurate. I then told him, what has unfortunately come about, that while 
it was true that he would kill “ Philantiiropic Zionism,” he would thereby 
kill Zionism, political or otherwise, at tiie same time. 

All was easy to him. To people a land that required gradual develop- 
ment with hundreds of thousands of people, and to do this on the simple 
obtaining of a charter, showed how vivid was his imagination and capacity 
for self-delusion, but how scant was his practical knowledge. It is all-over 
now. He found out his mistake when it was too late, and it killed him.

MR. BEERBOHM TREE AND THE STAGE JEW. 

Srr,—! expected to find in your corresponden e columns this week some 
further reference to Mr. Beerbolim Tree’s remarks as reported in your issue 
of the 15th inst. At the risk of being charged with that hyper-sensitiveness 
to “ridicule,” for which Mr. Tree chides us, I would like to call attention 
to a point which is not touched in your editorial comment. 

Apropos of his future production of the “ Merchant of Venice,” Mr. Tree 
protests against the modern interpretation of the character of Shylock as 
claiming for the Jew a certain measure of sympathy which Shakespeare 
never intended him to receive. That is a view in which I fully concur, but 
the distinguished actor goes on to express the amazing opinion that 
“ Shylock was, no doubt, a true reflex of the Jewish character (in medizwval 
times) disfigured, as it had been, by centuries of persecution.” Now, whilst 
it is only reasonable to assume that the diabolical treatment to which Jews 
were often subjected must have engendered a feeling of bitterness towards 
their persecutors, it would be interesting to know the grounds upon which 
Mr. Tree attributes to the Jews of the Middle Ages any of the malignant, 
not to say fiendish, spirit displayed by this imaginary creature. Shylock 
makes a wonderfully effective stage villain, but, far from truly representing 
the Jewish character of the period, I venture to assert that he could never, 
at any time, have had a living prototype, either Jew or Gentile. The 
character is demonstrably untrue to life, and it peeded the genius of a 
Shakespeare to give the semblance of reality to such a ghoulish creation. 
For, what are we asked to believe ? Antonio, who has incurred the hatred 
of the Jew by reason of his practice of lending money gratis, and thereby 
lowering the rate of interest in Venice, subsequently falls into his enemy’s 
power under circumstances which make it possible for Shylock to exact a 
great sum by way of ransom, and make any conditions he pleases for his 
victim’s release. Instead of profiting by the situation, however, this usurer, 
who must have been swayed at least as powerfully by his avarice as by the 
hatred which it inspired, forgoes without a pang all his advantage for the 
sake of avenging himself in Antonio’s blood. The sanguinary disposition 
of Shylock might have allowed him to shed rivers of blood in the pursuit of 
gain, but it should not be forgotten that the Jew’s hatred of Antonio was 
occasioned by avarice, and, in making him choose to wreak vengeance upon 
the person of his enemy, with an utter disregard of the loss in money 
thereby involved, Shakespeare did that of which many lesser men have 
been guilty in sacrificing truth to dramatic effect. I cannot believe that. 
Shakespeare ever intended Shylock to be taken as representing Jewish 
character; and, having regard to the fact that England had no Jewish 
population in his day, it 1s difficult to see how Shakespeare, who quite 
possibly never saw a Jew, could be regarded as an authority on the subject. 

Mr. Tree takes advantage of his talk with your correspondent to admin- 
ister a mild reproof to Jews for their sensitiveness to ridicule on the stage. 
I feel sure that Mr. Tree would not be guilty of intentional unfairness to 
Jews, or any other section of the public, but does he really think that types 
like Svengali, Isidore Izard, Fagin, and Shylock tend to make the Jews 
ridiculous in the eyes of the world? If so, what imaginable degree of 


infamy must be depicted that should hold a people up to contempt and 
execration ? Jews have no objection to provide their quota of stage villains, 
but the gross injustice which they very properly resent lies in the fact that 
the stage Jew is almost invariably an undesirable character. It is gratifying 
to know that 


is Majesty’s Theatre will provide in “ Uriel Acosta” an 
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agreeable foil to the Jewish characters which have hitherto appeared on 
that stage. Unfortunately, Mr. Tree regards that not as a Jewish, but a 
purely ethical, play, which rises above all considerations of creed.

JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 

Str,—The critical, scathing, and interesting survey by Mr. A. Rosebury 
of Jewish Friendly Societies ought to be a warning to those answerable for 
their management and very existence. But how far the argument applies 
to Jewish as distinct from non-Jewish Societies, I shall endeavour to show 
later. Without doubt—and I entirely agree with Mr. 8. de Smith in his 
argument in your last issue—the newly-created Russo-Polish Societies are 
far from solvent, and it behoves all who have the welfare of our coreligionists 
at heart to endeavour to place them on a solid basis. The cause is not far 
to seek, and it requires little more than superficial knowledge to strike at 
the very root of what, in but a few years, will become a danger to Judaism 
and a scandal to all concerned. Undue competition, large benefits, small 
contributions, multiplication of management expenses, unpunctuality at 
meetings—these are among the causes of the decay and subsequent extinc- 
tion of Jewish Friendly Societies. 

The drifting of members of non-Jewish Societies, as shown in the 
annual reports of the Foresters, Oddfellows, Druids, and others (to mention 
gome of the largest), is in itself a most regrettable instance of competition 
and “hard times.” But their managers have taken the matter in hand, 
and their field being considerably wider than that of the Jewish Societies, 
I feel convinced that in but a short time they will recuperate. As a member 
of the Executive of a non-Jewish Society of 9.000 members, with a reserve 
of £150,000, I found that we had to combat an annual deficit of £5,000. The 
actuarial valuation proved that some of the benefits required readjustment. 
The Executive, acting upon the actuary’s advice, immediately summoned 
a meeting of delegates, who placed implicit confidence in the Executive, and 
agreed to the reduction of the benefits, no matter what hardship it inflicted 
upon some of the older members. They contended that the stability of the 
Society demanded it. But would the same confidence have been placed 
by my coreligionists in an Executive who had the courage to advise a 
reduction 2? | fear not. J] agree that human nature “ goes for the largest 
penny,” no matter how unwise this step may be. But in case of reduction 
of benefits, the “red herring” and glaringly impossible benefits of other 
competitive Societies would have been drawn across the track. 

Yet another matter—and by far a most important one—will have to he 
dealt with, namely, that of membership of two or three Societies. I admit 
it to be a laudable object to make provision for sickness, etc. But a not 
too robust constitution, aggravaied by indoor employment, in most cases 
in insanitary surroundings, tends enormously to increase the liahlity of 
Friendly Societies; and it becomes an easy matter to declare on the funds 
of a Society on the advice of at least one of the medical men (as every 
society is guided by its own medical adviser) attached to it 

That the time has arrived for the careful consideration of the stability 
of the Jewish Societies will be admitted by all who have the welfare of the 
thrifty, provident workers at heart. A conterence, as suggested by Mr. D 
Levy, might have the much desired effect, and my co-operation is at his 
disposal. But whether the ultimate issue will place the Societies on a 
sounder basis I doubt, unless the delegates have plenary powers to settle 
once for all the many points I have enumerated above. |

ARTA COLLEGE 

Srr,—In consequence of the article and leaderette on the above subject, 
which appeared in last week’s issue of your paper, I venture, as I did in 
your issue of December 26th, 1902, to reply in a measure to the same on the 
identical grounds, namely, that I am the son of a late much-respected 
Trustee. born in Portsmouth, and also a native of this town myself, and thus 
have at heart the birthright of my fellows of town and county. 

Your correspondent is not accurate in his statements, for apart from 
the first and all important legal question that this money was left by the 
late Lewis Aria for the foundation of a college in Portsea for the training, 
as Jewish ministers, of boys born in Hampshire, it should be, and is, five 
minutes’ walk from the Portsea School, clearly again showing how par- 
ticular he was that his native townspeople and county people also, should 
derive the benefits, so that at least in the boys’ early years they could be 
close to the residences of their parents, whilst receiving their education. 
There is also the Jewish point of view in which I believe the wishes of a 
testator are to be rigidly carried out. 

Now, dealing with last week’s article, the conditions of Ramsgate 
College and Aria College are quite dissimilar, and I believe that the Rev. 
Dr. Gaster can, if he so desires, throw a little light on the settlement of 
that institution’s affairs, together with an idea of the great ambition on 
the part of the controllers of Jews’ College to absorb in that centre all out- 
standing Jewish educational institutions. 

Aria College was founded for the purposes it has carried out, and, if the 
good done by that institution has been at all cramped (for good it has done, 
as is acknowledged by your correspondent), they are to blame who, at its 
foundation, in the testator’s native country, frittered away large sums of 
the bequest in endeavouring to take the College to London. 

Your correspondent talks of the unpopulous county of Hampshire, and 
the insignificant town of Portsea. We have here four Jewish centres, 
namely, Southampton, Portsmouth, Aldershot, and Bournemouth. Our own 
town has many more than one hundred Jewish families, the congregation 
is larger than ever it was, and, if poorer, well, so much the more need for 
that educational and financial assistance which the funds of this college 
have been, and will be, able to give to those boys who have brains and 
ambitions to raise themselves, both intellectually and _ socially. The 


»Grammar School which the boys have attended is one that has produced 


brilliant scholars in the Universities, and has given to the Law, Medicine, 
and Army, its full quota to uphold its honour. 

There is yet another factor that is worth considering. Do the congrega- 
tions of Hampshire, or even of England, look on an attempt to despoil a 
provincial congregation of its rights with that evenness of temperament 
that makes for working amicably with the London authorities ? I, therefore, 
once more ask that the Jews of London should endow a college themselves, 
at Jews’ College, London, on their own initiative, without continually 
desiring to take that which belongs to all Jewish boys born in Hampshire. 
These boys, being desirous of entering the ministry, and not being able to 
afford the education themselves} are helped to that end by a man, who, 
dying nearly fifty years ago, thought of those generations of boys unborn 
whom he could, at one and the same time, exalt in station, and add to the 
ranks of those who serve God as ministers of British Jewry. 

The names mentioned by your correspondent are living monuments to 
the memory of a Hampshire gentleman who had Judaism in his county at 
heart. May his memory be kept green in Hampshire, by the boys of Salute 
generations trained at Aria College, Portsmouth.

OUR POOR WOMEN AND THE HIGH FESTIVALS. 

Sir,—Hundreds of our poor women in the East End come daily 
enquiring whether an ag ag Hd will be given to them to join in public 
worship on the ensuing High Festivals. And how disappointed they look 
when they are told that no provision of any kind has been made tor them 
hy the United Synagogue to attend services on the sacred days! These 
women, as a rule, do not go to shool with the object of “ seeing and to be 
seen”; but, being in trouble and oppressed with sorrow, seek relief in 
praver. They pour out the distress and bitterness of their souls before the 
Lord, and leave the house of prayer, after the last sound of the Shofar, com- 
forted and cheerful. And a rich community like ours denies even such 
cheap comfort to our poor sisters! 

People say to me: “ Don't bother about these poor women. Leave them 
alone. There is no harm done if they stop at home, prepare the meals, and 
mind the little ones.” Let it be so. But what about our young women who 
do not stop at home, as they prefer the open air promenading the 


streets of London with their young men at the very — sacred 
hours when their parents or guardians are at prayer. Are 
those in authority aware that there are between 7,000 and _ 10,000 


young unmarried Jewish women, the majority of whom have never, perhaps, 
in their lives joined in public worship, not even on the great day—the Day 
of Kippur? How many thousand pounds would our neighbours 
spend in attracting so many female worshippers as we could 
easily draw at the cost of a few pounds only?’ By the time 
these lines appear in your columns, most of your readers’ will 
have had their seats in their respective synagogue allotted to them, 
and will march off to their places of worship on the New Year, together 
with their wives and children, to enjoy the sweet and charming chanting 
of the Chazonim, and listen attentively to soul-stirring discourses of their 
eloquent ministers. But into how many minds will the all-important 
questions enter: What about the poor? Are our less fortunate brothers and 
sisters equally provided with the spiritual comfort we indulge in? That I 
cannot say. People, again, tell me: “It would only result in waste of time and 
money if you were to make provision for these young women since they are 
already too indifferent to their religious duties, and no matter how attractive 
you make the services they would not come.” Suppose it be so. But who 
caused them to become so indifferent, and to estrange themselves from 
their ancient religion ? Certainly we have made them so. Have we ever 
attempted to teach them to adhere to their faith, and to interest them- 
selves in our synagogue work? Have we ever invited them to any public 
worship, and have they declined the invitation ? Never. We often complain 
of their conduct. We frequently deplore their indifference. But 
that is all. 

It is never too late, and better late than never. Let us try now. T am, 
therefore, arranging to hold a special service chiefly for young women at 
the Great Assembly Hall on Saturday (First Day of New Year). We shall 
start at four in the afternoon with the Mincha Service, a discourse in 
English and Yiddish, and finish with the Evening Service. 

I have also arranged to hold a great special servico on Kippur Day at 
the Great Assembly Hall. We shall start at eight in the morning, and finish 
at the proper time in the evening. We shall invite our young sisters, and 
ask them to bring with them their young men, so that they might pray 
together. The services will consist of the ordinary prayers, but with less 
Piyutim and more short appropriate addresses. We shall talk to them and 
remind them, as the future fathers and mothers in Israel, first of their 
duties to their ancient religion, and then of their duties as citizens to their 
adopted land. Those of the young who desire to attend services on New 
Year and Kol-Nidre night are weleome to come to the “ Paragon,” where I 
am holding services, and shall endeavour to accommodate them as best 

can. 

Will any of your readers who have the religious welfare of our young at 
heart come forward and assist me in this work? I do not want 
pecuniary aid. I only require personal help. As the means at my disposal 
are limited, IT shall not be able to avail myself of the aid of police (I 
have never liked them inside the place of worship); I shall, therefore. be in 
need of a number of stewards, and aiso a medical gentleman, and one or 
two short sermons by our able ministers living in the neighbourhood of

The Late Dr. Barnardo and Work Among the Poor. 


The Rev. Prof. Dr. GoLLAncz, speaking on Sabbath last at the Bayswater 
Synagogue, on the relation between the toiling masses and the wealthy 
classes of society, remarked that, in addition to the distribution of wealth 
on the part of men possessed of large fortunes, there was a way of benefiting 
humanity, which appealed perhaps more directly wo the hearts of the poor 
than the gifts or bequests of millions of pounds. It was the offer of personal 
service, the direct personal contact of the one who gives with those who 
receive. Il am not thinking, he added, of the dilettante work undertaken 
of late years, with more or less disinterested motives, by many of the 
younger members of society on behalf of their poorer fellow-creatures; but 
[ have in mind the noble band of earnest and capable young men and 
women-who take up this work among the poor, fully conscious of the 
responsibility devolving upon them—not as a fad or tancy, not as a means 
of reunion or rendezvous, but as a solemn and sacred task, as a special duty 
for which they feel themselves qualified, and to the discharge of which they 
feel themselves called, even “ ordained” by the approving voice of Heaven, 
as fully and officially as any priest in ancient or modern days. Brethren, I 
am thinking of one of such workers, and Gf we exclude General Booth of 
the Saivation Army) prince among such workers in our days, whose splendid 
life of activity came to a sudden end but a few days ago. The name of Dr. 
Barnardos is as familiar to us as a household word. 1 well remember when 
he first entered upon his beneficent work In the East of London, and gave 
ear to the cry of the children of the poorest, seeking out the haunts of 
misery and vice, and starting his first home of refuge on a very. modest 
basis. Since that time, what a colony of children, numbering tens of 
thousands, he has rescued from poverty and wickedness, and sent forth to 
the world as reclaimed and usetul citizens-of a great Empire! What a 
splendid balance to have to the credit of one’s name! Not the millions 
amassed for oneself and for one’s descendants, but the consciousness that 
one has been instrumental in collecting over three millions of pounds 
towards the holy work of rescuing and raising the waifs and strays of a 
great city like ours, and, at the same time, of helping to lessen the effect 
of some of the terrible evils which infect the lowest strata of a country’s 
population. The true and full extent of his magic influence and extra- 
ordinary labours will never be gauged, for they extend to all time. Men of 
such boundless sympathy and remarkable endurance, of such exceptional 
qualities for the special mission of their life, appear only at rare intervals 
in the course of a generation; but they leave their mark upon the world, and 
the blessed work which they initiated continues to hive and flourish. 

In concluding his sermon at the East London Synagogue, on Sabbath 
last, the Rev. J. F. Srern paid a tribute to the late Dr. Barnardo. This 
remarkable man, Mr. Stern said, had, as the father of nobody's children, 
reared, educated, and safeguarded the religious life of thousands of the 
waifs and strays of this great city, whom he had passed on from the great 
institution he had founded in that district to the village homes scattered 
about the country, where they had been equipped amid healthful and 
hopeful surroundings for the duties of life. Like a true father, Dr. Barnardo 
gave his thought, his care, and his love to the cultivation and strengthening 
of all the faculties of the children whom he nad rescued from want, neglect, 
and sin. Body, mind, and soul were alike precious to him, demanding 
solicitude and tenderness and training, and he gave his life to the blessed 
work of philanthropy, education, and religion, so that the little ones- who 
came under the influence of his beneficent sway might feel and know that 
God and goodness were great realities, that God was the source and fountain 
of goodness, and goodness the surest evidence of God in the heart of man. 

The blinds at the oftices of the Jewish Board of Guardians in Middlesex 
Street were drawn while the funeral procession passed through that 
thoroughfare on Wednesday. Many of the Jewish shopkeepers in the same 
street put up black shutters. |

RETIREMENT OF MR. JACOB WOOLF. 


The Westminster Jews’ Free School is this week losing its Head Master, 
Mr. Jacob Woolf, 
who has been con- 
nected with the In- 
stitution for just on 
thirty-five years. 
Entering its service 
as Secretary’ in 
187?, he soon took 
over the manage- 
ment of the School 
upon the death of 
the then Head 
Master, Mr. Pas- 
singham, who was 
not a Jew. The 
School at this time 
had its local in 
Greek Street, Soho, 
and had heen 
formed hy the 
amalgamation of 


two separate in- 
stitutions, one for 
by vs and one tor 


girls, the former of 
which was founded 
in 1811. There were 
about 180 children 
in the two depart- 


ments, and the 

premises being Mr. Jacob Woolf.

was continually complaining of the inadequate accommodation. To silence 
Mr. Woolf's complaints, Mr. Arthur Wagg, who was President at the time, 
said jocularly: “ Well, Mr. Woolf, when you get 500 children we will giv 
you a new building,” thinking that this event was a long way off. In less 
than ten years, however, Mr. Woolf claimed the fulfilment of the Presidents 
promise, there being over 500 pupils on the books. The Managers set to 
work, and shortly afterwards the Institution was removed to larger 
premises in Hanway Place, well-equipped with all modern appliances for 
instruction. The numbers continued to grow ull they reached over 600, and 
scores of children had to be refused admission through lack of accommoda- 
tion. ‘Many of the old boys who passed through Mr. Woolf's hands are 
now in good positions, some holding prominent offices in the community. 
The results of Mr. Woolf's work have been eminently satisfactory, both 
the Government Inspectors and the Rev. 8. Singer (the Hebrew Examiner) 
uniformly testifying to the thoroughness of the secular and . religious 
instruction imparted in the School. The strong point of Mr. Woolf's 
religious teaching has been the inculeation of ethical and moral principles, 
he believing with his late Government Inspector, Matthew. Arnold, 
that “conduct is three parts of life.” Mr. Woolf's view has always 
been that the moral influence over boys should be continued after they 
leave school, and with this obiect he advocated on many occasions the 
establishment of a Boys’ Club in the West Central District, and, through 
the kindness of Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, the Vice-President, such a Club 
was founded a few years ago and has proved a great success. 

Mr. Woolf has presented to the Schoo! a life-size pre of himself 
(executed by Mr. Jonas, of High Street, Kingsland). The likeness, which 
is a speaking one, represents Mr. Woolf at his favourite study, that of 
Shakespeare, and the bust of the immortal Bard is represented on a table 
close by. 

Although his work as Head Master and Secretary of a large institution 
was naturally very arduous, Mr. Woolf was always ready to take up any 
honorary work which tended to the elevation and uplifting of the poorer 
classes, and when the Borough Polytechnic was opened some ten years 
ago, Mr. Woolf founded a Shakespeare Society. there for working men and 
women, so that they might study, if only for two hours a week, the works 
of our National Poet. For nearly nine years Mr. Woolf performed his 
labour of love, lecturing on, and critically explaining to his students. the 
plays of our greatest dramatist, until ill-health compelled him reluctantly 
to relinquish his self-imposed task. 

By the poor of Soho, Mr. Woolf was looked nponh as a friend who was 
always ready to give ear to their. troubles, and lend them a helping hand. 
On the other side of the Thames, he founded the South London Jewish 
Local Charity for the benefit of the needy inhabitants of that district. For 
seven years he occupied the post of Warden of the Borough Synagogue, 
and on his retirement was presented by the Congregation with an illumin- 
ated address. Mr. Woolf this year resumed his official connection with the 
Synagogue by his election as a member of the Board of Management. His 
numerous friends will assuredly wish him many years of health and hap- 
piness in his retirement, though his well-known enthusiasm for work will 
not permit him to withdraw altogether from public life. 


The Dispersion Committee and Provincial Vacancies.—The

capable of doing cabinet and upholstery repairs. Only capable artisans 
would be acceptable. Visitors or others having to contend with “ out-of- 
work ”’ difficulties may perhaps wish to recommend suitable men. Further

The London Zionist League. 


The Council of the London Zionist League is issuing a manifesto to members of 
the League and to the representatives of the leading communal institutions. The 
manifesto is intended both as an indication of the Hiehetion in which the League 
means chiefly to work, and as an appeal to non-Zionists to assist actively in the 
pean of Jewish culture. The League is arranging, as part of its programme for 
the coming session, a series of lectures on Palestine, which, it is hoped, will be 
delivered by authorities in each branch of the subject, and will form a permanent 
contribution to the literature of the Holy Land. 

The manifesto above referred to sets forth the resolutions passed by the recent 
Congress, and emphasises the fundamental postulate of Zionism that Jews should 
continue to maintain their senarate identity, and the necessity for the winning of 
Palestine as a means to enable Jews to play a part worthy of them in the world’s 
history. Pleading that Jewish culture should be made a real and living force, the 
manifesto says :- 

Here in England the time is rive for such an extension. The last few years have | 
witnessed a revival of interest in Jewish literature and history, which may be 
fruitful in developments. This interest requires to be stimulated and guided. There 
is need for books on the Hebrew language, directed especially to its re-adoption as a 
living tongue; for manuals of modern Hebrew. literature; for translations of the 
Hebrew classics; and for text-books of Jewish history, particularly. post-Biblical 
history. There is need above all for personal effort on the part of Jewish thinkers 
and workers, whose influence would be more potent than that of mere books. Capable 
men are wanted to organise classes in the Hebrew language, to improve the existing , 
channels of instruction, and to deliver lectures on Jewish history, on the condition of 
the Jews in various countries, and on the inner life which has developed in different : 
sections of Jewry. The aim to be kept constantly in view is not merely to encourage 
interest in Jewish subjects as a field of research for the student, but to develop Jewish | 
character and Jewish ideals among the general body of the community; and this can ‘ 
only be accomplished by association in a movement aiming at the concentration of | 
Jewish effort on a specifically Jewish end. 


The Jewish Colonial Trust.—Die Welt of Friday last printed a long 
official account of the meeting of shareholders for confirming alterations 
agreed to at Basle, which was held in London on the 31st August, and was 
reported in our issue of the 8th inst. An editorial comment on the meeting 
concludes: “The Directors will adopt the proper legal methods to carry 
through the alterations.” Herr David Wolffsohn; who has been elected 
head of the Council of Supervision, has ceased to be a Director. The present 
directors are: Dr. N. Katzenelsohn (Libau), President ; Heer J. H. Kann 
the Hague), Vice-President; Herr Samuel Barbasch (Odessa), Herr Hugo | 
Jryson (Moscow), and Mr. Joseph Cowen, formerly a Governor.

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Jewish Literature in 50665. 


The past year has been distinguished by two celebrations which have 
given A bent to the literary output. December 13th, 1904, was the 700th 
anniversary of the death of Maimonides; many lectures (a notable one by 
Prof. Bacher) and several volumes were published in connection with the 
event. Dr. M. Friedlander issued, in a new edition, his valuable English 
translation of Maimonides’ “ Guide for the Perplexed.” Several parts ol 
the original Arabic of the Mishnah Commentary of Maimonides were pub- 
lished; from Rektor Schwarz, of Vienna, we received a fine study of 
Maimonides’ great Code of Jewish Law, the “ Mishneh Torah.” A great 
work on Maimonides has been planned by Prof. Bacher and other con- 
tinental and English scholars; this will be none the less welcome because 
it will come after the event. To compensate for this delay, the Jewish 
Historical Society of England produced, in anticipation, a daintily-printed 
biography of Maimonides to form the first volume of the “ Jewish Worthies ” 
series, to which a biography of Rashi, by M. Liber, will, it is hoped, be 
soon added. 

This leads us to the second of the two celebrations alluded to above. 
August Ist, 1905, was the 800th anniversary of the death of Rashi. Herr 
Buber of Lemberg has founded a memorial fund (“ Raschi-Stiftung”), and 
began operations with a welcome edition of Rashi’s “ Book of Light” (“ Seter 
ha-Orah ")—a collection of ‘ Responses of considerable interest. Another 
veteran, Dr. A. Berliner, has re-edited Rashi’s Commentary on the Pen- 
tateuch. We may also place to the credit of the same event the publication 
of Lambert and Brandin’s “ Glossaire,” a momentous study of the French 
glosses to the Hebrew Bible such as Rashi himself delighted in. 

Some other celebrations of minor literary importance must also be 
named. Dr. Brann’s history of the Breslau seminary commemorates the 
jubilee of that pioneer among modern Jewish Colleges for the training of 
Rabbis. The Schiller centenary in Germany has suggested many pub- 
lications by Jewish (as well as by Christian) writers. The 250th anniversary 
of the Whitehall Conference (December 4th, 1905) has been marked in 
advance by the issue, by the Jewish Historical Society, of the first volume 
of J. M. Rigg’s Calendar of the Records of the Jewish Exchequer. Mr 
H. S. Q. Henriques has acutely re-considered the incidents connected with 
the “Return of the Jews” to England. He has taken a lower view of Cromwell's 
performance, byt he has not succeeded in shaking Mr. Lucien Wolf's well- 
established conclusions. Mr. Wolf, by the way, has edited “ Vivian Grey,” 
and during the year has written much of first-class merit on Disraeli—this, 
too, in connection with one of the year’s “ centenaries To return, how- 
ever, to the Whitehall Conference. The controversy is, indeed, 
one of words rather than of facts. For, while Mr. Wolf never main- 
tained that the Whitehall Conference had decisive formal results, yet the 
moral effect of the Conference, apart from its establishing the principle that 
there was no legal bar to the return of the Jews, was so powerful, that it 
marks the turning point in the position of the then small Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. The completion of the plans as to locating the Mocatta Museum at 
University College, London, may be regarded as another element in the 
‘ celebration of the Resettlement. 

Such celebrations on the part of Jews are obviously imitative: we do 
but share the tendency of the present age which has strongly set towards 
centenary and other anniversary festivities. But the tmnitation is altogether 
laudable. One cannot doubt that, over and above the mere interest of 
guriosity. such commemorations do indicate some awakening, however 
slight, of a feeling for the ideal. And-*so, while we are on every hand 
assailed with laments as to the decay of Judaism, the readiness of Jews to 
respond to the claims of the past must be placed among the phenomena 
which justify the rare optimists who still manage to thrive in our midst 
For the past year has shown a real revival in the literature of Judaism. It 
is improbable that any other year during the last decade has witnessed the 
publication of so many works on the philosophy of Judaism, on its relations 
to other religions, on its vital value for the life of to-day. We have 
celebrated the past, but we have shown our belief also in the present. 
Not the books themselves, but the fact that they have been written, is the 
significant item. None of them is altogether satisfactory. Fromer wrote a 
thinly-veiled attack, though he a Judaism as a pretended friend. 
But Back, Eschelbacher, and Seligmann were all one-sided or inadequate. 
Jewish apologists too often lack objectivity. For centuries accustomed to 
ignore other religions in silence, our champions are now inclined to ignore 
them in speech. In our defence and justification of Judaism we must 
neither exaggerate, nor suppress; our case fairly presented is quite strong 
enough. It is because he approaches nearest of all to this impartiality, that 
Mr. C. G. Montefiore produces so much effect by such an essay as hé pub- 
lished in the Hibbert Journal. He appreciates the strength of Christianity, 
and therefore it is that his staunch championship of Judaism rouses so 
much respectful attention. So long as our leading Jewish thinkers proudly 
assumed that their religion needed no defence, they were sapping the loyalty 
of that growing class of their brethren who are unable to take the superiority 
of their religion for granted. Judaism can best be saved within by the new 
spirit which is vindicating it without. 

To a similar conclusion points the revived interest in Jewish sociology. 
This interest is partly antiquarian. Thus, 8. Reinach’s “ Cultes” dealt with 
origins, and so did Lagrange’s “ Etudes ””—the freshest thing since W. R. 
Smith’s “ Religion of the Semites.” But more to our immediate point are 
such studies of the present as Ruppin’s “ Die Juden der Gegenwart ”—a 
laudably fair examination of the facts of Jewish life at the present day. The 
same writer's new Zeitschrift for Jewish statistics and demography is a 
further step in the right direction—the right direction being less eulogy 
of ourselves than the discovery of the facts about us. And one is strongly 
inclined to place to the forefront in this connection the increasing literary 
attention which is being paid to the synagogue liturgy. For the spirit or 
Judaism is seen in the Prayer-Book, sad na sociological or statistical fact can 
excel in importance the popularity or the reverse of the synagogue service. 
We have had a seventh edition of the “Authorised Daily Prayer-Book,” and the 
Rev. 8. Singer may congratulate himself that his.name figures on the title- 
page of the most popular Jewish book ever produced in England. The sale 
must be approaching very near to the 100,000. Dr. Gaster has ably re-edited 
the Day of Atonement service of the Sephardim. To H. M. Adler and A. 
Davis we owe a new edition of the Day of Atonement service, “United 
Synagogue Rite,” as it might be termed. It is distinguished by many 
merits, not least the fine metrical versions by the editors, Miss Elsie Davis, 
Mr. I. Zangwill, Mrs. H. Lucas, and Mrs. R. N. Salaman, of the all too few 
piyutim and selichoth retained. The Jewish Historical Society have just 
issued a new impression of Mrs. Salaman’s delightful “ Songs of Exile.” The 
same Society has published Dr. 8S. A. Hirsch’s excellent ‘“ Book of Essays ” 
and Mr. E. N. Adler’s “Jews of Many Lands.” These, with Dr. Chotzner’s 
“ Hebrew Humour,” are welcome additions to Anglo-Jewish literature. A 

opular, yet exact, account of the Prayer-Book, by the Rev. M. Joseph, has 
published by the Study Society. technical, but 
of immense value, has been the Rev. G. Margoliouth’s second 
part of the catalogue of the Hebrew MSS. at the British Museum. Besides 
Talmud,and Midrash, this volume describes a large number of the liturgical 
MSS. for which the Museum is famous. In this connection we may recall 


Dr. Bondi’s introductory description of the Siddur of the Gaon Saadiah. A 
word must also be spared for M. Weisz’s account of the more modern “ Seder 
Troyes.” This appeared in the new “Orthodox” Jahrbich. One is glad to 
welcome this revival on the side of the conservatives, and though one cannot 
accept the author's conclusions it is but just to give due praise to Dr. D 
Hoffmann for his “ Leviticus.” 
Naturally, among the literature of Judaism during 5665 tne Bible 
holds a high place. But it still remains incontestable that the best work 
in this field is being done by Christians and not by Jews. :Kittel’s new 
edition of the Hebrew Bible is a most useful work. He and his collaborators 
have not presumed to tamper with the traditional text, but in the foot-notes 
critical aids are provided with a rather too sparing hand. The fourteenth 
edition of Buhl’s revision of Gesenius’ Hebrew Lexicon has recently seen 
the light at Leipzig. Harper's “ Amos and Hosea” is a solid addition to 
Clark’s “ International Critical Commentary,” Stade’s “ Biblische Theologie, ’ 
Cornill’s “ Einleitung,” Wildeboer’s “ Die Literatur im Alten Testament,” 
Strack’s “ Genesis ” in the “ Kurzgefasster Kommentar,” and Peake’s “Job” 
in the Century Bible, Zapletal and Haupt’s editions of Ecclesiastes, 
Baethgen’s “ Psalms” (in Nowack’s Hand-Kommentar), Barnes’ “ Peshitta 
Psalter,” A. Condamin’s “ Isaie,” M. Hagen’s “ Lexicon bibhicum,” Zadoc 
Kahn’s excellent French Translation of the Psalms, A. Kennedy's “TI. and 
If. Samuel” (Century Bible), M. Margel's “German-Hebrew Dictionary,” 
R. Ottley’s “Isaiah according to the -LXX.,” Marta’s = second 
part of the “ Dodekapropheton “—these must be named even in 
this brief, and most incomplete, summary. It 1s quite impossible to 
enumerate all the important contributioris to the criticism and ex posi- 
tion of the Bible. Criticism has been on its defence, for criticism at last 
has touched the New, as it had previously touched the Old, Testament 
Hence there has been much discussion as to the value and tendencies of 
the “ Higher Criticism” in the daily press, though it can hardly be said 
that such is an appropriate place for the discussion. But it must by no 
means be thought that the Jewish record is a barren one in the Biblical 
field. Mention has already been made of Hoffmann’s “ Leviticus.” Dr. 


B. Jacob has also written with too much ingenuity to be 
plausible on the Pentateuch;- J. Halévy’s “Recherches bibliques” 
are as original and faddy as ever; SB. Krauss and H. Chajes 


have added to Kahana’s new Hebrew critical commentary volumes on 
Isaiah and Psalms; A. B. Ehrlich has also commented on the Psalms: I. 
M. Last has edited two commentaries by Joseph Ibn Caspi; Dr. Poznanski 
and others have made contributions to the study of Gaonic and Karaite 
exegesis: Dr. Daiches has made his début in the Jewish Quarterly with 
a study in Assyriological parallels to Ezekiel; E. Ben-Jehouda has continued 
his “ Millon "—a dictionary of the Hebrew of all periods, classical, mediaeval 
and modern. If a Jew did not write, yet he inspired, W. H. Cobb's excellent 
treatise on Systems of Hebrew metre. Dr. Friediander, of Vienna, had 
previously raised new questions as to the relations between Hellenism and 
the Hebrew Bible. Just as with regard to the Christian period, the con- 
troversy as to the influence of Rabbinism on Jesus (see, eg., Bischoff's 
“Jesu und die Rabbinen”), 1s raging somewhat fiercely, just as, with 
regard to remoter ages, the controversy as to the indebtedness of Judma to 
Babylonia still raises a sullen storm of feeling and a cloud of books and 
pamphlets, so with regard to a middle period, scholars are unable to agree 
as to the mutual action and reaction of Greek on Jew and Jew on Greek in 
the third and second centuries, B.c. All these questions have been treated 
during the year in a great mass of minor or major publications. Dr. Mahaffy 
and R. N. Ottley have refurbished conventional views on the subiect; but 
E. E. Bevan (in “Jerusalem under the High Priests”) has broken new 
ground. The Hellenistic period is covered also in C. F. Kent's new volume, 
and the excavations of Mr. R. A. S. Macalister have brought to light at 
Gezer unexpected relics of the Greek epoch in Palestine. A weg dating 
from the age of Simon the Maccabee has been unearthed. Not the least 
remarkable feature of the year has been the renewed attention paid to 
Philo. 
As a link between ancient and later Jewish literature may be placed 
the “Jewish Encyclopedia,” dealing, as it does, with the Judaism of all 
ages. Three volumes of this useful work have appeared in twelve months; a. 
record in rapidity at all events. Despite its shortcomings, this great “ Encyclo- 
pedia” has established itself as indispensable alike to specialists and general 
readers. Ameriea continues to gain ground as a centre of Judaism, among 
other features of literary interest being the collection into a volume of 
“Views on the Synod.” The trend of opinion is rather against summoning 
a Synod. A chain is only as strong as its weakest link, and a Synod is only 
as wise as its most foolish member, only as tolerant as its most 
fanatical. In England, the chief sign of similar vitality remains the Jewish 
Religious Union, which has published a volume of “ Jewish Addresses ”— 
the only book of its kind published in England during the year. To the 
credit of England must also be placed the Jewish Quarterly Review 
which has now existed for seventeen years. This quarterly and the French 
Revue des Etudes Juives are still the chief outlets for Jewish scholarly 
sroductions. It is hard to particularise, but it is only just to single out 
Ir. H. Hirschfeld, whose long series of papers on the Arabie portion of the 
Cairo-Cambridge Geniza cries aloud for notice. But it would be uniust to 
refuse to recognise that though the Continent is no longer unique in the 
literary realm, very much of the best work is done there. The completion of 
Prof. Bacher’s work on the Exegetical Terminology of the Jewish traditional 
literature enables students to read the Talmud with somewhat more facility 
and with very much more precision. The study of the Jerusalem Talmud 
has been advanced by the new edition of Dalman’s Aramaic Grammar, by 
the third part of B. Ratner’s “ Variz Lectiones ” (“ the Love of Zion”), and by 
the first sheets of Luncz’s new issue of the text of the Yerushalmi. Dr. 
Theodor has also continued his critical edition of Genesis Rabba; Dr. D. 
Hoffmann has collected a “ Mechilta” from the Midrash Haggadol. The 
veteran Prof. M. Steinschneider (who will be 90 years of age early in 1906) 
has given us, among other works, a bibliography of Jewish historical 
writings in Hebrew. Steinschneider thus holds the supremacy among 
Jewish scholars, not merely by reason of his past work, but also’ by the 
merit of his current contributions. 
Incidentally, allusions have been made above to literature whose centre 
is Palestine,—the place and the hope. First, as to the place. A. M. 
Luncz, of Jerusalem, has gathered into “ Ha-meammer” a sheaf of nine- 
teenth century Hebrew Essays on Palestinian geography. Benzinger and 
Frohnmeyer’s “ Bilderatlas zur Bibelkunde” supplies a long-felt want. 
though the text is written in German, the “ Picture-Atlas” will- be service- 
able to those who know no German, for the real feature of the book is its 
series of 500 pictures, plans, and maps illustrative of every aspect of the 
Bible. “ Village Life in Palestine,” by G. R. Lees, and “ Sacred Sites of the 
Gospels,” by W. Sanday, throw light, the one on the present daily life, the 
other on the ancient topography, of the Holy Land.

A New Year's Reverie. 
By tHE Rev. S. ALFRED ADLER. 
And so another Jewish year is nearing itsend. ... What a sad tempta- 


tion for the moralists! The flight of Time: the sharp seythe: the reaper'’s 
sickle: eternity: lost opportunities: new resolutions: regrets retrospective 
and hopes prospective: in fact, all the accumulated platitudes of profes- 
sional homulists seem to crowd to ones pen. And yet our thoughts, at 
best, can weave nothing near so fine as the poet's: 

Life, like a dome of mans coloured giass, 

Stains the white radiance of eternity, 

Till death shatters it to fragments. ...... 

And what, throughout the Bible, is more impressive than the psalmist’s 
“ But Thou art the same and Thy years have no end,” repeated again and 
again in our penitential liturgy ? And has not the author of the 90th Psalm, 
dedicated to “ Moses the man of God,” that psalm which contrasts so won- 
derfully God's everlasting Now with the tremulous, transitory, fleeting lives 
of men, said the last word on the vanity of human wishes and the brevity 
of human life? “For a thousand years in Thy sight are but as yes- 
terday when it is past, and as a watch in the night . we spend our years 
as a tale that is told... So teach us to number our days, that we may get 
us a heart of wisdom . And, again, from Psalm ciil., “ As for man, 
his days are as grass; as a flower ot the field, so he flourisheth. For the 
wind passeth over it, and it is gone; and the place thereof shall know it no 
more.” Verily, “ We are strangers and sojourners; our days on the earth 
are as a shadow, and there is no abiding.’ 

Our views on life and death have altered somewhat since the primitive 
times when these noble thoughts were first put to song. A man, then, slept 
with his fathers. You were a flower and you took your time to fade. You 
were grass, and the mower brought the deliberate action of the scythe to 
bear upon you. As the pace of life quickened, the similes illustrative and 
symbolic of death also quickened. 1t became “ out, out brief candle,” and 
so forth. And now, in this age of hustlers, we “ join the majority,” we are 
“ switched off,” or it is a case of “short circuit,” as when the electrical 
installation fails in the club-room, and we are left, for a moment, in the 
darkness and gloom of the autumn afternoon. 

But such thoughts as these, homespun as they are, can be called up, at 
will, at any one of those wayside stations on the winding road of Life, 
whereat we pause, for a moment, for reflection and meditation. A birthday, 
a “Jahrzeit.” any anniversary of outstanding subjective importance, can 
arrest and ecrystallise similar thoughts. The real question is: Does the 
annual celebration of the Jewish New Year, and the clarion-note of the 
Shofar, really set us “furiously to think” about the meaning of Life and 
Death. the choice of Good and Evil, our whence and whither—national and 
individual, our aims and our ideals, our Hope and our Faith? It must 
sadlv be confessed that, somehow or other, the Jewish New Year fails to 
make as deep an impression upon the average man and woman as does the 
celebration of the civil New Year. We wish each other a “ roan ¢ 24 New 
Year” on the First of Tishri, and we repeat the good wishes on the First 
of January. And our wishes in Tishri seem to many of us a little premature, 
a little previous. To write “5666” fails to Impress us as much with the 
auickened sense of the flight of Time, as to write “ 1906." With most of us, 
there is more romance and sentiment about December 31st, 1905, than about 
Ellul 29th, 5665, although the latter be the traditional date of the Birth of 
the World. Why do we not join merry hands around the Great Synagogue, 
at mid-night on Ellul 29th, and, imitating our Scottish friends at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, ecstatically sing the New Year in to a Hebrew Version of “ Auld 
Lang Syne,” or, better still, “ Hatikvah ? And yet we are called a 

Of course, it cannot be gainsaid that the Jewish New Year is, or at any 
rate can be made, a valuable religious landmark in the spiritual life, an 
ideal date for framing new resolutions. And, being English citizens, we 
are privileged to make new resolutions on December 31st, as well as on Ellul 
oth. We can “turn over a new leaf” twice a year. The peccant soul is 
given one other day of grace. But there is no air of finality about com- 
pleting a “year of life” on September 30th. In effect, it suggests the 
onposite—it stimulates a vague sense of things cut off, incomplete, unful- 
filled. The year is at the fall: we cannot look for the promise of spring and 
the hope of “new things” in the dim afternoon of a chill October day. 
When nature is in “the sere and yellow leaf,” our imaginations cannot 
stretch to “A New Year for Trees.” While, on a crisp January morning, 
on the other hand, the air is often full of a subtle foretelling, a mystic 


presage, of Nature's re-birth. The first of Nisan is, in a truer, a deeper, a 
more physical sense, the Jewish New Year. “ This month shall be unto you 
the beginning of months: it shall be the first month of the year to you.” 

For, to the thoughtful and sensitive mind, to the man who sees and 
knows more of the world than is to be found in Ghetto and Judengass, is it 
not a little depressing to commence a “ New Year” in early autumn, when 
all nature is in seeming decay, when the long winter-sleep of things animate 
and inanimate seems imminent? Whatever there be in these coming 
days of spiritual hope, of religious optimism, of the sense of moral 
re-birth and regeneration, we have nothing in the physical world at this 
period of the year as their counterpart and complement. 

But, perchance, on the other hand, the New Year and the momentous 
penitential days, and the great culminating Kippur Day, achieve more, 
ultimately, of genuine spiritual uplifting, just because of the sadness and 
suffering of Nature at the fall of the year. Depression there must be for 
all who are not absolutely cold and crass and superficial. The falling leaves 
are blown hither and thither in the deserted parks. Autumn tints are 
exquisite—russet and gold and brown—still autumn cannot but spell death 
and decay. “ Nous nirons plus en bois, les lauriers sont coupés.” The 
days are shortening and the equinoctial winds blow loudly. How can there 
be sunshine in our hearts when the heavens are overcast ? How can there be 
hope in our souls when the dead leaves eddy in aimless circles, and it is 
night at six ? How can we sing songs of praise to “ Nature’s God” when 
the mysteries of the seasons baffle us? “Summer and winter Thou hast 
created.” But in the summer do we not, at times, lose the sense of the 
“deeper seriousness” of things in that joy of living, that abandon to the 
call of the “ good red earth” which is the crown and the glory of the “ 


season 
of seasons ”’ 


? The call of the wild, and the pull of the soil, and the insistent 
multitudinous voices of nature stirring us mysteriously, are influences we 
cannot ignore, and, at times, they can prove too powerful for us in the 
eternal conflict waged between the physical and spiritual sides of mankind. 
It is true that Tabernacles is a harvest festival: like Pentecost, it is a 
nature-celebration, but it reaches its climacteric in the solemnities of 
Hosanna Rabba and the Eighth Day of Solemn Assembly, outpourings of 
the individual soul in final communion with its God. 

And st). Itt the sad autumn davs, if there IS SOTTOW, there is also solemn 
-calm. The psalmist was not afraid of the deeps, of the valleys. They lay 
in shadow, away from the sunshine, but they were God's heritage as well 


as the “sunlit mountain-tops.” “ Out of the depths have I cried unto Thee, 
QO Lord.” And, again, “All Thy waves and Thy billows are vrone over 
me.” De Profundis! The keynote, the leitmotif, of the entire ‘series 


of devotional prayers and exercises, from the First Day of the New Year 
until Shemini Atzaretlh, is this same sad and solemn conimunion with God, 
the glowing Passion for His House, and the striving upwards, from the 
depths, to His Throne. Intensely serious and fraught with meaning are 
these days for all of us; joyous only for the eclect few, the eclectic who have 
chastened the flesh and have attained raretied spiritual heights—a mystie 
service of blended joy and trembling—" rejoicing with trembling,” 9°53) 
TWIW7D in the psalimust’s words. And so, is it altogether a spiritual loss 
that we cannot be so truly and fully happy, in a physical sense, on these 
poignant autumn days of inward searching, days overshadowed with the 
presage of the inevitable winter—as in those delightful days of Passover 
and Pentecost, days of the “ Song of Songs,” and ° The Book of Ruth,” when 
“the winter is over and gone,” and the hope and promise of summer is in 
sky and sunshine and toliage ? 

And, in yet another sense, the passing of summer is fraught with deep 
significance. Cannot we say with too much reason, in Jeremiah’'s words, 
“The harvest is past, the summer is ended, and we are not saved"? Our 
complex problems, personal and national, remain unsolved. There is the 
self-same apathy, the same self-indulgence, the same indifference as afore- 
time. The Jewish question is no nearer solution than it was a year ago. And 
all these serious and debatable matters will soon once again engage the 
attention of thinking people For the Jewish New Year marks also the 
commencement of the new communal session. The old problems will once 
again be discussed: the Jewish question will once again be adequately 
solved—on paper; theorists will theorise and practical men will take the 
flattering unction to their souls that “ They are the people and wisdom will 
die with them”; the same words of worldly wisdom will once again drop, 
in laboured periods, from the lips of our communal orators; there will he 
no lack of criticism of men and things; the poor will weep and the rich 
will be adamant, and the sordid, petty squabbles of the Kahal will once 
again mar the perfect music of the perfect religious brotherhood. And 
our people will suffer persecution in strange lands, and there will be fresh 
shufflings of the Zionist ecards. Principles will once more be sacrificed to 
party, and the Man will be more than the Cause. .. . But let not our final 
note be one of pessimism. The leaves fall but to renew the face of the 
earth. “ Not failure, but low aim is crime,” and progress there is—God's 
“increasing purpose "—despite set-backs and disappointments, perceptible 
as a thread of gold in the sombre colours of our life’s “ warp and woof.” 
We are refined in the crucible, and moulded to perfection even in our own 
tears. Job recognised this when he said “ Behold. I go forward. but He is 
not there: and backward, but I cannot perceive Him. . . But He knoweth 
the way that I take: when He hath tried me, I shall come forth as gold.” 
And so, let us fight the good fight, for the Divine Spirit cometh not at the 
beck of idle tears, but at the call of manly, self-reliant, ioy—joy sanctified by 
religion, made holy by undimmed Faith and clear, luminous Hope. There- 
fore, Be strong and of a good courage”!

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The New Year and its Theology.

BY CRITICUS. 


The New Year a Day of Judgment. 


“May you be inscribed for a happy year,” is the time-honoured 
formula with which Jews greet one another at this season. “ Write us in 
the book of life,” is the éonstant refrain of our New Year liturgy. Prayer 
and greeting alike rest upon the teaching that the First of Tishri is the 
“Day of Judgment,” the day on which mankind appear before the divine 
tribunal, and are called to account for their actions during the past year, 
“as sheep pass for examination before the shepherd.” This belief has no 
direct scriptural authority, but it makes its first appearance in the Mishna 
(Rosh Hashana, i., 2), where we read 

At four seasons the world is judged—on Passover as to produce of the soil; on 
Pentecost as to the fruits of the tree; on New Year all creatures are mustered before 
Him as sheen. for it is written (Psalm xxxii.). “* He formeth their ‘hearts alike and 
considereth all their works’; and at Tabernacles they are judged as to water. 

The idea of a New Year assize is elaborated in the Gemara on the same 
treatise (Rosh Hashana 16 b) 

Rabbi Jochanan says, Three books are opened on Rosh Hashana, one for the 
absolutely wicked, another for the absolutely mghteous, and a third for the partially 
righteous or wicked. The righteous are there and then judged for life, and the 
wicked for death. The judgment of the third class is suspended until the Day -of 
Atonement, when, if they are found meritorious, they will be inscribed for life, and 
if not, for death. 

jut this view was not shared by all the Rabbis. .R. José expressed the 
view that “man is judged every day,” while R. Nathan was of opinion that 
“man is judged every hour of his life” (Rosh Hashana, 16 a), thus differing 
from their master, Rabbi Akiba, who taught (Tosefta Rosh Hashana J..11-13) 
that “on New Year's Day all men are judged, and the decree is sealed on 
the Day of Atonement.” 

This was the view put forward by the Targum, which renders Job i. 6, 
as follows: “Now it happened on the Day of Judgment, the First of the 
Year, that the angelic hosts came to appear in judgment before God, and 
Satan appeared also among them.” Hence, the belief that when on the 
New Year the Supreme sits in judgment upon man, the angels appear to 
urge his merits and plead his cause, and Satan comes forward to accuse 
him and demand his condemnation. And hence, further, the notion to 
which the Talmud gives currency (Rosh Hashana, 16 a and hb) that the 


sounds of the Shofar are intended to confuse Satan. 


U-netanneh Tokef. 


These views of the Rabbins would probably not have gained so wide a 
currency among later Jews, but for the celebrated passage in the New 
Year's liturgy according to the German rite, where they are set forth with 
much circumstance of weird detail: 

We will make mention of the mighty holine a8 of this day, for it is tremendous 
and awful. Thereon is thy kingdom exalted, and thy throne established m grace, 
whereupon thou art seated in truth. Verily it is thou who art Judge and Arbitrator, 
who knowest all, and art witness, writer, sealer, recorder. and teller: thou callest 
to mind all things forgotten, and dost open the book of records: the acts therein 
registered proclaim themselves, for it bears every man’s signature. The great 
trumpet is sounded, a soft whispering noise is heard, the angels shudder, fear and 
trembling seize them, and they cry “It is the Day of Judgement!’ The heavenly host 
are to be arraigned in judgment, for in justice even they are not found sinless before 
thee. All who enter the world now pass before thee as a herd of sheep. As the 
shepherd mustereth his flock, and passeth them under his crook, so dost thou cause 
to Pass, number, apport, and yisit every living soil. limuting the period of life of 
all creatures, and prescribing their destiny. 

On the First Day of the Year it 1s inscribed. and on the Fast of Atonement it 
is sealed and determined, how many shall pass away, and how many be born, who 
shall live and who shall die, whose appointed time is finished, and whose is not; 
who is to perish by fire and who by water, who by the sword and who by wild beasts, 
who by hunger and who by thirst, who by earthquake and who by plague, who by 
strangling and who by stoning, who shall be at rest and who shall wander, who shall 
remain tranquil and who shall be disturbed, who shall reap enjoyment and who shall 
be painfully afflicted, who shall become rich and who shal! grow poor, who shal! he 
cast down and who shall be exalted. But.Penitence, Prayer and Charity can avert 
the evil decree. 

This composition is ascribed to Rabbi Amnon of Mayence. According 
to the popular medieval legend, the Archbishop of Mayence tried to convert 
RK. Amnon to Christianity. On one occasion the latter evasively asked to 
be given three days’ time to consider. When he failed to appear on the 
appointed day, the archbishop had him brought into his presence. Recover- 
ing his courage Amnon acknowledged his evasion, and expressed a desire 
that his tongue which had appeared to doubt the truth of Judaism might 
be cut out. But the archbishop pronounced a different judgment. The 
feet which had refused to come, and his hands likewise, were to be cut off. 
On the following New Year Amnon asked to be carried into the synagogue. 
As the reader was about to begin the Kedushah, Amnon stopped him, and 
thereupon recited the “U-netanneh Tokef.” No sooner had he finished 
the prayer than he expired, and his body disappeared. Three days after- 
wards he appeared to R. Kalonymus in a dream, taught him the prayer, and 
asked him to spread it broadcast in Israel. : 


No Biblical Authority for the Belief. 


As we have said, there is no direct biblical authority for the belief that 
the First of Tishri is to be regarded by Jews as a Day of Judgment. The 
Bible only knows it as a Day of Blowing the Trumpets (Leviticus xxiii, 24; 
Numbers xxix., 1), and, so far as we can see, there is no connection between 
this blowing of trumpets and an annual day of divine judgment. It is true 
that Psalm Ixxxi., 45, has been taken to suggest the idea that Rosh 
Hasnana is a Day of Judgment, but the simple rendering of that passage 
conveys no such idea: “ Blow the trumpet on the new morn, at the full 
moon, for our festal day. For this is a statute forefsrael, and an ordinance 
from the God of Jacob.” Nor is there the least reference to the First of 
Tishri being regarded as a Day of Judgment in Nehemiah, chapter viii. 
On the contrary, it is a solemn day of rejoicing, on which the people are 
to eat the fat, and drink the sweet, and send portions to the poor. And 
though the First of Tishri was the principal, it was not the only. occasion 
on which trumpets were Ordered to be btown. At the proclamation of the 
Jubilee year (Leviticus xxv., 9), on all new moons and festivals, and on 
going to war with the enemy, trumpets were to be blown (Numbers x., 9, 10). 
This blowing was to call Israel to ranembrance before God (ibid); it was 
to be a remembrance blowing (Leviticus xxiii., 24). Manifestly, it is this 
expression of “remembrance” which suggested to the Rabbins the notion 
of a Day of Judgment, though the idea may also have been borrowed from 
the fact that the ancient Zodiacal sign of the seventh month is the figure of 
an aged man of stern aspect holding a pair of scales in his right hand and 
an open book in his left. According to Philo, the blowing of trumpets on 
the First of Tishri was to call & mind the giving of the Law. Tho idea 
that the New Year is the annual Day of Judgment would, of course, bring 
it into close connection with.the Day of Atonement which follows so shortly 
upon it, and this connection is assumed by the Rabbins to be indicated in 


the particle J& (Leviticus xxiii., 27). As Maimonides observes in his 
Moreh Nebuchim (iii., 43), the New Year was made, as it were, a stepping- 
stone to, and a preparation for, the great Day of Atonement. 


Isaac Reggio’s Criticisms. 


But the theory of an annual Day of Judgment has nowhere been sub- 
jected to so acute a criticism as in the celebrated work of Isaac Reggio, 
ANNA. Isaac Reggio, “the Mendelssohn of the Italian 
Jews,” composed his religious-philosophical essay as an answer to the 
rabbis of the old school, who protested against the establishment of a rab- 
binical college at Padua. In it he endeavours to reconcile Judaism with 
modern science, and to show that the two are indispensable to one another. 
Towards the end of his treatise he enumerates no less than twelve powerful 
reasons against the current belief that the First of Tishri is the Day of 
Judgment, and he sets them forth in this order: (1) It is inconceivable that 
God should set apart a particular day in the year for judging mankind. A 
human judge might require to avail himself of a particular occasion for 
gathering witnesses, and hearing evidence. But God has no need of such 
testimony. He is constantly penetrating our most secret thoughts, and 
hence He is constantly judging us—every day and every moment, as R. José 
and R. Nathan were of opinion. (2) The idea of an annual Day of Judg- 
ment assumes a postponement of judgment until the end of the year, no 
matter how many months previously the good or evil act may have been 
performed. Yet scripture teems with instances in which virtue and vice 
are rewarded and punished on the spot. (3) If people are adjudged for life 
or death on the New Year, what is the need of waiting till the Day of 
Atonement to seal the judgment? Surely the juclgment is not carried out 
on the Day of Atonement ; people do not die on that day more than any 
other day. And if they are to die during the year, and the judgment is 
pronounced on the Day of Atonement, there is no need of a judgment on 
the New Year. (4) The theory of R. Jochanan that the absolutely good or 
bad are judged on the New Year, but the judgment of those who are a 
mixture of good and bad is postponed to the Day of Atonement is mani- 
festiy absurd. (5) This theory would reduce the Day of Atonement, which 
is to be a day of forgiveness for all Israel, to utter insignificance, for only a 
small minority would be forgiven on that day. (6) If God judges mankind 
on the New Year and the Day of Atonement, why is the expiatory character 
of the latter dav a0 clearly set forth in Scripture, and that of the former 
dav ignored ? (7) There is not the slightest hint throughout the whole of 
Scripture that the First of Tishri is a Day of Judgment. (8) Arid the men 
of the Great Synagogue are similarly silent on this question. They style 
Passover “the season of our freedom,” Pentecost “the season of the glory 
ot the Law, Tabernacles the time of our rejou ing.” the Dav of Atorie- 
ment “the day for the forgiveness of sins,” but New Year they simply 
denominate “the day of memorial.” Had they considered it to be the day 
of judgment they would surely have styled it POEL or. And the liturgy 
which they framed for New Year also ignores this aspect of the day. That 
liturgy must have taken a very different form if they had believed that 
New Year was a Day of Judgment. It would have been filled with appeals 
for mercy in place of prayers for the acceptance of the yoke of God's 
Kingdom, and the reign of Messianism. Not a word about judgment in the 
MI, MMS, HVS, or in any of the original New Year prayers. 
(10) The entire significance of the New Year is involved in that of the 
blowing of trumpets, and what is the reason of this ceremonial ? The “ten 
reasons of Rabbenu Saadja” are too conflicting to be of any value at all. 
He has simply collected all the various reasons that he had heard put 
forward by different authorities, but, strange to say, the “ Day of Judgment ” 
reason is not one of them. (11) It is rmpossible to adduce the authority of 
the Mishna., for the Mishna recognises other days of judgment, besides the 
First of Tishri. The world is said, for instance, to be judged at Passover as 
ty the produce of the field, at Tabernacles in the matter of rain, and so 
forth’ These different judgments must largely exclude the possibility of 
a special judgment at New Year. (12) The idea of an annual day of judgment 
is precluded by numerous statements in Seripture. Finally, Reggio comes 
to the conclusion that the First of Tishri, being the New Year, com- 
memorates the creation of the world, or, rather, of man, and that the 
blowing of trumpets is a recognition of the divine government of the world. 
In calling the act of creation to remembrance we are to remember the state 
of innocency in which man was created, and from which by his wrong- 
doffig he has fallen. It is to be a Day of Memorial—a memorial of creation 
of the world, and hence of God’s sovereignty over His creatures and their 
accountability to Him. 


The Anniversary of Creation. 


But Reggio’s final chapter on the “ Aim of the Day of Memorial” is the 
least satisfactory portion of his essay. This otherwise clear-headed philo- 
sopher ignores the fact that there is as little warranty in Scripture or even 
in the Talmud, for the assumption that the First of Tishri is the anniversary 
of the world’s creation as there is for the theory of an annual Day of Judg- 
ment. The scriptural records are absolutely silent upon any such notion. 
Tishri is not even the first month in the Biblical calendar. The earliest 
point of departure from which events are dated by scriptural writers is the 
Exodus. Solomon is represented to have built his Temple “in the 480th 
year after the children of Israel were come out of the land of Egypt” 
(I. Kings vi., 1). Had the Biblical writers known, or thought that they 
knew, anything about the era of creation—not to speak of the exact day on 
which the world came into ex§stence—they would certainly have referred to 
it in their chronological reckonings. As a matter of fact, it was not until 
the Middle Ages that the method of reckoning from the creation of the world 
was introduced—probably by the later Geonim. As for the Mishna, the 
very opening words of the treatise of Rosh Hashana indicate how slender 
is the basis on which the claims of the First of Tishri to be the world’s 
birthday rest. It tells us that there are four New Years: the Ist Nisan is 
the New Year of Kings, the Ist Ellul the annual tithing New Year, the Ist, 
or 15th, Shebat the New Year of Trees, and the Ist Tishri the Statute New 
Year, from which the years of Release and Jubilee were counted. And the 
Gemara is not more explicit than the Mishna, for while R. Eliezer con- 
sidered the Ist of Tishri as the anniversary of creation, R. Joshua held 
that the world was created in Nisan. One may even go farther and say 
that the locus classicus in the New Year liturgy, OF AI OYA, does not 
signify. as is popularly supposed, “the creation of the world,” but the 
“ world’s assize”"—the same idea that is set forth in the subsequent words 
NY’ 93 Wor’ “This day He causeth all the 
creatures of the universe to sit in judgment.” ‘Tisis is the view of an old

**Nemo”’ on the New Year. 


Much light has been thrown upon the real history of the origin of our 
New Year celebration, and of the natural evolution of ideas that have come 
in the course of ages to attach themselves to this institution, by the writings 
of “Nemo” which appeared in these columns more than a‘ quarter of a 
century ago. In the Jewish Chronicle for October, 1879, “Nemo” wrote:— 

I fear that this Anglo-Jewish community of ours is not fully prepared at present 
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calmly to discuss the origin, intention, and development of such purely clerico- 
secular institutions as the Day of Memoria! 

Nevertheless, with great courage, for his identity was an open secret, 
he went on to expound his views, and they amounted to this: 

The first of Tishri was the settling time of all classes It was at once a day 
of memorial, a day of re koning. and dav of m the most prosar sense 
And the Shophar was part and parcel of the. | val precedure by which publicity was 
— Religion took note not only of the outward commercial act oven to the 
aw, but of the mental reservations known only to God. The bargaming and the

Phe original reckoning of man with man came to be trans- 
formed into the idea of a reckoning of man with God. 


“Nemo's” hypothesis is probably correct in the main. But whether 
true or not, the gradual transformation, by which, in his opinion, what was 
originally an “an annual Leipsic Fair” for Judaea came to be invested 
with the most solemn character, is quite in aceordance with what we know 
for certain of other changes in thought and practice which are writ large 
in the history of Judaism. To metamorphose the originally secular into 
the religious, upon the basis of mundane affairs to rear a structure the 
top of which reaches to heaven, to admit into its ritual even dolatrous 
customs and purify them of all their old, false associations—all this is of 
the very essence of Judaism, and a true des ription of its wonderful 
adaptive genius, which explains the unfailing hold it retains on successive 
generations of Israel. 


Some Features of New Year’s Day’s Liturgy. 


The New Year's Day, of course, synchronises with the New Moon of 
Tishri. Yet it is not ushered in, like all the other months of the year, by 
the solemn prayer and announcement in the sVinagogue on the pres eding 
Sabbath. The omission is doubtless die to the assurance that the solemnity 
of the oceasion will bring all to the synagocue on that day without the 
ordinary monthly announcement. The explanation of this exception, how- 
ever, Which accounts also for the omission of the reeital of the Hallel—the 
most prominent celebration of other New Moons—is the one most in keeping 
with the character of New Year's Day as the Day of Judgment. A quaint 
reason advanced is that it is dispensed Witt through a reluctance of the 
aceused at the bar of judgment to give notice of the date to the witnesses 
for the prosecution in the hope that they may fail to enter an appearance 
against us on the Day of Judgment. Fhis is in consonance with other 
instances, where, for example, it is hoped to confuse Satan with the Tekioth; 
or where the abstinence from dwelling on the confession of sin on the 
Day of Judgment is tacitly agreed upon, so as not to give an opening to 
the mouth of the adversary. Evidently Satan is sometimes independent of 
our help; for according to the Targum and the Cabbalists, it was on the two 
successive days of Rosh Hashana that he came to report before the Almighty 
on the misdeeds of the wicked denizens of this planet, on the oceasion of 
his insinuations against Job. In ancient times, the consecration of the 
new month wis observed by the Sanhedrin on the day itself or on stbse- 
quent days. Then the New Moon of the month of Ellul was one of those most 
closely studied ; and the month of Ellul was never allowed to exceed 29 days; 
so that the date of the New Year was a foregone conclusion. The two days 
of Rosh Hashana are unlike the two days Rosh Chodesh. inasmuch as 
the first day of the New Year counts as the first of the month, whereas it is 
the second day of Rosh Chodesh, which is considered the first of the month 
It is also due to the idea of not giving an opening to the mouth of the adver- 
sary that there are no penitential hymns or set confessions of sjn, in -the 
liturgy of the New Year. Many are the Sel: hoth said on the days which 
precede it, and particularly a large selection on the day before; but 
nothing on Rosh Hashana, except passaves to which no exception could 
be made on Sabbaths or festivals. This is certainly remarkable, consider- 
ing that the Ten Days of Repentance include the two days of Rosh Hashana 
But Teshuva, the Hebrew for Repentance, connotes a turning away from 
the commission of unlawful actions, and a return to the performance of our 
positive religious duties. However important a part confession plays in 
yrinciple in the act of Repentance, the elements of Teshuva are supplied 
- the intensity of our devotions, abstinence from breaches of the law, and 
the general following of its requirements. This implies already a tacit 
acknowledgment of our failings without the set formulas. 

The most ancient and most central feature of the liturgy of the New 
Year is the necessity for the recital of a given number of Biblical references 
in illustration of the three characteristics of the day; known as Malchioth, 
Zichronoth and Shopheroth: or respectively, the Sovereignty of God, His 
mindfulness of mankind, and the suggestiveness of the Shofar. The two 
latter derive their origin from the. Pentateuch; the blowing of the Shofar 
being the most distinguishing feature of the festival. The 
yathered round it by rich suggestions all the main elements of the teaching 
of Rosh Hashana. Although Seripture does not explicitly tell us the precise 
significance of “ the sounding of trumpets,” nor of the “ memorial of blowing 
of trumpets,” it is clear from the context in which there follows the pre- 
scription of the Day of Atonement, that the work of Atonement commences 
on Rosh Hashana and concludes on Yom Kippur. In the Biblical passages, 
cited, however, in the section Shoferoth the great function of the Shofar is 
a reminder of revelation on Mount Sinai. The sound of the Sinaitic Shofar by 
which Israel was elected the bearer of the Word of God, passes into the tones 
of the Messianic Shofar, the great trumpet of the future, which, it is taught, 
will entirely confuse Satan, proclaim universal salvation, and_ Israel's 
God King of the whole earth. The designation of “ Day of Memorial” has 
all the weight of scriptural authority, although its meaning is not quite 
clear. Formerly the Yom Haddin was understood to apply to the last 
Judgment of the Messianic Era. But the character of the New Year as the 
Day of Judgment, though not referred to in the Torah, is found to have 
heen the common belief of early civilisation, aiid was associated with the 
idea that this was the anniversary of the creation of the world. Among the 
ancients, the day was also a day of reckoning as the beginning of the year. 
They pointed to the fact that the ruling constellation at this time is Libra, 
the a eatahie Scales which rule the day with the sun, from sunrise to 
sunset during this month. It may, therefore, be classed among the primeval 
popular beliefs which the Jewish religion has ui ilised, refined, and developed, 
and stamped with the character of Monotheis™, and the religion of Righteous- 
ness. Those elements of a universal application consequently loom large in 
this day’s liturgy. Although the famous prayer of APN AMIN, which 
embodies this doctrine, was only instituted in the Middle Ages, through the 
martyrdom of R. Amnon in the thirteenth century in Mainz, the rapidity of 
its widespread adoption, and its great popularity are accountable for by the 
fact that the ideas it contains were current and well-rooted in the religious 
consciousness of the Jewish people from very early times. With its vivid 
picture of the Heavenly Court m which the Omniscient is naturally at one 
and the same time, Judge, Recorder, and Witness, and the accused is, at 
the same time, a self-accuser, by whose own hand the record of his deeds 
is unquestionably written down—this vivid description of the Judgment 
of every creature, can never fail to arouse the widest response in the heart

-of man. The enumeration of the terrifying items of destiny, from that of 


the unborn, who searcely arrive at the portals of existence, to the great 
struggles of humanity in the elemental cataclysms of earthquake, flood, 
hunger, war, and pestilence, hold up the mirror for the secret prayer of the 
human heart to be saved by Rependance, Prayer, and Charity. 

Once he is possessed by the 3 of a judgment on this day, what wonder 
that the creature throws himself on the bounty of the Creator for the allot- 
ment of all necessaries in the vicissitudes of life? What will the New Year 
bring forth? What fate will be decreed on Rosh Hashana? Yea. life 
itself must become an object of prayer. Is it not the first and indispensable 
condition for the attainment of a higher life—even eternal life itself ? 

Nor can the supplications for individual needs detract from the over- 
towering universalist aspect of the leading prayers of the day. Over and 
over avgain., the majesty of the Ruler of the je none is insisted upon as a 
consequence of (‘reation Ile who was King indeed, before anything wis 
formed, became invested with the title of Supreme King of Kings, when 
On the day when creation reached 
the summit of its efforts, and became conscious of itself in the mind of man, 
the Kingdom of God was established. The Kingdom of Priests, becoming 
first aware of the purpose of creation, returns again on this anniversary of 
His ACCESSION mission that everything that was created should 
understand Who created it, and declare that the Eternal, the God of Israel 
is King. Consequently man must account to his Maker for his deeds: and 
the day becomes in reality ad 1\ ofremembrance, Though we daily acquiesce 
in the yoke of the Kingdom of Heaven, for which purpose the recital of the 
Shema is ordained, the idea of it is most prevalent, In growing insistence, 
on Rosh Hashana. The word Melech, King, is substituted for other titles 
of the deity, and its regular recurrence 1s invested with higher significance. 
The Shachrith is made to begin with 3297 instead of ISA: and when the 
reader approaches the ‘dlesk by fore the Ark. he finds this first word writ large, 
and commanding the page 11 stands out distinguished, florid with fancy, 
embellished with flourishes Before pronouncing this JOR the Chazan 
lingers over it with slow modulations of solemn tones, intensely and inten- 
tionally reminiscent of the momentous themes which will soon crowd on 
one another. No triumphant “ Oyez'” heralds His Majesty: but with a 
melody of humble trepidation and hesitation, he at Tast proclaims “ the 
King” ‘POF, whe is stated now to be seated high and elevated on His 
throne. “The shout of King ts among them.” And from that moment 
onward. the all-pervading influence of the Kingly Presence Invests with 
unusual freshness all kindred phrases. The King so long neglected comes 
His Own once ana there will be flourishes oon ram's horn, high 
remembrance, homage renewed, fresh loyalty and fidelity. They shout not 
“Long live the King,” but O°) ‘fh, “ He lives and endures.” —

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The ‘* Patronesses’’ of Rosh Hashanah. 


Sarah and Hannah have been termed the “ Patronesses” of New Year. 
The author of the phrase is Lector Friedmann, of Vienna. No-one in our 
time knows Midrash better than he, and when he offers a suggestion on a 
Midrashie topic we are bound to consider it. Now, the problem is: How 
came it that Sarah and Hannah play so great a part in the liturgy of Rosh 
Hashana’? On the first day the reading from the Pentateuch is about 
Sarah, the Haftara concerns Hannah. A simple solution would be that 
tradition tells us that the incidents connected with the births of Isaac and 
Samuel occurred on the first of Tishri, the New Year. But in our sophisti- 
cated age such simple solutions are out of vogue; and, in_ sober truth, it 
is just the “tradition” that needs explanation. So most Jewish scholars 
are now inclined to reverse the relation, It is quite commonly held that 
the stories of Sarah and Hannah are not read because connected with the 
New Year. but are connected with the New Year because read on that day— 
the reading being due to homiletical, or accidental, causes. 

Of the very many theories on the subiect only two will be here con- 
sidered. A single representative of each type—tne homiletical and the 
accidental—will be selected. 

It is but fair to give the preference to Friedmann himself, as repre- 
sentative of the “homiletical” theory. New Year, he argues, suddenly 
assumed a Messianic character. The change occurred first with Taber- 
nacles. Zechariah’s famous Messianic utterance (xiv., 9): “The Lord will 
be King over:the whole earth; in that day the Lord will be One and His 
name One,” is the prophet's vision of a glorified Feast of Tabernacles 
“With this Messianic feast of Succoth, the preparatory days of New Year 
and Day of Atonement had to be harmonised.” This is fanciful in the 
extreme. Such a Messianic complexion would hardly have been acquired 
suddenly by the New Year Festival, nor 1s it likely. that such a tinge 
was merely transferred from Succoth to Rosh Hashana. Still, Fnedmann 
is obviously right as to the Messianic character acquired by the New Year 

where he is probably wrong is in his explanation of the process by which 
the charaadter was assumed. “The Shofar of Rosh Hashana was regarded 
as fore-shadowing the great trumpet of the future, which will proclaim the 
universal salvation "—this, and the rest of it, was long ago put. clearly 
enough by the Gaon Saadiah. Friedmann’s originality lies in what follows 

The births of. Isaac and Samuel are ingeniously worked by Friedmann 
into the Messianic theory. “He maketh the barren woman to keep house, 
and be a joyful mother of children ” (Psalm exiti., 9)—this phrase gives the 
clue. “ While thinking of Jerusalem's restoration, or, perhaps, picturing 
the notion in the abstract as a woman become fruitful—an image in fre- 
quent use among the later Agadists—there floated before the mind Hannah, 
Samuel's mother. Nothing, too, was mere natural than to regard our 
ancestress, Sarah, barren, and yet remembered by God in her old age, as 
a prophetic type of the destiny of her descendants. The Agadists in this 
spirit paint Isaac's birth in quite Messianic colours. All human infirmities 
disappeared at his birth; mankind became free, and the universe was 
flooded with light from a higher world (Pesikta Rabbathi, 177a).” 

And so Friedmann concludes: “ After these considerations we can quite 
imagine hew powerfully these ideas must have wrought on the popular 
imagination on the New Year. And this was expressed in the fact that 
Sarah and Hannah became the patronesses of the day. Hence, too, the 
accounts of the births of Isaac and Samuel! were chosen as lessons for the 
New Year.” Thus Friedmann arrives at Sarah through Hannah: another 
view, as will be seen, gets to Sarah by way of Rachel 

If the “ homiletical” explanation of the choice of Sarah and Hannah 
as “ Patronesses” of the New Year falls short «f complete plausibility, 
does the “ accidental” theory help us more ? This is a question for personal 


judgment. At all events readers will like to have the “ accidental” theory 
judgment. At all events readers will like to have the “ accidental” 
theory presented without more ado. Another Vienna scholar, Dr. 
A. Bichler, will be our typical representative of this theory. 
Dr. Biichler’s most original researches into the Triennial Reading 
of the Pentateuch have been fruitful in many ways. Briefly, 
he has mapped out the exact manner in which ‘the Pentateuch was 


divided into readings to last three years. An excellent diagram giving his 
main results—a diagram due to Dr. King—will be found in the Jewish 
Quarterly Review, vol. xvi., page 530. By the mere accident of the eycle, 
the Pentateuchal readings on the New Year were: First year of the cycle, 
Genesis xxx., 22: Second year, Leviticus 1.; Third year, Deut. v. (the 
Decalogue). Now let us listen to Dr. Bichler. “On the New Year, in this 
first year of the cycle, Genesis xxx., 22, was reached as the scriptural lesson 
of the dav, which Seder commences with the words: ‘God remembered 
Rachel,’ and harmonises with the declaration of the Avada that Rachel 
was remembered on New. Year's Day (T. B. Rosh Hashana, 10b). When 
once it was assumed that one of the matriarchs was remembered on this 
day by God in respect to the blessing of children, the idea broadened to 
include Rebecca and Sarah as well. Hence comes it that the portion 
describing how Sarah was visited by God was selected as the readine for 
the New Year, i.e., Genesis xxi.” 

One’s feeling against both theories is that a very small basis of fact is 
made to bear so great a superstructure—that a homiletical idea, or an 
accident, should lead to so much about Isaac in the New Year liturgy. But 
we must not forget that when once the association was started, the rest 
follows. The superstructure, one might even say, builds.itself so soon as 
the mérest foundation is laid. This is the natural history of scores of 
elaborate and well-established rites. The difficulty always is to get to the 
foundation. But we must always remember another thing. Origins are 
interesting, but not all-important. A custom or association does not stand 
or fall by its origin. A material building does, indeed, lapse if its founda- 
tion is weak. But the superstructure of a custom may remain strong and 
religiously vital though the foundation be weak, or even though there be no 
foundation at all. 

One further word on these “ Patronesses.” Sarah is cited in the New 
Testament as a type of wifely obedience. What a quaint distortion! If 
ever 2 woman ruled her husband it was Sarah. The Midrash tells us that 
Abraham obeyed her because he recognised her superioritv in prophetic 
vision. At all events he obeyed her. Elkanah, too, gave Hannah a very 
free hand; he not only loved, he obeyed her. And yet people will go on 
talking about the “ Oriental subiection” of woman in ancient Israel! The 
“ Patronesses ” of our New Year knew better. Ger.

Rosh Hashono As I! 


Rosh Hashono was heralded afl through the month of Ellul with the 
blowing of the Shofar every morning, except, of course, Sabbaths, after the 
service. It was done to arouse the people to prepare their conscience and 
make their peace with the Almighty. It was said that during the month 
of Ellul the dead trembled in their graves, for the Days of Awe (O°RN) O'n’) 
were approaching, when “every spirit and soul shall be visited.” It was 
a season of penitence, prayer, and good deeds, which alone have it in their 
power to divert, or even annul, the evil decree against the living. A Da, 
of Judgment (779 OY) was facing them, when the fate of all men, al! 
creatures, from the King on his throne to the slave by his grindstone, froim 
the elephant in the forest to the fly on the ceiling, was to pass before the 
Judgment Seat. 

Every day during that preparatory month the cemetery, or to use that 
strange euphemism so characteristic of an unshaken faith in a general 
resurrection—the “House of the Living ”—was thronged with visitors, 
coming to pray for the intercession of sainted relatives. Women, especially, 
often travelled far afield to visit the graves of parents in distant towns and 
cities, or countries even, as, indeed, it sometimes happened. And they did 
not go empty-handed, for charitable donations were freely scattered every- 
where. Nor were even the other dead allowed to be forgotten. Let the 
pretty exercise of “ field-measuring” (feld mesten) speak for that. When 
there had been enough crying, enough praying over the grave of the dear 
departed, two women joined hands with a large ball of cotton thread, 
unwinding and rewinding it anew, as the one walked behind the other, 
round and round the entire burial ground. More often it was home-spun 
flax, made expressly for this purpose during the long nights of the previous 
winter. This ceremony was continued sometimes till late in the afternoon, 
nnd there was ne occasion to go home for meals; for it was always per- 
formed fasting. When finished, the thread was taken to the candlemaker’s 
to be made up into tallow dips of a size and shape peculiarly their own, so 
that all might know they were “ field lights” (feld licht), and must not be 
employed for ordinary purposes. But they were given over to the Beth- 
Hamidrash, or to the Rabbi, for “learning the Torah” by their light, to the 
common benefit of all the dead slumbering in the field so measured. 

The busiest man during the month was the Chazan. He spent the fore- 
noons at the cemetery, accom panied by one or two of his “ helpers,” 
memorialising the souls of the dead (FWY MDI) at the behest of the 
visitors concerned. Later in the day he gathered his whole choir around 
him, and took them far out into the country, where, under some convenient 
cluster of shrubs, formal rehearsals were held for the approaching great 
days, when much would be expected of him and them. In the cool 
evening he was never seen without a heavy scarf round his neck, and his 
ears were stuffed with cotton wool. His keilim were too precious just 
then. Altogether, he was the lion of the seasén and the darling of the 
community. 

When Rosh Hashono eve had at length arrived, and the people pro- 
ceeded to the synagogue, it was a picturesque sight to see the we ee hasten- 
ing from all directions, dressed in white, especially from the waist upwards. 
It was not the rich and elaborate opera-cloak of Maida Vale or Bayswater, 
but a simple linen sheet. sometimes only just a spare tablecloth; but the 
wearers looked none the less sweet and fresh. 

The intensity which held the congregation within the synagogue from 
the first bam of the Chazan is impossible of description, if not, indeed, 
conception. I see them all before me now, their fists clenched in a frenzy 
of fervour, their eyes staring upwards as if they were looking straight into 
the face of the Most High, and the words coming from their lips as if the 
fate of the Universe depended upon their correct and clear utterance. 

Nothing but sweet-flavoured foods came into the household. It would 
be an ill augury to partake of anything tart or piquant on the New Year. 
Even the slices from the Kiddush loaf seaeal amon@e the family were 
first dipped in honey, to point to a sweet year; frequently a sheep's head 
was brought to the table, over which the more or less informal benediction 
was pronounced: “ May it be the Divine Will that we be heads and not 
tails.” 

Many of the elder people stayed up the whole night in the synagogue 
chanting psalms, or were otherwise piously engaged. The morning service 
began early, sometimes a little after six o'clock, but that was only the pre- 
liminary to the Shachrith proper. This laiter was mostly conducted by some 
distinguished layman of reputed piety, and unimpeachable conduct, and was 
held in claim (PS) by him from year to year. He was not much of a 
singer, as the world understands that word, but he made music that went 
to the heart and made the eyes moist. The Chazan did not come on till 
the Musaph, and then he approached bent double under his talith, stepping 
slowly in fear and trembling—real fear, real trembling. He did not act his 
part; he lived it. 


Tue Coroner at Marylebone held an enquiry on Wednesday into the death of 
Elias Lyon, aged 24. who was found dead in his flat in Gosfield Street, Langham 
Place, on Tuesday. Medical evidence showed that he died from taking landanum. A 
letter addressed by the deceased to his parents showed that financial difficulties were 
the cause of his action. <A verdict of suicide whilst temporarily insane was returned. 


At a meeting of the Court of Common Council on Tuesday, Alderman Sir George 
Faudel-Phillips seconded a motion to confer the Freedom of the City of London on 
General Booth. 


Lisrary AS Preparatory Coitece.—The Daily Chronicle says:—Some thirty 
Jewish working men are using the Whitechapel Public Library as a sort of prepara- 
tory school in which they are studying for the next matriculation examinations in con- 
nection with the Universities. 


Mr. Hram’Marxs Miniature Riete Saoorinc.—The Welsh Miniature Rifle 
Meeting, held at Caerleon. Mon.. on the 23rd inst.. was organised and arranged at the 
request of Field-Marsnal Parl Roberts, K.G., by Mr. H. Marks, Secretary of the 
Society of Miniature Rifle Clubs. The meeting was a great success, nearly one thoi: 
sand entries having to be dealt with. This meeting and many others of a similar 
nature are being arranged in furtherance of Lord Roberts's scheme to form Rifle 
Clubs in every village in the kingdom. In order to create further interest in the 
meeting, Mr. Marks offered to produce a man from one of his own Rifle Clubs w!: 
would beat any man in Wales at rifle shooting. The challenge was accepted. Mr 
Marks's nominee won by ten points. Mr. Marks then offered to produce an unknown 
man from one of his London Clubs who could beat any man in Wales at miniature 
rifle shooting. In this case, also, Mr. Marks’s nominee was successful. At the request 
of the local Committee, Mr. Marks captained a team of riflemen from England against 
a selected Welsh team. Mr. Marks's team eventually won by nearly one hundred 
points. The matches were judged by Lord Tredegar (Lord-Lieutenant of Monmouth- 
shire), Colonel Sir Arthur Mackworth and General Lance, and, at the request of Lord 
Roberts, a telegram was sent him announcing the result of the matches. At the close 
of the meeting, Lord Tredegar planted a tree at Caerleon to commemorate the event. 
In the evening the Welsh Rifle Clubs entertained Mr. Marks at dinner.

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The Situation in Russia 


M. Witte and American Jews. 
The following add tion details of the further interview (recorded in 


our issue of the 15th inst.) between M. Witte and representative Ameri 
Jews on the 12th inst. in New York, have been published :— ee 


M. Witte and Baron Rosen drove to the St Regis, where the Committee was await- 
ing them. The Committee consisted of Messrs. Isaac N. Seligman, Oscar S Straus and 
— Kraus, of Chicago, who were all present at the meeting in M. Witte's rooms at 
the entworth Hotel, Portsmouth. At the end of the conference Mr. Seligman said 
that M. Witte gave authoritative but not official assurance that the condition of the 
Jews in Russia would be speedily ameliorated. © (if course,” said Mr. Seligman, “ M 
W itte made no official pledges engaging his (jovernment ; he spoke only as an 
individual, but it is well known that while he is not in power now he will soon be 
With him at the head of the Government the Jews will again enjoy civic rights and 
recognition. We have M. Witte’s word for it that. as far as he can personally assist 
all will be done to give the Jews their full constitutional rights. He allowed us to 
foresee the emancipation of the Jews in Russia and their participation in the govern- 
ment of the Empire in the same degree and proportion that other Russian subjects are 
allowed to participate. M. Witte admitted that discrimination against them was 
unjust, but he believes this condition will soon be ended, and that they will be placed 
on an equal footing with the rest of the Tsar's subjects. We continued our discussion 
of economic conditions in Russia where we left off at Portsmouth, citing inequalities 
in Russia in the laws and restrictions particularly affecting Jews, and suggesting to 
him their abolition and repeal. | may say that we left M. Witte impressed with the 
belief that the reforms urged by us would be put into effect, and that at no very 
distant day the Jews of Russia would enjoy equal rights with all other Russian 
subjects.” 

Mr. Seligman said that no question of a Russian loan had been mentioned in the 
conference, and it was simply a continuation of the one commenced at Portsmouth. 
At that time the envoy asked the Committee if they would call upon him again when 
he was not under such a great strain. It was in deference to his wishes that the Com- 
mittee saw him at the St. Regis. 


A Reuter telegram from Warsaw on Friday stated :— 

At noon to-day a young Jew tried to throw a bomb into the offices of the 
Shereshevsky Bank, which has refused to contribute to the Revolutionary Fund. The 
bomb missed the window and exploded in the courtyard of the bank, severely wound- 
ing the author of the outrage, and smashing several windows. The Jew was removed 
to the prison hospital. 

A Reuter telegram from Warsaw on Saturday stated :— 

At seven o'clock this evening the police surrounded and closed the gates of the 
public parks in the centre of the city, where thousands of Jews were promenading on 
the occasion of the Sabbath The police searched all persons found in the parks, and 
200 arrests were made. 


A Moscow correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Monday that the 
Poles, Jews, Lithuanians and other oppressed nationalities placed all their 
hopes in the Duma. A Reuter telegram from St. Petersburg on the same 
day stated that a meeting. of Russian, Polish, Finnish, Jewish, and Caucasian 
journalists is proposed to be held next month to discuss the Duma. 

The Daily Graphic correspondent at Sebastopol states that information 
has reached the authorities of that city to the effect that the young Jewish 
ee Feldmann (whose escape from prison we referred to last week) is in 

ndon. 

The Executive Committee of the Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden held 
a meeting in Berlin on the 17th inst., which was attended by many members 
from other places. Dr. Paul Nathan, Deputy Chairman and Hon. Secretary, 
presented a comprehensive report on the general situation of the Jews in 
Russia, and on the measures which had been taken for its improvement. The 
Hilfsverein had constantly taken action to relieve the existing distress and had 
assisted everywhere in proportion to its means. In addition, all proposals tend- 
ing to better the position of the Jews in Russia had been carefully considered, 
and those which were regarded as practical were furthered as faras possible. 
The Committee voted 2,500 marks to the Committee in Copenhagen for 
assisting Russo-Jewish transmigrants, 2,000 marks to the Jewish Society in 
Hamburg for the relief of Homeless Jews, and 1,500 marks to the Committee 
in Bremen for assisting Russo-Jewish transmigrants. All these Committees 
stand in the closest connection with the Central Jewish Emigration Office, 
which is under the direct control of the Hilfsverein and the Grand Lodge of 
the German Order of B’nei B'rith. The sum of 5,000 marks was placed at 
the disposal of the Jewish Community in Bialystok, for the relief of families 
who had suffered losses during the excesses in that town.

Friedlaender.—On Tuesday, Miss L. R. Bentwich, eldest daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Herbert Bentwich, was married to Professor Israel Friedlaender, of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary of New York. The marriage, which took 
place atthe residence of the bride’s parents in Avenue Road, was 
solemnised by the Chief Rabbi, assisted by the Revs. M. Hast and A. E. 
Gordon. A reception was subsequently held. The articles on “ The Parting 
of the Ways” by Achad Haam, translated by Mrs. Friedlaender, and published 
in our columns recently, have been reprinted and dedicated by her to her 
friends on her departure from England for the United States.

Anti-Semitism in New Zealand. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
WELLINGTON, AUGUST 20TH. 

A so-called “ Third Party” in the New Zealand legislature, styling them- 
selves the New Liberals, consisting of four members (Messrs. Taylor, 
Laurenson, Bedford and Fisher) have been endeavouring to discredit the 
Seddon administration by an attack on Captain Seddon, the Premier's son, in 
connection with a payment alleged to have been made to him for certain 
defence work. Meeting with poor success in Parliament, these gentlemen 
decided to go on a tour, and when in Dunedin were called to task by Mr. 
Mark Cohen, Editor of the Dunedin Star, for neglecting their Parliamentary 
duties. At one of the meetings Mr. Fisher made the following remarks :— 
“ The editor of the Stur says that I and my friends have no right in Dunedin. 
Since when did a man of his nationality preach that doctrine under the 
British flag ?. The only flag in the world that gives absolutely free admission 
is the British flag. Any other man but a Jew would not have preached that 
doctrine. Our flag has been the protection of that persecuted people for 
centuries past, and we will not take an opinion of that kind from a Jew ina 
Scotch community.” 

When the Seddon matter came up again for discussion in the House, 
Mr. F. E. Baume, one of the members for Auckland city, expressed doubts as 
to the bona fides of Mr. Fisher, and the following discussion (somewhat 
abbreviated from the official report) ensued :-— 

Mr. Fisuer: A very British sentiment that of yours. 

Mr. Baume: The honourable gentleman is always inclined to take up this attitude. 
Amongst the other planks of the party to which he belongs is to be found that of Jew- 
baiting. That is another matter the honourable gentleman takes a pride in. I may 
tell the honourable gentleman something which did not take place in the House. The 
honourable gentleman was charged by Mr. Mark Cohen, one of the respected citizens 
of Dunedin and an honourable member of the journalistic profession 

Mr. Sreaker: I do not think that matter relevant to this question. 

Mr. Barme: |Lhope vou will not rule me out of order in this. The honourable 
member has in effect charged me with uttering an un-British sentiment, and I want to 
tell honourable members how he comes to make that interruption. It has reference to 
this charge and to the whole of the Seddon voucher. As editor of the Dunedin Star—— 

Mr. Sreaker: | am fully acquainted with what the honourable gentleman is 
speaking of, and | am quitesatisfied thaf it is altogether irrelevant to the question now 


| being discussed, and it must not be further gone into. 


Mr. Baume: With regard. then, to the interruption that has been made by the 
honourable gentleman, | would like to know what the honourable gentleman thinks 
is meant by a“ Britisher.’ Above all things, what is meant by a“ Britisher” is a man 
who possesses a love of fair-play,a love of honesty and a love of candour,; and I 
appeal to this House and the country whether the honourable gentleman, in this parti- 
cular matter, has manifested those absolutely British qualities. Why. Sir, the inter- 
ruption he made just now would only come from one who has forgotten, if he ever 
knew, the first principles of British manhood. He has reflected upon the origin of a 
member of this House. Is not every man on the floor of this House equal as far as 
being a representative of the people is concerned to the young man who now pro- 
fesses to scorn such a person because he is notof British parentage’ The Jew-baiting 
movement was not original with the honourable gentleman. It was started in this 
House by the honourable member for Lyttelton ; it was carried on by the honourable 


member for Christchurch (Mr. Taylor); and it has been cordially adopted by their. 


weak tool. the honourable member for Wellington, Mr. Fisher. Argument cannot be 
met by abuse, and no argument in this world is contained in a reflection upon a man’s 
religion or upon a man’s nationality. My religion is Jewish, as was that of my fore- 
fathers, but my nationality is British, as is the honourable centlemans. Born in this 
colony, I have the same right to the flag, and the same right to the privileges which 
that flag has conferred upon its people for long years as he has, and if those whose 
historic deeds have contributed to the honour of. that flag and of British history had 
been guilty of actions like to those of the honourable gentleman, the country and the 
flag would not have been in the proud position both hold to-day. 

Mr. Baume has been warmly congratulated for his spirited rebuke to the 
obscurantists. He was born in Dunedin and educated there at the Boys 
High School and afterwards at the Otago University. He is now a resident of 
Auckland, where he practises his profession of barrister and solicitor, AS 
a working journalist, he edited the New Zealand Illustrated Maguzine ; he is 
a member of the Senate of the New Zealand University, and as Chairman of 
the Parliamentary Committee on Education he has, during the present Parlia- 
ment, done splendid service in the cause of national education. Asa law 
reformer and an active educationalist Mr. Baume will assuredly make his 
mark in the legislature of this Colony. He is forty years of age, and married a 
San Francisco lady (herself a University graduate) by whom he has three sons 


The Cholera on the Continent.—In the report presented to the 
Court of Common Council on Tuesday by the Port of London Sanitary Com- 
mittee, the following statements are made by the Medical Officer of Health :— 


The disease appears to have been brought down the River Vistula by means of 
raftsmen, and many cases have occurred in eastern and western Prussia. A large 
number of Jewish emigrants proceed to the port of Hamburg and thence to the 
United States of America and to England, and some cases have occurred at Hamburg 
among those persons. The outbreak, so far, is not a serious one, but it has been 
necessary to carry out in a strict manner the Regulations of the Local Government 
Board relating to this disease. The ports on the Rivers Vistula and (ider, and 
Hamburg were considered “ Infected,” and all vessels arriving in the Port of London 
from those ports have been rigorously inspected. A large number of Jewish immi- 
grants arrive from Russia, vid Rotterdam, and it became necessary to inspect all these 
passengers. The Regulations state that no person shall be allowed to land who does 
furnish the Medical ()fficer of Health with a satisfactory name and address, and as the 
result of the notification of the names and addresses of the arrivals on one of the 
vessels it was ascertained that thirty per cent. of the people did not proceed to the 
addresses which they had given. The attention ofthe Local Government board was 
drawn to this, and | attended there to confer with the medical stat? as to the bast 
plan of dealing with the difficulty. I drew up a scheme which met with the approval 
of the medical staff, and it is now being carried out as a temporary measure to see 
how it will work. The Medical ()fficer on duty at Gravesend detains on board at his 
discretion the passengers from “ Infected” ports and all! alien immigrants from other 
ports. Te master of the vessel incurs a penalty of £100 foreach person whom he 
allows to land without the permission in writing of the Medical ‘)fficer of Health. On 
arrival in London the vessel is visited by oue of your officers, who proceeds to satisfy 
himself that the persons detained are still on board the vessel. I visited the Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter and several agents in the East k:nd of London in company with a 
Medical Inspector of the Local Government Board, and the Secretary of that Com- 
mittee has undertaken that if these people are released to them, they will guarantee 
the accuracy of the addresses furnished, either by personally conducting the passengers 
to the addresses given or from personal knowleige._ A list of such addresses is posted 
to me each day, and are forthwith notified to the Local Authorities. Inasmuch as a 
large number of these people proceed to lodging-houses which are under the control 
of the London County Council, the Medical ‘)ficer of Health of that Body has 
instructed his Lodging-House Inspectors to co-operate in this matter, and they check 
the action of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter and other agents, and, furthermore, by 
visiting the addresses given in order to ascertain that the addresses furnished by them 
are reliable. The Aliens Act. haVing been passed, duly comes into force on the Ist 
January, 1906, and it is probable that, with a view to escaping this Act, the number of 
such aliens will be very considerable from now until the end of the year, and will 
entail much work on the part of your officers in supervising them. It 1s reported that 
the authorities at Hamburg refuse to allow any more of these immigrants to pass 
through that port. They will therefore make their way to other ports, such as Bremen, 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam. A careful watch is being is being kept at Gravesend, 
and all alien immigrant passengers arriving will be dealt with in the same manner, 
no matter from which port they may come.

LAYING OF FOUNDATION AND MEMORIAL STONES. 


The laying of the foundation-stone (by Mr. Arthur E. Franklin), and the 
memorial stones (by the Mayor, Messrs. 8S. J. Cohen, of Manchester, B.S. 
Jacobs, of Hull. and A. B. Salmen, of London) of the new synagogue and 
schools of the Bradford Hebrew Congregation, Spring Gardens, Manning- 
ham Lane, was to take place yesterday afternoon, after we had gone to press 
with our present issue. The service was to be conducted by the Rev. 
Reuben Tribich, the Minister; and the Rev. M. Abrahams, of Leeds, was 
to assist at the ceremony, and offer up a special prayer. 

The Jewish settlement in Bradford dates from some forty years ago, when 
a temporary minyan was held in a private house. Leeds being close by 
(about nine miles), the sundry needs of a Jewish community could be sup- 
plied from the neighbouring city; a temporary chazan_ would 
be imported for the High Festivals, kosher meat supplied by 
a quick passenger’ service, and a contribution paid to a 
Leeds synagogue for the necessary burial facilities. The community 
received a large influx in 1870, or thereabouts. The war between 
France and Germany. had greatly interfered with the woollen trade that was 
carried on between the two countries, and the German Jewish merchants 
solved the difficulty by transferring their headquarters to Bradford. The 
orthodox element, in contradistinction to the reform, Was not yet able to 
assert itself as a congregation, and, need of burial having arisen, the Syna- 
gogue Association was formed in 1873. Soon after, this body (later the 
Reform Synagogue) acquired a cemetery at Scholemoor, and subsequently 
erected a synagogue in Bowland Street. Meanwhile, the Bradford 
Hebrew Congregation were struggling for existence, and worshipped in a 
small room in Westgate. One of the earliest temporary places was that in 
Tyrrel Street, where a tenement was rented for the purpose of prayer and 
religious instruction. Despite difficulties and obstacles, the congregation 
grew. Another change was made to more commodious premises in Hough- 
ton Place, where several rooms were converted into a synagogue, and another 
room served as a school-room. These were consecrated by the Rev, M 
Abrahams, of Leeds, the then Visiting Minister. For fifteen years fruitless 
efforts were made to obtain a more fitting house of prayer. In 1902 the 
congregation gave a call to the Rev. Reuben Tribich, who immediately 
preached a sermon on “ Rebuild thy House,” which resulted in a general 
meeting being called. A resolution pledging those present to support the 
revived movement was carried with acclamation. 

After much work in the matter of the various schemes before the Com- 
mittee, e.g., the converting of a local chapel, or the alteration of a large 
building, Mr. Tribich was fortunate in finding a piece of land in Spring 
Gardens, situated in a position convenient to the majority of the members 
This site was purchased in April, 1904, but. the Committee hesitated before 
proceeding with any scheme which would bring upon the congregation a 
crippling debt or mortgage. In the summer of this year the work was 
proceeded with, the contract being secured by Messrs. John Moulson and 
Son, Ltd., of Bradford, and, on August Ist, the operations commenced.’ The 
buildings in process of erection are from the plans of Mr. B. 8S. Jacobs. of 
Hull, who has acted as Hon. Architect throughout, and who has, in addition. 
taken a personal interest in the effort. 

The buildings in Spring Gardens consist of a synagogue capable of 

seating 450 persons: The old style of Almemmar in the centre of the build- 
ing has been retained. Leading into the synagogue is a minister's room. 
whilst the approach to the ladies’ gallery is by two stone stair-cases leading 
from right and left of the entrance vestibule. There are annexes. com- 
rising ladies’ and gentlemen's retiring rooms, and rooms for social work 
raking advantage of the fall of the ground—the buildings standing.on the 
side of a hill—commodious schools have been erected beneath the synagogue 
vet being lofty and airy, and above ground. There will be, an imposing 
entrance to the synagogue approached by a flight of stone steps. Sur- 
mounting the whole will be a dome over which the Mogen Dovid will be 
displayed. The front of the whole is of stone, the architecture being 
Romanesque il} style. There are cloak-rooms. lavatories, and nh play-ground. 
The schoolrooms are to be separated by movable partitions, SO that the 
whole can be arranged as a large lecture hall suitable for public gatherings 
The work will proceed rapidly after the foundation ceremony if sufficient 
funds are forthcoming. The Minister has been untiring in his efforts to 
raise the sum necessary for the erection of the buiding. We have already 
stated that Mr. Tribich travelled 4,000 miles for this purpose, and in three 
years succeeded in bringing the fund from less than £100 up to £2,000. The 
local papers refer warmly to Mr. Tribich’s strénuous labours. 

After the ceremony, a reception was to be held in the Masonie Hal] 
Salem Street. 


Notes from Berlin.

BERLIN, SEPTEMBER 247TH. 

Mr. Frank H. Mason, the popular United States Consul-General in 
Berlin, has resigned his post. Among those present at the farewell] banquet 
given in his honour were the American Ambassador. Mr. Charlemagne 
Tower, several members of the Prussian Cabinet, and of the diplomatic 
and consular service, and leading representatives of the haute jinance, and 
of German industry and commerce. The speeches delivered were grace- 
fully attuned to the complimentary character of the occasion. but through 
them all vibrated a note of deeper meaning. Like ministerial utterances at 
the Mansion House, they were not, although it would be difficult to imagine 
a more distinguished audience, addressed merely to those present, but to 
the people outside. In giving expression to their appreciation of the 
manner in which Mr. Mason had fulfilled his important functions in the 
German capital, the various speakers sidesenlin palareed to the exceptional 
duties which had lately occupied the attention of the diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives of almost every country. Privy Commercial Coun- 
cillor, Ludwig Max Goldberger, as fascinating a speaker as he is a brilliant 
writer, passed in review the various commercial treaties which have been 
lately concluded or abrogated, and commented on them with that admirable 
lucidity which evidences complete mastery of the subject. He took full 
account in his statesman-like exposition ef the apparently conflicting 
interests of the different countries, but he also pointed out the means of 
reconciling these interests, and smoothing the difficulties of international 
intercourse and trade. It would be difficult for Herr Goldberger to enhance 
the reputation he enjoys as a political economist, but his latest speech 
would suffice to establish it. Among those who listened to him were a few 
of the most distinguished members of our community.

Jottings from South Africa. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


JOHANNESBURG. 


A strong feature with our people in the lands of their adoption is their 
fondness for keeping alive the memory of their native town or village. Thus, 
here, as in London, we find many little benefit societies springing up, each 
associated with the name of some town or district in Russia or Poland. It 
is a clannishness easily understood, for the newcomer finds himself at 
home as soon as he joins the society bearing the name of his native place 
In this city these societies make sociability a prominent branch of thei 
activity in addition to the ordinary benefits. In the month of August the 
Kurland and Riga Sick Benefit and Entertainment Society gave an enjoy- 
able little dance at the Masonic Hall. There was a large attendance, and 
all spent a pleasant evening Owing to the energetic attentions of the Com- 
mittee, Messrs. A. Cohen (Chairman), L. Levinsohn, M. Joseph, and 8. 
Bagg. 

On the 28th August Mr. A. M. Abrahams read a paper on the “ Jewish 
Problem,” to the members of the Herzl Zionist Society, This was the paper 
which: was crowded out at the Zionist Conference. Mr. David Starfield 
presided. The lecturer summed up the economic and social position of the 
Jews in the various countries which they inhabit, and demonstrated that 
even in those lands where they were at present treated well, there was no 
guarantee against the future rise of anti-Semitism. The Jews of Moorish 
Spain would never have believed that a time would come when they would 
he driven out: Signs were not wanting that even the United States and 
the United Kingdom could not be looked upon as permanent refuges for 
our people. The revival ot nationalistic sentiments was a feature of modern 
times as witness Greece, Bulgaria, Roumania, and the recent separation 
of Norway from Sweden, and, in a similar revival of Jewish nationality lay 
the solution of the Jewish problem. Even if a land were immediately 
obtained, the mere existence of a universal organisation would act as a 
safeguard Against oppression. Dr. Goodman, in a discussion which fol- 
lowed, took.up an anti-Zionistic attitude, but thanked the lecturer for his 
interesting paper. In proposing a vote of thanks he dwelt upon the earnest 
and zealous work which Mr. Abrahams had-done in the community since 
he had taken up his residence in Johannesburg. Mr. Starfield (the Chair- 
man), in supporting the motion, also spoke of Mr. Abrahams to the same 
effect. 

The twelfth annual meeting of the Witwatersrand Hebrew Benevolent 
Association was held at the Jewish School on August 27th, Mr. D. Starfield 
the President. in the Chair. This Society exists for the purpose of granting 
loans to people in temporary difficulties, who do not wish to resort to 
charity. A small interest is charged, and members of the society only can 
he sureties for borrowers. The report of the Committee recorded the con- 
tinued growth of the work of the Organisation. The figures for the past year 
showed a gonsiderable increase over those ot previous years. 117 loans were 
granted, the average amount advanced being £23. The Committee expressed 
regret at the decrease of subscriptions, the total amount being only £266, 
as against £320 for the preceding year. They bewailed this fact as ham- 
pering the work of the Society. The advances were in excess of the repay- 
ments, half of this excess had been provided by. the subscriptions and 
donations. and the remainder had been drawn from capital. The balance 
at the bank. which had stood at £663 at the last meeting, stood now at only 
£320. The Committee, therefore, appealed for a greater measure of financial 
support, otherwise the balance would be entirely absorbed by the next 
meeting. The President, in moving the adoption of the report, regretted that 
owing to the prevailing depression nothing had yet been done to establish 
the endowment fund suggested by Mr. Max Langermann two years ago. Only 
such a fund could put the Society on a satisfactory basis, and the Com- 


mittee would carry it out as soon as the times permitted. On_ behali 
of the Committee, he expressed grateful acknowledgments for sub- 
stantial donations to the Anglo-French Exploration Co. (per Mr. W. 


Dalrymple), the Continental Warehouse Co. (per Mr, G. Mitchell), Messrs. 
Moses Davis. Charles Salmon, and N. Richardson. Owing to-the pressure 
of business calls. Mr. Starfield declined to seek re-election, and Mr. M. 
Fine was elected President in his place. 

Under the auspices of the Jewish Guild, Mr. Lionel Goldsmid, B.A., 
recently delivered a lecture on the “ Life and Works of Lord Beaconsfield.” 
Mr. W. Saphra ,the Presidént of the Guild, was in the Chair. The lecture 
greatly interested a large audience. The lecturer touched upon Beacons- 
field’s quarrel with O'Connell, and traced his political development as 
evidenced in his novels. 

The visit of the British Association has for the time being given quite a 
holiday aspect to Johannesburg. It has been the event of the week. Our 
coreligionists bore a fair share in the hearty welcome éxtended to the 
visitors, quite a number of them coming forward with offers of hospitality 
in response to the appeal of the Mayor. Many also acted on the Reception 
Committees. Among the excursions was one to the Vereeniging estates 
of Messrs. Lewis and Marks. About 100 of the oversea members of the 
Association were conveyed in a special train, and were accompanied by Mr. 
Marks, who personally saw to the comfort of the guests. The latter were 
entertained in royal fashion, nothing being forgotten, Luncheon, dinner, 
and supper were served on the train. The coal mines, brick and tile factory, 
orchards, and farms were inspected by the visitors, vehicles being provided 
to take them round: The firm bore the expense of the entire excursion, 
which was generally voted one of the most successful. A. M. A.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
ur correspondent in Prague writes under date, September 24th : Court 
ee Dr. Horaz Krasnopolski, Ordinary Professor at the German 
: iversity in Prague, and Court Councillor Dr. Alois Zucker, Ordinary 
rofessor at the Czech University in the same city, have been appointed 
Commanders of the Order of Francis Joseph. The two scholars are active 
members of many Jewish institutions. Professor Zucker, who practised for 
many years as a lawyer,in which capacity his services were much sought 
after, is regarded as an authority in criminal law, while Professor Krasno- 
polski is an eminent expert in Austrian constitutional law. Last Thursday 
the burial took place of Dr. Leopold Grossman, who for nearly forty years 
was manager of the Official Telegraph Agency (Korrespondenz Bureau) in this 
city. He was much esteemed for his uncommon business capacity and his 
unostentatious, kindly disposition...As the result of an inquiry held by the 
Technical Committee of this city, the Town Council has resolved not to alter 
the level of the surroundings of the Alt-Neu-Synagoge and 
the old Jewish Town Hall. The front elevations of the neighbour- 
ing houses will have to be adapted to these historical buildings. 

To-morrow, Court Councillor Professor Dr. Adam Politzer, one of the 
foremost clinical physicians in Vienna, will complete his seventieth year. 
After the termination of his studies many years ago at the University of 
Vienna he spent some time in London, where he mastered the pathological 
anatomy of the ear, a subject on which he has written an important work. 
in 1871 he was appointed Extraordinary Professor and in 1894 Ordinary 
i rofessor at the Vienna University (Clinical Section on diseases of the ear). 
The Emperor recognised his services by conferring on him the title of Court 
Councillor, Professor Politzer was for a short time a member of the Council 
of the Jewish community in Vienna, and is at present a Vice-President of 
the Society for the Collection and Preservation of Art and Historical Jewish 
Memorials. 

Official statistics show that of the 1,224,711 Jews in Austria when the 
last Census was taken, 419,210 (or 34°2 per cent. of the whole) used German as 
their language for conversation and business purposes. Among Christians 
the proportion is only 35'l percent. In the Bakowina, 91,907 Jews, and only 
67,279 Christians, employ the German language. 

Herr David Ney, a celebrated opera singer, has recently died at I}uda- 
Pesth. He was the son of Jewish parents in humble circumstances, but 
through his industry and attainments he was able to raise himself to a high 
position in the musical world of Hungary. 

Herr Karl Weiss has been unanimously elected Burgomaster of the 
town of Ung-Brod in Moravia. For the past six years Herr Weiss was the 
presiding Alderman. The fact is the more significant and remarkable that 
the town contains scarcely another Jewish inhabitant. 

EGYPT. 

Herr Eduard Friedheim (a native of Berlin), who died recently at 
Alexandria, where he resided, has bequeathed to that city his fine collection 
of paintings. 

GERMANY. 

The Shah has conferred on Herr Max Leon, Consul-General for Persia in 
Berlin, the Order of the Son and Lion, Second Class, set in brilliants. 

Baroness Willy von Rothschild has presented to the City Library at 
Frankfort one of the most valuable collections of Karaite works in existence. 
The Library now possesses nearly every printed Karaite work. 

Professor Dr. G. Jellinek, lecturer on State Law at the University of 
Heidelberg, has been appointed Privy Court Councillor. 

Yesterday week, the Portuguese community in Hamburg celebrated 
the jubilee of the establishment of their synagogue, the congregation having 
been in existence for upwards of 250 years. It was in 1652 that the three 
then existing Sephardi congregations were amalgamated and the congrega- 
tion became known as Bet Israel. The synagogue was built in a street then 
known as the Dreckwall. The building was destroyed by the great fire of 
1812 and its valuable archives were burnt. The present building in the 
Marcusstrasse, a quaint specimen of the Moorish style, was built in 1855. 
The community has now fallen into decay. A monograph on its history was 
written by Dr. Feilchenfeld, and, more recently, Dr. M. Grunwald, now of 
Vienna, has been engaged on a history of the Jews in Hamburg. The anniver- 
sary was celebrated by a service conducted by Herr B. A. M. Chumaceiro, the 


minister.

Institute, lately founded by Lord Curzon at Pusa, in the province of Bengal, 

ITALY. 

Our correspondent in Rome writes :— The Jewish community at Monticelli 
d@’Ongina (Piacenza) consists of scarcely thirty members, one of whom, Signor 
Ciro Ottolenghi, is a member of the Town Council. At the recent elections 
several irresponsible people made an attempt to introduce anti-Semitism, 
but the inhabitants gave them a lesson which they well deserved, by showing 
once more that in Italy this noxious plant cannot take root. Four Jews, 
besides Signor Ottolenghi, stood for election, and all were returned by large 
majorities, in fact almost unanimously. The new members are, Signori Ugo 
Basola, Arturo Namias, Claudio Osimo, and Guido Soavi. Thus, in a Council 
consisting of twenty members, no less than five are Jews. The proportion is 
by no means small when we consider that the population is nearly 7,000, of 
whom, as I have already said, the Jews only number about thirty. The 
Council showed its esteem for the four new members by electing them to

A Committee has been formed under the name of “ Bezalel" for the 
purpose of introducing Jewish home industries and arts and crafts into 
Palestine. One of the prime movers is Professor Boris Schatz, of Sofia, the 
sculptor, who, in company with Herr E. M. Lillien, the celebrated black and 
white artist, is proceeding this autumn to Palestine to found a Jewish school 
of art the direction of which will be undertaken by Prof. Schatz. 
The post of teacher, at a salary of £150 a year, is being thrown open 
to competition. Competitors are asked to send specimens of their work to 
Herr Lillien, in Berlin. The Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden has voted the 
Committee the sum of 3,000 marks for the year 1906. 

RUSSIA. 

A Committee has been formed for the purpose of erecting in St. Peters- 
burgh a memorial to the late Mare Antokolski, the famous sculptor. Baron 
David Giinzburg is a member of the Committee. 


TUNIS. 
Arrangements are being made for the performance of modern French 


plays, translated into Arabic, by the pupils of the School of the Alliance 
Israc lite Universelle at Tunis. 


UNITED STATES. 

Our Baltimore correspondent writes: The Hon. Jefferson M. Levy, who 
has conducted important financial negotiations in London, is a distinguished 
Jew, and was formerly a member of Congress. He is nephew of the great 
Commodore Uriah Phillips Levy, the Jew who rose highest in the United 
States Navy, who served his country well for forty years, and whose epitaph 
bears the proud statement that he was father of the law for the abolition of 
corporal puuishment in the United States Navy. Like his uncle, Mr. Jeffer- 
son M. Levy is connected with the Congregation Shearith Israel of New 
York (of which Dr. H. Pereira Mendes is minister) and like him he continues 
his great admiration for Thomas Jefferson, former President and founder of 
the Democratic party. The uncle purchased Monticello, the birthplace and 
home of Mr. Jefferson, and the nephew has opened it to the public; the 
uncle bought and gave the nation the monument of Jefferson, which may be 
seen in the Statutary Hall of the Capitol at Washington. Napoleon |. Levy, 
another well-known member of the family, helped in the collection of the 
invaluable Jefferson papers for the nation. 

Miss Florence Zeitlin, one of the younger actresses of the Yiddish stage, 
died at the beginning of this month in New York. The correspondent of the 
Jewish Exponent in that city, in an obituary notice, says: Miss Zeitlin was 
a talented player of marked intelligence, and her untimely death isa sad 
loss to the Yiddish stage. 
plays of Gordin, Libin and others attracted much favourable notice. Miss 
Zeitlih was born in Chicago twenty-two years ago, and at the early age of 
eleven she participated in some Yiddish performances given in that city 
by a company headed by Boris Thomaschefsky, now director of the People’s 


Theatre. Later, Miss Zeitlin attracted attention as a phenomenal stump 
speaker. After a short engagement on the American stage, playing with a 


Frohman company, she joined the Yiddish company, and for the last seven 
years has been seen at the various Yiddish theatres of this city. Miss 
Zeitlin was only one of a.number of Jewish young women born in this 
country who became Yiddish actresses. There is quite a number of 
American born young men and women who have taken up the Yiddish stage 
as a profession. 

The King of Sweden has conferred the Knighthood of the Royal Order 
of Vasa upon Mr. B. Lowenstein, of Memphis (Tenn.), a constant visitor to 
Sweden. 

Rabbi M. Friedlander, of Oakland (Cal.), is leading a movement on the 
Pacific Coast for an appeal to the Governors of the University of California, 
not to hold examinations or lectures on the Jewish Sabbath. 

Dr. William Popper, Lecturer in Semitic langnages at Columbia Univer- 
sity, has been elected Associate Professor of Semitic languages at the 
University of California, in place of Professor Max L. Margolis, who resigned 
the position to fill the Chair of Biblical exegesis at the Hebrew Union 
College in Cincinnati. 

A thirteen-year-old boy, Fred Rosman, of St. Louis (says the Jewish 
Exponent), saved two boys from drowning in a cellar excavation, where the 
water was seven feet deep. Two men had attempted the rescue and were 
unable to come to the assistance of the little fellows, brothers, aged eight 
and nine years. Fred plunged into the muddy water and succeeded in 
rescuing both lads, one of whom was sinking for the third time.

At last Monday's promenade concert at Queen’s Hall Mr. Henry Wood, 
with his usual keen eye for any individual talent in the fine band of players 
that constitute his orchestra, introduced one of his first violins, Mr. Maurice 
Sax, avery promising young coreligionist, to promenade concert-goers.

Initiation | Society. 


Mr. L. Samuel Montagu, President of the Initiation Societ 
(M3 NDI37 PN), has issued an appeal for funds, in which he states :-— 


This Society was founded in 1744, and is the oldest Jewish charity in England 
but it appears likely that, if funds are not forthcoming, it will soon cease to exist. 
Our work is educational and also charitable. Under the first portion of our work 
we teach all the Mohelim in England and the colonies, doctors and non-medical 
Mohelim alike. Itis this which enables our coreligionists to settle in country places 
and the colonies, and in fact this work must be undertaken by our Society or a 
kindred institution to allow of the existence of a community of Jews at all. For this 
purpose we have engaged Dr. Snowman as Medical Officer, and he is giving instruc- 
tion to students, as well as re-examining and teaching all Mohelim at present practising 
As relief work we assist the poorer members’ of our community in four ways :— 
First, though of lesser importance, by a monetary grant, originally fixed at 258 
and reduced first to 21s. and now, owing to the state of our funds. to 10s 6d.- 
Second, by providing a medical Mohel free: this already costs the Society £100 
a year, and the Committee foresee that in no very creai time, owing to the increasing 
numbers of our community, it will be necessary to appoint two doctors for this pur- 
pose , third, by providing trained nurses in all charity cases, thus setting a good 
example to operators in the East End of the care which is necessary, even with these 
slight surgical operations. This has entailed on our Society an outlay of £75 a vear - 
fourth, it came to our notice that, although there are societies founded for the 
purpose of providing clothing in maternity cases. this work has not been carried out 
Cases occurred where children were tied between pillows as their parents had not the 
necessary clothes to put on them; so that, seeing the danger of contagion, if for no 
other reason, our Committee resolved to undertake the duty of providing clothes etc 
in such eases, although such duty did not strictly come within the objects of the 
Society. The net result of these reforms is, that the Society is £400 in debt : that its 
expenses exceed its income by over £200 a year; and that, unless we are assisted by 


the community, these reforms will have to be dropped: others t
